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A POPULAR CALENDAR. 
CALENDAR AND ALMANACK. 

Tar word Carenpar (which is sometimes spelt Kalendar,) is properly 
aregister of times or dates ;in which acceptation it was used by the 
Romans, as the word ALMANACK was by the Germans, and our Saxon 
forefathers. 

Calendar, as some state, is derived fromthe Latin Calendarium, which 
was the account-book kept by the Roman usurers, of the money which they 
lent out upon interest, and which they were in the hebit of calling in, or 
claiming on the Calends or first day of each month. But it is more proba- 
ble that the words Calendar and Calendarium are both to be traced to the 
ancient Roman custom of publicly proclaiming or calling the Calends and 
other periods of each month, on the appearance of every new moon. This 

ractice continued until the year 450, after the building of Rome, when 
Bains Flavius, the Au:lile, or chief magistrate, ordered the Fasti, or Calends 
to be affixed upon all the places of public resort, in order that the dates of 
the approaching festivals might be more generally and exactly known. In 
fact, these public notices or registers of coming events, were called Fasti 
Calendares. 

The etymology, or derivation, of ALMaNac has been much disputed : 
many writers derive it from the Arabic article Ad (the) and the Greek 
word manikos (a lunar circle) ; others, fromthe Hebrew manack (to count) ; 
whilst Dr, Jolnson says that the Greek word men pronounced maen 
(a month), enters into his composition. The explauation given by the 
celebrated antiquarian Verstegan, of the origin and use of this word, seems 
worthy of notice. Hesays, ‘ Our Saxon ancestors used to engrave oa 
certain squared sticks, about a foot in length, the courses of the moons of 
the whole year; whereby they could certainly vell when the new moons, 
fall moons, and change should happen ; as also their festival-days ; and 
such a carved stick they called an AL-MoN-aGuT ; that is to say, Al-mon- 
heed ; to wit, the regard or observation of all the moons: aod hence is 
derived the nameof Almanack.’—An instrument of this kind, of a very 
ancient date, is to be seen ia St. John’s College, Cambridge ; and there 
are still, io the midland counties, several remains of them. 


YEARS. 

‘The word Yea is purely Sexon, and is supposed by some to be derived 
from @ra ; whilst others deduce both words from the Greek ear, or Latin 
ver (Spring) ; because many of the Ancients were in the habit of dating 
the commencement of the year from Spring. Inthe Hebrew, Greek, and 
Latin languages, the word year is expressive of aring or circle; the Egyp- 
tians also represented it by a snake placed in a circular position, with its 
tailin its mouth ; whence, perhaps, the name of the Zodiac, or that 
imaginury circle whichis made by the sua in the heavens, during the 
tecive months. ri a 

e time in which the sun performs its journcy through the twelve si 
of the Zodiac, comprehends 365 days, 5 eh 48. Tinttees and 48 dacouda 
and is therefore styled the Naturat, Sorar, or Tuopican Year. 

The Sipgwear, or Asruan Year is the time which elapses from the 
sun’s passage from any particular tized star until its return to it again ; and 
fs just twenty minutes aud twenty-nine eecunds longer than the Natural 
or Solar Year. 

The Luxas Year, consists of Twelve Lunar Months, or that period 
during which the moon passes twelve times through its various phases, or 
changes. 
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The Common, or Crvme Year, in use with us, aud established by law. 
ecntains 365 days, during three successive years; but in each fourth 
year, an inéerca/ary or additional day is inserted, in order to make up the 
number 366 ; such additional day being considered equivalent to the time 
lost by not counting the five hours and forty-nine minutes at the end of 
each of the four years, from one Bissextice, or Leap Year, to another. 
The word Leap, sufficiently explains the act of passing over the hours in 
question. TI jan was invented by Julius Cesar or by Sosgenes, the Egyn- 
tian mathematician, who assisted him in rectifying the Calendar. The 
additional or intercalary day, is with us, always placed in the month of 
February, which, consequently, leap year, consists of 29 days ; the usual 
number being 28. Cesar placed it in the month of March, by reckouing 
the 6th day of the Calends of that month tetce over ! hence the term 
Bissextile, from the words bis (twice) and sex (sia,)-or xertilis (sixth day) 
But, by the Gregorian alteration, the fourth year coming at the close of a 
century, is not a leap year, unless the number of hundreds be a multiple 
of four, Thus 160 was a leap year, 1706 and 1300 were not, 2U0U0 
will be. 

The reckoning of time by the course of the sun or moon, was attempt- 
ed in various ways by different ancient nations ; but they, finding that 
their minor divisions of time did not correspond with the courses in ques- 
tion, endeavoured to prevent confusion by ordaining a cer‘ain number of 
days to be iutercalated, or inserted, out of the common order; #0 as to 
preserve the equation of time. ‘Vhe Egyptian Year (as used by Ptolemy 
consisted of 365 days, which were divided into uvelve months of thirty 
days each ; beside five intercalary days at the end. The Evypiian Cant. 
cular, or Natural Year, was computed from one heliacad rising of the 
star Sirius, or Canicula sume to the next. 

By the regulation of Solon, the ancient Greek year was lunar, and con- 
sisted of twelye months; each containing thirty and twenty-nine days, 
alternately: and, in every revolution of nineteen years, the third, fifth, 
eigth, eleventh, sixteenth, and nineteenth, it had an tut-rcala-y mouth; 
ip order to keep the New ana Full Moons to the seasons of the years 

The ancient Jewish year was the same as the Greek one, only that it 
was made tu agree with the Solar yearby adding eleven, und sometimes 
twelve days, at the end ; eran inferca/ary mouth = whicn necessary, The 
modern JeweA year consists of twelve lucar months gererally ; but somes 
times of thirteen ; that is when an tufercalary month is inserted 

The Zarkish year cousist3 of tweive lunar mouths of thirty and twenty. 
nine days, altervately ; sometimes of thirteen, 

The ancient oma year, as setted by Romulus, was lunar, but con- 
tained only teu mouths, which were irregular, aud comprehended 304 days 
in all; being a vumber _fitty days short of the true danar year, and sixty. 
one days of the sy/ar. Romulus added the re quisice number of days at the 
endof the year. Numa Pompilius added two months ; making the year 
consist of 335 days: thereby exceeding the duwar year by one Gay, but 
being short of the sedar one by ten cays, Jutus Cisar, during bis third 
cousulship, and whilst he was Pontifex Maximus, or high priest of Rome, 
reformed the calendar by regulating the mewtis according tu their present 
Ineasure, and adding au intercalary cay every tourth year to the muath 
of February ; but he being assa-inated before his plam could be tully 
brought into operation, the emperor Augustus pertecied aud estailivhed 
what his kinsman had begun, The Julian year, which consisted of 365 
days and 6 hours, was however, still iucorrect ; for it was found to be to 
long by about eleven winutes which in 131 years would be equal to oneday— 
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consequently there was a further reformation of the calendar by Pope 
Gregory, in the year 1582. He cut off eleven days, by calling the fourth of 
October the fifteenth, This alteration of the style was gradually adopted 
in the several countries of the European continent ; but in Russia, in some 
of the Swiss cantons, and in the countries of the East, the old style is still 
preserved, 

The Parliament of England adopted the Gregorian plan,in 1752, by 
enacting that eleven days should be omitted that year: all dates, theretore, 
previons to 1752, are said to be according to the Qup Strrve; whilst those 
since that period, are deemed to be according to the New Strig. In 1800 
which was properly a bissextile, or leap year, the interealary Gay was 
omitted: hence, the difference between the Old and New Style is now 
twelve days, The Gregorian regulation does not absolutely preclude all 
error in future ; but that is likely to be so trifling, as not to require par- 
ticular altestion, 

The beginning of the year has hy no means been the same in different 
ages and countries, ‘The Chaldeans, the Egyptians, and the Jews, in all 
civil affairs, began it at the auéumual equinox, The ecclesiastical year 
amony the Jews, the common year of the Persians, and of the Romans un- 
der Rowulus, commenced in the spring ; a mode still followed in many of 
the Italian States. Both the equinoxes, as well as the stemmer solstice, 
were each the commencing date in some of the states of Greece, The 
Roman year, from the ime of Numa, began on the calends of January 5 


* the Arabs and Turks compute from the 16th ef July. the Chirstian clergy 


formerly commenced the year on the 25th of March* ; a method observed 
in Great Britain, generally, in civileffairs, until 1752 : from which period our 


civil year has begua on the Ist of January, except in some few cases, in 


which it still commevces on the * Day of Annunciation,’ or the 25th of 
March. In Scotland, the year was, by a proclamatiun, bearing date so 
early as the 27th of November, 1599, ordered thencelorth to commeuve, ia 
that kingdom, on the Ist of January ; instead of the 25th of March. 

The English Church, still, in her solemn service, reuews the year 
on the first Sunday in Advent, which is always that next to, or on, Sé. 
Andrew's Day. 

Our anceators, after the establishment of christianity, usually begao their 

ear at Christmas, and reckoned the commencement of their era from the 
incarnation, or birth of Chirst. William the Conqueror, however, intro- 
duced the method of substituting the first year of his own reign fur the Chri 
tian era. At subsequent periods, the Engiish reverted to the ancient enstom : 
putatl State proclamations, Patents, Charters and Acts of Parliament, have 
continued to be dated trom the commencement of the reigns of the respec- 
tive sovereigns, with the addition of the words, ‘aud in the year of opr 
Lord,’ &c. 

The Russian government did not adopt the Christian erg until the time 
of Peter, in 1725: their previous practice bad been to reckon from the 
world’s age or the yeur of the creation. 

MONTHS. 


Tats division of the year appears to have been used before the flood ¢ 
and aa it was naturally framed by the revolutions of the Moon. the Moxtas 
of all nations were originally (unar; that is, from one New Moon to

tNoah, as we tind it recorded in the Bible, reckoned by months of 30 seach; and from 
thim that mode of computing the year is supposed to hare been adopted by the Chaldeans, 
‘Egyptians, and other Oriental nations. 
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another. Ina more enlightened period, the revolutiens of the Mocn were 
compared with those of the San ; aud the limits of the Months, as the com- 
ponent parts ofa Year, were fixed with greater precision, The Romans 
divided each month into Culends, Nones and Ides ; the Calends were the 
first day of the month; the Mones were the 7th and the ddes the 15th of 
March, May, July, and October ; in the other months, the Nones fell on 
the 5th, and the Zdes on the [3th. The days of each month, according to 
this form, were counted backwards ; thus, the [8th of October was called 
the \5th dag before the Calends of November, &c.—which method of count- 
ing we shall further explain on a future occasion. 

In the year 1793, tho French Government had a new Calendar construc» 
ted, in which they adopted the followiug fanciful designations for each 
month :—

This new Calendar, which after all was only a plagiarism or copy of one 
used in Holland from time immemorial, like many of the absurd institutions 
which sprang from the French Revolution, was laid aside in a few years, 
from the circumstance of its utter unfitness for the seasons, even as they oc- 
cur in the several provinces ot France itself ;—how much less applicable, 
therefore, must they have been to other countries, where the climates and 
seasons vary so much from each other! A Calendar, to be worthy of uni- 
versal adoption, must be capable of universal application : not so that of 
the French philosophers, which, independently of its discordance with 
those of all civilized nations had not even the merit of indicating those 
very seasons from which it professed to derive its character. The late Mr. 
Gifford ridiculed this new fangled method of registering time by the following 
ludicrous, but happy, translationof the Republican months and seasons :-— 


AUTUMN, . Wheezy, sneezy, freezy ; 
Winter lippy, drippy, nippy ;

WEEKS. 


Ir is probable that this measure of time has existed in the East from the 
earliest ages ; but the Greeks certainly never used such a mode of division. 
They divided each month of thirty days intothree Decades, or equal por- 
tions of ten days each. Thus the 5th day of the month was the 5th day 
of the first Decade ; the 5th was the 5th of the second Decade ;—and the 
23th of the third Decade. This division was adopted by the French ia 
their Revolutionary Calendar, in order to get rid of the Sabbath day. 

The Jews have ever marked their time by sevenths, according to the 
command given by God himself, for labouring during only siz days of 
each week, and resting on the seventh, which was consequently set apart, 
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or consecrated, to the service of their Creator ;—nay, they not only hallowed 
the seventh day, or Sanpata, which, formed a portion of their week of days 
but they had, also, their weeks of years, which consisted of seven years : 
and their Judilees, or rejoicing periods, which were celebrated by many 
acts of justice, forgiveness, and restitution, at the end of every week of seven 
time seven years. The Hebrews, the Assyrians, Egyptians, Arabians, 
and Persains, all had this custom of reckoning by weeks. The origin of 
computation by sevenths has been vehemently contested by some authors ; 
who say that the four quarters or intervals of the Moon (the phases, or 
changes, of which are about seven days distant) originally gave occasion 
to this mode of division. But it seems more reasonable to conclade that 
it arose from the traditional accounts of the first seven days of the world's 
existence. 

Although each dunar month contains four weeks, or four sevenths, the 
solar month, or that regulated by the passage of the Sun through each 
of the twelve signs of the Zodiac, generally contains two or three days 
more ; consequently, as we have twelve solar months in each year, we have 
fifty-two weeks and one day over, instead of fofty-eight weeks, which 
would be the exact number, were our year regulated merely by the revolu- 
tions of changes of the moon. 

The word week is of Saxon origin, and signifies a numerical series, 
generally, (having nearly the same meaning as way, which is measured by 
successive steps,) although now expressiveonly of the space of seven duys. 

DAYS. 


Tae word Day is derived from, or synonmous with, the Saxon dag; 
and the Saxons are supposed to have had it from the same source, as the 
Roman word Dies (a day,) which in its turn is said to be derived from 
Dit, or Gods ; by which name the Romans called the planets. 

‘The word Day, in its strict sense, signifies that portion of time, during 
which we receive the light of the sun; but, more properly speaking, it 
includes the night, also ; and is that space of time during which the Sun 
appears tous to make one revulution round the Earth :—to speak with 
astronomical precision, it is that space of time in which the Earth makes 
one revolution round its own axis, during its annual or yearly progress 
round the Sun. 

Tu ditferent nations and ages the modes of reckoning the beginning of 
the day have been various. According to the computation of the ancient 
Syrians, Babylonians, Persians, and the inhabitauts of Hindoostan, the 
day commenced at the rising of the sun; with the murlern Greeks it is 
thesame. The Athenians, and other ancient inhabitants of Greece, as 
well as the ancient Gauls, began theirs at sun-set, which mude is still 
followed by the Jews, the Austrians, the Bohemians, Silesians, the Italians, 
and the Chinese. The ancient inhabitants of Italy computed their day 
from midnight ; which mode is bow in common use with us and all other 
European nations, with the above exceptions. The Malometans calculate 
from one twilight to another. The ancient Egyptians dated from noon 
to noon ; which mode is at this day, and has always been, followed b 
astronomers; because that instant of time can be ascertained wit 
greater precision than any other. 

The Romans gave toeach of the seven days of their week, the name of 
one of the heavenly bodies ; thus Dies solis, signifies the day of the sun 
(Sunday) ; Dies Luna ; the day of the moon (Monday) ; Dies Martis, 
the day of Mars (Tuesday); Dies Mercurii, the day of Mercury ( Wednes- 
day ;) Dies Joves, the Jay of Jupiter (Thursday ;) Dies Veneris, the day 
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of Venus (Friday ; 1) Dies Saturnithe day of Saturn (Saturday),—From 
this source the English language has received Sunday, Monday, and 
Seturdzy, by translation ; Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday, and 
Friday, were derived from the ancient Saxon and Danish deities, ‘Tugsca 
Woois, Toon, and Freya, or Freaa —In all Parliamentary bills, recta, 
journals and other documents, the Roman names of the days uf week have 
at all times been used. 


THE DAYS OF THE CALENDAR. 


JANUARY. 


1, Crrevmerstox.—This festival wag originally called the Octave of Christ- 
mas, and the first mention found of it is in the year 487. It was instituted b 
the Church, to commemorate the ceremony under the Jewish law, to whic! 
Christ submitted, on the eighth day of the nativity ; and was introduced into 
the Liuirgy of tue Church of England in . 

6. ipnaxy.-—The word Epiphany signifies arrEaRANCE OF APPARITION. 
This festival ix hept in commemoration of the © Manifestation” of the Saviour 
of mankind to the Gentiles, and appears to have been first observed, as a se- 
parate feast, in the year 81 The primitive Christians eclebrated the Feast 
of Nativity for twelve days, observing the first and last with the greatest so- 
lemuity. From the circumstance of this festival being twelve days after Christ- 
mas, it is vulgarly called “ Twelfth day.” 

11. Provan Monpay is the first Monday after the Epiphany, and received 
this appellation trom its having been fixed upon by our forefathers, as the 
period when they returned to the duties of agriculture, after the festivities of 
Christmas. 

30. Kino Cuaries tne First’s Martyspom.—The death of Charles I., 
is celebrated as a fast of the Church. 

FEBRUARY. 

2. Perirication.—This day is kept in the Reformed Church, asa solemn 
festival, in memory of the purification of the Virgin Mary, who submitted to the 
injunction of the law, under which she lived, and presented the infant Jesus in 
the temple. ‘The festival was eclebrated in the Christian, Churches with an 
abuudance of light, and was originally called “ Cand!cmas Day,” aswell as the 
Day of Pur' a. The practice of lighting the Churches has been discon. 
tinued in England since the secoud year Adward the VI. In the Romish 
Church the original name and all its attendant ceremonies, are still retained. 

7. Sertuagesima Sunxpay.—Scptuagesima Sunday is a Sunday dependant 
upon Lent, as that season is upon Easter. It is to be considered as the pr- para- 
tion for the fast of Lent. Its observation was instituted by Pope Gregory the 
Great. The name of the first Sunday in Lent having been distinguished by the 
appellation of Quadragesima, and the three weeks preceding having been ap- 
propriated to the gradual introduction of the Lent Fast, the three Sundays of 
these weeks were called by names significant of their situation ; and reckoning 
by pgcapes (tenths), the Sunday preceding Quadrazesia received its present 
title of Quinquayesima, the second Sexagesima, aud the third Septuagesima. 

14. St. Vatentine.—The practice of “ chovsing a Valentine,” as it is 
called, on this day, is too well known to need explanation. The origin of this 
custom has becn much controverted : it is indisputably of very ancient date. 
Valentine was a presbyter of the Church, who suffered martyrdom under 
Claudius II. at Rome, A. D. 271. 

23. Snrove Tuespar.—Aftter the people had made the confession requir. 
ed at this season, by the discipline of the ancient Church, they were permitted 
to indulge in festive amusements, although not allowed to partake of any repast 
beyond the usual substitutes for flesh ; and hence arose the custom, yet pre- 
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served, of eating pancakes and fritters at Shrovetide. On these days of au- 
thorized indulgence, the most wanton recreations were tolerated, provided a 
due regard was paid to the abstinence commanded by the Church; and from 
this origin sprang the Popish carnival. From the loose pastimes of the age in 
which the carnival originated, are also to be traced the nearly exploded di- 
versions of cock-fighting, and cock-throwing. 

24. Asn Wepxespay.—The primitive Christians did not commence their 
Lent until the Sunday now called the first in Lent. Pope Felix III., in the 
year 487, first added the four days preceding the old Lent Sunday, to complete 
the number of tasting days to forty. Gregory the Great introduced the sprink- 
ling of ashes on the first of the four additional days, which give it the name of 
Dries Cinenum, or Ash Wednesday. At the Retormation, this practice was 
abolished, “ as being a mere shadow, or vain show.” 

28. Quapragesima,oRn FIRST Sunpay 1x Lent.—Ercombert, King of Kent, 
first appointed the frst of Lent in England, in the year 641. Succeeding ge- 
nerations marked the distinctions between the various foods. We find flesh to 
have been early prohibitei during Lent, though Henry VIII. published a pro- 
elamatiou, in 3, allowing the use of winte Meats, which continued in force 
until, by proclamations of James L, in 16i9, and 1625, and by Charles I, in 1627 
and 1631, flesh was again wholly forbidden. 


| MARCH. 


17. St. Patnicn.—St. Patrick, from the eminent services he rendered 
the Irish in converting them from idolatry, is called the Apostle and Father of 
the Hibernian Church, and is the patron or tutelar saint of that island. 

21, Mip-Lext Sexvay.—This y received its appellation, because it is 
the middle Sunday between Quadragesima and Easter Sunday. It is by some 
called the Motherivg Sunday, a term expressive of the ancient usage of visiting 
the Mother, or Cathedral Churches, of the several di es, when voluntary 

. ade, which are now ealled Easter O81 i 
sation on Lavy Day.—The reformed Chureh celebrates this 

ytul festival, from the connexion between the circumstance com- 
memorated, and the incarnation. “ Our Lady” is the ancient aud popular name 
of the Virgiu Mary.

APRIL. 


4, Patm Scuxpar.—Palm Sunday is the Simday preceding Easter, or the 
last Sunday in Lent. Inthe ancieut Church, Pali Sunday, with the whole of 
the week which it commences. was held in strict devotion, and observed with 
greater rigour, as to fasting and humiliation, ¢ any other part of the Lent 
season. The festival commemorates our Saviour’s triumphal entry into Jeru- 
salein, When branches of palm were spread before him, 

8. Macnvay Tuerspay.—Edward IIT. in the year 1363, appears to have 
been the first English monarch who introduecd into Uiat country the practice 
of feeding, clothing, and distributing money to indigent persons ou Maunday 
‘Thursday. The custom has continued without iutermission to the present 
period ; and yeariy, on this day, the Lord Almoncr, or in his absence the sub- 
almoner, attends for that purpose, in Whitehall Chapel. 

9. Goov Frivay.—From the carliest records of Cl." anity, this day has 
been held as a solemn fast, in remembrance of the Crucitixion. Its appelation 
of Goon, appears to be peculiar to the Church of England. Our Saxou fore- 
fathers denominated it Long Friday, trom the length of the offices and fast- 
ings on that day. 

lL. Easter Srxpav—Is amoveable festival, held in commemoration of 
the Resurrection, and Leing the most important and most ancient in observance, 
gov the whole of the other moveable feasts throughout the year. 

. Suxt Georve.—Edward IL, at the battle of Calais, in the year 1349, 
joined to England's then supposed principal guardian, St. Edward the Confes- 
sor, the name of St. George, both of whom he earnestly inveked to aid his 
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arms. The next year, the Order ofthe Garter was established, dedicated 
to St. George; andthe Saint himself has, from that period, been considered 
as protector of England. 

25. Sr. Marx tee Evancexist.—On this day the reformed Church holds 
& festival in commemoration of the benefits the Christian religion has received 
from the exertions of this Evangelist. 


MAY. 


1. Sr. Purr anp Sr. James, Apostres.—The Chureh, en this day, 
commemorates the sufferings of St. Philip ; and also St. James the Less, the first 
Bishop of Jerusalem. aeKs, ri 

16. Rocatron Sunpay.—Rogation Sunday received and retains its title 
from the Monday, Tuesday, and Wednesday immediately following it, which are 
called Rocation Days, derived from the Latin RoGARE to beseech. The earliest 
Christians appropriated extraordinary prayers and supplications for those three 
days; a preparation for the devout observance of our Saviour’s Ascension, on 
the day next succeeding to them, denominated Holy Thursday, or Ascension 
Day. The whole week, in which these days happen, is styled Rogation week ; 
and in some parts it is still known by the other names of Crop Week, Grass Week, 
and Gang or Procession Week. The perambulations of parishes are made in this 
week.

were suspeniled by Act N>. XXXI. of 1887, directing that certain Silver 
coins issued from the Mints within. the Territories of the East India 
Company shall bear on the Obverse the Head of the Reigning Sovereiga 
of the Uvited Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, will be again in force ; 
and that the Device of the Silver Cuins which shall be coined from and afe 
ter the said dates respectively in the Mints of India, in conformity with 
‘Acts XVAL. of 1885, and XXI. of 1888, will be as Act No. XVIL of 1835 
requires, viz. .

: WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 


Extracts from the Appendix to the Itinerary of Western iia. 
y Capt. Jobn Clunes. : 

‘Throughout India, and particularly the Deceau, a very considerable di- 
versity prevails, not merely in every district, but in every village, in mea- 
sures, whether of weight, length ur capacity; nor are the - subdivisions. to 
ve found in 4 determinate proportion of each other. To whatever this may 
Le owing, whether tu.the waut of a ¢ummyn or univeraal standard in former 
times, the decay or abrasion of ihe measures and weights, the knavery of the 
vwuers of them, or td the apathy or convivance of the Native distritz autho- 
sities, is probably immaterial, but the present ill defined system must be felt 
by all the classof buyers as a hardship, and they doubtless would be grate, 
tul fur aly beneficial amendment. ie 

There are three kinds of weights in use in India;tlie first ate for we 
drugs, gold, silver, &c.—the second for all bulky articles, —dad the ftir d, 
tor pearls and precious stones. ° 

Those of the first class seem to be founded on the weight of a Tula 
throagh India, and the fola under most Governments, seem to conform with 
the Rupee, or principal current Cuin of accounts ; in towns, the weights ge. 
nerally are of lron or Lead, sometimes in a determinate form, but oftener 
us a shapeless mass. In many Villages however, the shopkeepers have oa- 
jy ballast stones as weights, which are met with in beds of rivers. Indeed, 
when great weights are required, they are generally made of stones, and 
under apy circumstances, cunsiderable advantage would be derived by the 
yeople, were the use of stones as weights prohibited under severe enact- 
ments, ‘The table of weights anucxed, will shew the great variety of the 
fist class, (and corresponding English weights) which exists throughout 
western and central India. Nor are the weights at the Presidency less 
anultifarious than they are inthe interior. In the following table of the va- 
vious weights, by which guods are suld in Bombay, it will strike one asa 
singular incongruity, that varying as those weights do, with almost every 
variety of goods, and that serving as such they must clog commerce , this 
evstem should be submitted to when the fact is knowa, that actually everr 
aaticle is weighed by one weight, vise. the English Avoirdupvis, afger- 
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words reduced by calculation, into the great variety of local weights, which 

are merely nominal.

-916 troy grains, the weight of a Calcutta Sicca Rupee, divided by 125, 
gives the number of Massa in one tola. The weight in troy grains of the 
total in Maiwa is 190 Grains ; which being divided by 12, (the number of 
Massa in one tola) gives 15.8333 troy grains, for the weight of the Massa. 
In ascertaining (says Major Sykes) the weight troy ofa Goonj, witha 
Hydrostatic balance, turning with the LOth ofa Grain, the results were as 
follows ; 32 Seeds or Goonj, weighed 60.5 grains troy—16 seeds or Goonj, 
weighed 30.5 grains—8 weighed 15.1, and 56 seeds weighed 105.2 grains, 
which would give an average weight of 1.914 grainstroy for each seed. 96 of 
these would make total equal to 183.7536 grains troy. But as the Seer 
weight of 80 Rupees, 13.000 graius troy is to consist of 72 tolas, the tola 
should weigh 191.6666 grains, instead of 183.7536, affording sufficient evi- 
dence that the tola in use, like every other weight, is beluw the prope 
standard. :

Measuee or Capacity. 


Whether measures of capacity in India are derived from those of 
length, agreeably to the notiuns of many able theorists in Enrope, and in 
which they are borne out by very ancient writings among the Hindoos, or 
whether they were invented originally merely to save trouble in weighing 
grains and liqnids, is a subject of enquiry for the philosopher. I am much 
inclined to the latter opinion, as far as regards Western India ; from observ- 
ing that the same denominations refer to the measures of weight as to .th 
ineasnres of capacity, and so relatively to the subdivision. In this case it 
seems to me highly probable that the Zunka or Zukka, a samall silver Coin, 
eurrent during the period of the Mogul snpremavy, and in which .the Re- 
veoue was collected and reckoned throughout the Western Provinces of 
their E.npire, and particularly in the Nizam Shahee’s Territories, was the 
foundation of the weights at present in practice throughout the Deccav. 
Seventy-two of these Tukias go to the seer which makes it uearly similar to 
the Tola, and the now-Zanks, or nine tanks is still a measure tor liquids in 
very general use, ‘The Chetwh, or six tanks, is the 16th part of a seer or 
weight in the Deccan ; but iny enquiries regarding the weights that are 
in nse, and uotthuse that have been. ‘The must popular of the actual mea- 
sures of capacity are, the Now-Taag, the Scen, thy Poxscence, and the 
ADUOLEE. 
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DRY MEASURE. 

The Apuorer.—The dry measure, called Adholee of two seers, which is 
the largest in use in the Deccan, is, in Towns and large Villages made of 
wood turned in a lathe and lackered.[t is in forin nearly similar to that of an 
hour glass, and a ¢ seer, and 3 seer and ¢ seer resemble itin furm and 
lackering. In small villages where the dealers are poorer, these measures 
are made from large bamboos, sawed through at the joint. 

The Adholee in the Northern Konkun consists of 34 and 4 Kutcha seers, 
and the number of Adholees to the Konkun Maund varies in different towns 
in the Collectorate from 17 to24. Where the 4 seer Adholee obtains, there 
the Maund contains20 Adholeee, and where the Adholee is 3} seers, there 
the Maund consists of 24 Adholees; so that the Adholees and not the 
Maunds, differs ; the 17 Adholee Measures, is perhaps confined to Salsette. 
The Kokun and Arabic Candy. are both in general use in this Collec- 
torate, the first consists of seven maunds, the other of eigth maunds. The 
Catti vr Deccan Cancy, is also in use and is used for measuring Salt.

12 grains 
troy. The anannd consists of 4) .of thes seers, anl the syer is subdivided 
into half seers, quarter seers, and latter into two meaqures called now 
—tanke, or niug-tanks tuckka. The measure of Oil, corresponds with the 
Maund of 28 Ib. that is, the contents weigh that, and the contents of the 
seer consequently weigh Il oz. 4 dwts. 

LONG MBASURB. 


The Measures of length, are the Katurse the Guz and the Cuntt, the 
first is only used as a land measure, the other two are most used by artia- 
cers, -and sometimes used in measuring Piece Guods, Cloths, Silks, &&. ; 
are not sold by the piece, In mestof the Provinces under this Presidency, 
tho Guz is divided into 20 Tussoo. In Guzerat it measures 27.5 inches, 
making the cubit of 14 Tussoo, equil to 19 25 inches. At Bombay anil 
in Malabar it is 28 inches, and the Cubit 19.6 inches. In the Deccan, the 
Dooah, the Southern Conkan, Surat, and also in Kateh, the Guz is di- 
vided into 24 Tussoo, but of a greater variety of length, and the cubit into 
14 tussvo, The Peshwa’s Guz, which is in use in the Public Departments 
at Poona is 33 86 inches, At seven ofthe principal towns in the Dooal 
the Guz varies trom 31.75 inches, to 3$ inches, and froad cloth, velvet 
ehintz, and other articles of Europe Manufacture, are m-asured by it. An 
average accurately taken at 12 of the chief town: the Southern” Konkan 
makes the Guz 33, 433 inches aud the eubit 15.03 inches.

SUPENFICIAL AND SOLID MEASURES 

SuperpicitaL measure, for the Measurement of lard, solid measures fur 
ascertaining the quantity of timber, aad many kind of artificer’s works, are 
vubtained from the same data as the measure of length. 

Artificer’s work, superticial measurement throughout Guzerat, Deccan, 
Konkun, and at the Presidency, the reckoning is ma:le by 100 in length, 
whether Guz or cubit by one in bréadth. This rule applies also to the ma- 
uufacture of carpets, mats, &c. . 

Masvnry is calculated by the brass, which is 25 cubits in length by one 
iu breadth, and onein height. The cubits in use among Masons in Bom- 
bay is 20 iuches (being 4 longer than the timber Guz,) so that s brass of 
Masonry contains 115.74 cubic feet. 

‘Timber is measured by the Guz, and the rule for determining the Con- 
tents is, by the square of the quarter girt multiplied into the length. A 
sawyer’s Guz is 32 inches in Jength, and 9 iuches in breadth ; $2-9-288 
square inches, 2 square feet.

Tariff Coinmittee in the New Tariff valuation, about to come into ‘* opera- 
tion throughout the Bombay Presidency”; with a few memoranda, intended 
to facilitate the conversions of old weight into new, that may become ne- 
cessary in Custom House transactions under the new System of valuations 
mentioned above (10th December 1840.)

The following simple and accurate Rules for the conversion of new Indian 
weight into avoirdupois weight, and vice-versa, deduced from the foregoing 
data, are given inthe volume of useful Tables publiehed by Mr. James 
Prinsep, in Calcutta in 1834, Page 66. z 

Rule 1. To convert Indian weight into Avoirdupois weight. 

1. Multiply the weight in seers by 72 and divide by 35, the result will 
be the weight in fs. avoirdupois. 

2. Or, multiply the weight in maunds by 36 and divide by 49, the result 
willbe the weight in ewt. avoirdupois, 

Rules 2. To convert Avoirdupois weight into Indian weight, 

1. Multiply the weight in tbs. avoirdupois by 35 and divide by 72, the 
result will bethe weight in scers. 

2. Or, multiply the weight in ewt. by 49 and divide by 96, the result 
will be the weight in maunds, 


Since the foregoing memoranda and calculations were made, 1 have been 
able to obtain a Copy of the Bengal regulation VII. of 1833, on which the 
new System of Indian weight is founded, and subjoin the following further 
memoranda connected therewith, in the belief that they will be fuund use- 
ful at this time. 

The first Section of the Regulation in question, after reciting the reasons 
that render it expedient to adopt the weight and standard of the Furrucka- 
bad Rupee (which are the same as that of the Madras and Bombay Rupee) 
in the Calcutta Mist, as well as in the Saugor Mint, where they had been 
introduced as far back as the year 1824-25, continues as follows: ‘* It is 
further convenient to introduce the weight of the Furruckabad Rupee as the 
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unit of a general systein of weights for Government transactions through- 
out India, under the native and well known denomination of the Z'vla.”’ 

And Section IV. in ordering the discontinuance of the use of the Sicca weight 
of 179.666 grains heretofore employed for the receipt of Bullion at the Cal- 
cutta Mint, states that, ‘in its place the following unit to be called the 
Tola shail be introduced, which trom its immediate connection with the 
Rupee of the upper Provinces, and of Madras aud Bombay, will easily and 
apeedily become universal throughout the British Territories.” 

“The Tola, or Sicca weight to be equal to 180 Grains Troy, and the 
other denominations of weight to be derived from this uuit, according to 
the following scale. 


8 Ruttecs = 1 Masha = 15 Troy Grains. 

12 Mashas = 1 Tola = 180 ditto. 

80 Tolas (or Sicca weight) = 1 seer = 24 lbs. Troy. 
40 Seers = 1 Mun (or Bazar Maund) 100 lbs. Troy. 


Mr. James Prinsep says, with reference to the foregoing change, in 
Pages 62 and 63 of his very useful Tables already alluded toiu these 
memoranda, ‘‘The Tola is chiefly used in the weighing of the precious 
metals and Coin; all Bullion at the Mints is received in this denomina- 
tion, and the Tables of Bullion produce are calculated per 100 Tolas. It 
is also used at the Mints to make the subdivision of the Tola into annas 
(Sixteenths) and pie, in lieu of Nashas and Ruttees. 

Mashas, Ruttees, and Dhans are used chiefly by native Goldsmiths and 
Jewellers. They are also employed in the native valuation by assay of 
the precious metals ; thus 10 Mechas fine, signifies 10-12ths pure, and 
corres} onds to ‘10 oz. ¢ouch"’ of the English assay report of Silver. 
There is a closer accordance with the English Gold assay scale, in as much 
as the 96 Ruttees in a Tola exactly represent the 96 Carat grains io the 
Gold assay pound, and the Dhan the quarter Grain, and the Ruttee, of 
which eight go tothe Masha as the above, is not an exact divisor of the 
latter weight, the following further Table may not be without use jin cal- 
culations connected with the conversion of precious metals fromthe Troy 
weight of Great Britain, into the Tola weight of India.

It will be observed, that the preceding ebservations, whether extracted 
from the Regulations of Government (VII. of 1833 Beugal,) Mr. Prinsep's 
Tables, or made by myself, relate chieily to the Bullion or Mint weights, 
Speaking of the Tola in connection with Indian weights generally, Mr. 
Prinsep says, Page 61, ‘* The unit of the British Indian ponderary sys- 
tem is called the Zola. It weighs 180 Grains English Troy weight. 
From it upwards are derived the heavy weights, viz. Chittack, seer and Mun 
(or Maund, and by its subdivision the smallor Jeweller’s weights, called 
Mashas, Ruttees, and Dhans. 

These last mentioned weights having already been disposed of, it will 
be sufficient to give the following Table of the larger or Bazar weighits.

(Prinsep’s Table, Page 62.) wir'l-t 
the Government of India, appear by the Tables prepared by their autio- 
rity for the transactions of the Commissariat and other Publie Establish- 
ments in Bengal, to have sanctioned the introduction of a smaHer denomi- 
nation of great weight than the Chittack, called tenth parts in the ‘Fables in 
question, 

It appears to me, however, that neitlrer of the above subdivisions of the 
Chi are so correct in principle, and certainly not more convenient in 
practice, than the Tota, the anit oa which, as observed by Mr, Prinsep, the 
whole ponderary system of India is fonnded. In the practice adapted in 
the Bazar transactions as above, the stdivisions of one half and one quar- 
ter, are not only in themselves fractr nal parts of Chittack, but represent 
Tolas and their fractional parts also, hala Chittack being equal to two and 
haif Tolas, andthe quarter of a Chittack to 14 Tola, and neither of thei 
carries the subdivision so low in actual quantity as the weight: represented 
hy the unit itself, whilst in the Transactions of Government though the actual 
quantity represented by the newly created tenth parts carries the weizlt as 
low as half Tolas, itdoes so by the adoption of denomination of weight not 
reognized in the general dealings of commerce or by Law, and as it ap- 
pears to me withort suflicient cause, for if'a Fola, which is considerably 
Jess than half an ounce avoirdupuia, isa weight not sufficiently small fur 
the purposes of Government, its Transactions may be carried out in the 
next lower subdivision to Tulas, Mashas and Ruttees, viz. Grains Troy. 
But T believe it will be ad:nitted by mercantile men in general, that the 
ounce avoirdnpois is the lowest denomination of English weight to which 
recourse need be had in the ordinary operations of commerce, and it  there- 
fore seems to me, that the Tula, which, as already stated, is not equal to one 
half that weight, is as low a standard, as need be noticed in Indian inerean- 
tile dealings generally, the more especially as the subdivisons of the ‘Tol 
(Mashas and Ruttees and Grains) affurd the meanis of the nost minute 
calculations in retail transactions, as wellas in the adjustment of weights 
connected with the more valuable articles of Trade such as Musk, Opium, 
Silk, &e. &e. &e., and in all dealings indeed where perfect accuracy is cop. 
sidered necessary or desirable,

PROSPECTUS. 


“The want of some place of common resort for Captains of Ships at this 
Port has been long felt by them as a great inconvenience, anda room well 


- 
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adapted for the purpose being at present available under the apartments now 
occupied by the Chamber of Commerce, in Apollo House, opposite the Post 
Oftice, has induced the Committee of the Chamber, at the suggestion of several 
of the Members, to try the experiment of establishing a public Exchange Room 
where Merchants, Captains, and others connected with the trade and Shipping 
of the Port, might meet each other, and be readily met with, and which would 
at the same time afford them the means of obtaining much useful information 
in regard to the passing occurrences in the market. Newspapers and Prices 
Current from all the Presidences, Cape ‘Town, Singapore, China, and Australia, 
will be supplied ; and as giving intelligence from Europe in the most condensed 
and comprehensive form, Galignani’s Messenger. 

The management to be under a Committee to be elected at an Annual General 
Meeting of the Resident Annual Subscribers, at which Mecting also the accounts 
and disbursements of the Room will be submitted. A statement is annexed of 
the lowest amount at which the expences can be estimated, in order to com- 
mence the proposed institution in such a manner as to render it immediately 
useful ; it could afterwards be extended should the encouragement and support 
afforded be sutlicient to admit of this. 

‘The expences it is proposed to defray by Annual Donations, Annual Subscrip- 
tions, and Subscriptions for a quarter of a year. An Annual Donation from 
a Mercantile Firm of Fitty Rupees, to entitle every Member of that Firm, and 
the Clerks employed by them, to frequent the Room. The Annual Subscrip- 
tion for individual parties to be Twenty Rupees, and for a quarter of a year 
Ten Rupees ; and all subscriptions to be paid in advance. 

As the Exchange Room will atford the Captains of ships visiting the Port 
information of what is doing at the market, and thus assist them in attending 
to the interests of their owners, it is also proposed to charge each Ship not be- 
longing to the Port the sum of Ten rupees, which will give tothe Captain, and 
Officers, the ‘privilege of frequenting the room while the Ship he commands 
remains in the harbour; aud such a charge for such a purpose,will, it is believed, 
never be objected to by the owners. It is also proposed thatthe Captains of 
Ships belonging to the Port who are Annual Subscribers, shall have the pri- 
vilege of imtroducing their officers to the use vf the Room.” 


At a special General Meeting of the Chamber of Commerce held on the 12th 
December 1840, the Establishment of the proposed Exchange Room received 
the approbation of the Members present, and it was resolved to circulate the 
foregoing Prospectus to ascertain the extent of support generally to the de- 
sign. 

On circulating the Prospectus, Subscriptions to the amount of Rupees 1960 
perannum were obtained.

5. Resolved that as soon as sutficient Funds are obtained for the purpose, 
the Committee be empowered to provide afew standard works of general re- 
ference for the use of the establishment.

6. Resolved that no papers or books shall be taxen out of the Room by the 
subscribers. 

Proposed by J. A. Russers, Esq. and seconded by Mr. Leccerr. 

7. Resolved that Government be apprised of the establishment of the Ex- 
change Room, and of the willingness of the members to make it available for 
the exhibition of tenders or such other public notifications as may be considered 
advisable. 

Proposcd by the Cuairstan, and seconded by A. C. Mactean, Esq. 

8. Resolved that Mr. T.J. A. Scort, of the Chamber of Commerce, be ap- 
pointed manager of’ the Establishment, under the instructions of the Committee, 
and to act also as their Secretary. 

Proposed by Capt. Bouton, and seconded by J. A. Russers, Esq. 

9. Resolved, that the present subscribers be considered the original mem- 
bers of the Exchange, and that future subscribers, from the period of opening 
may be elected by a majority at any of the monthly meetings of the Commit- 
tee on being proposed by one Annual Subseriber, and seconded by another. 

Proposed by D. Minter, Esq. and seconded by 'T. Epwoxp, Esq. 

10. Resolved that the Prospectus above referred to, and the foregoing Re- 
solutions, so far as their nature will admit, be considered as containing the rules 
to be observed by all subscribers and visitors, subject however to alteration, 
if found requisite, at any general mecting.

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RULES AND REGULATIONS or THE BOMBAY CHAMBER OF COM- 
ERCE,. 


Established, 22d September 1836, 


Ist. That an Association be formed under the designation of the “ BomBaY 
CHAMBER OF COMMERCE.” 

2nd. That the objects and duties of the Chamber shall be, to encourage a friend. 
ly feeling and unanimity, among Commercial Men on all subjects involving their 
common good ; to promote and protect the general mercantile interests of this Pre 
sidency ; to collect and classify information on all matters of general mercantile in- 
terest ; to obtain the removal, as far as such a society can, of all acknowledged grie- 
vances ; to receive and decide references, on matters of usage and custom in dispute, 
recording such decisions for future guidance, and by thisand other means to forma 
code of practice for simplifying and facilitating business; to communicate with the 
public authorities, with similar associations in other places, and with individuals on 
all subjects of general mercantile interest ; to arbitrate between parties willing to 
refer to, and abide by, the judgment of the Chamber. 

3rd. That the Chamber consist of all merchants who may be disposed to aid in 
carrying into effect the objects of the same ; the present partners of the firms repre- 
sented at this meeting to be considered the original members ; candidates subse- 
quent to this meeting to be admitted as members on being proposed by one member 
and s:conded by another; 15 days notice shall be given Ly entering in a book the 
candicute’s name, with that of the proposer and seconder, and at the first meeting 
thereafter, he shall be ballotted for and elected by a majority of the members pre- 
sent. 

4th, That the Chamber reserves to itself the right of expulsion in case of need, to 
be decided at a general meeting on ten days’ previous notice by a mujority of three 
fourths of the members present. 

bh, ‘That a fund be raised by entrance fee, monthly subscriptions, and fines. 

6th. That an entrance fee be paid by each firm of 150 Rupees. 

7th. That the resident partners of firms shall subscribe as individual members, 
and that the month'y subscription from each resident member be 15 Ks., but thatan 
absence of 3 months shall exempt a member from a Subscription until his return. 

8th, That the affairs and funds of the association shall be managed by a Chair. 
man, Deputy Chairman, and a Committee of 8 members to be elected annually at 
the General Meeting ofthe Chamber on the Ist Saturday of August. The 2 
man and Deputy Chairman, as the case may be, to be ex-officio Chairman of the Com- 
mittee, and in their absence, the committee toelecttheir own chairman. Five to 
be a quorum. 

9h. That it be imperative on members, when elected, to serve on the commit- 
tee, subject to a fine of Rs. 2U for every refusal ;and members not attending the 
committee when duly summoned, to be fined Rs. 10, unless, in both cases, good rea- 
sons, satisfactory to the committee, are assigned. The fives to be added to the Gee 
neral Fund. 

10th, That no two members of the same firm shall belong tothe committee, 

Lith, That all questions befure the committee shall be decided by a majority, 
the Chairman having @ second or casting vote; and  thut in all cases when three of 
the Committee dissent, they are to have the privilege of referring the question to the 
Chamber at a General meeting summoned by the Chairman. 

12th, That the Committee shall meet on Thursday ofevery week, to receive 
and dispose of all communications and references, and to take under their considera. 
tion generuily all mattersembraced in the objects of the Chamber ; and that their 
proceedings be laid on the table for the inspection of all members, subject to such re.

REGULATIONS OF THE THIND BOMBAY LAUDABLE SOCIETY. 

Article Ist. The object of this assoiation ia to provide a fund for the In- 
surance of Lives. ‘This fund is to be portioned into shares, and an indivi- 
dual may subscribe for a certain number of shares, either on his or ber own 
life, or on the life of any other individual. In the former case, the general 
estate of the deceassd, or such person or persons as he, or she may, by will 
or assignment, have appointed, shall benefit in the event of a lapse ; in the 
latter, the person wiio may have subscribed on the life of the deceased shall 
benefit to the extent of the shares subscribed fur, unless in either case such 
shares be especially declared at the time of subscription to be for the bene- 
fit of any other person or persons, or be subsequently made over according 
to the form hereafter prescribed for the benefit of any other person or per- 
sons, in which case, such person or persons shall be entitled to benefit in 
the event ofa lapse and no other. 

2d. In the case of a person subscribing on the life of another, the party 
subscribing and not the party on whose life the subscription is made, shall 
be considered a Member of the Society, and have a voiceinthe manage- 
ment of its concerns, Co-partners or other bodies of individuals may hold 
one or more shares jointly on any given life, either for their own benefit or 
for that of others ; but in such case the parties uniting in the subscription, 
shall not be enti:ted each to a separate voice in the concerns of the Society, 
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but must vote collectively, or by the deputation of one of their number, on 
all matters thereto relating. 

8rd. The great principle of this Society is the equal division of its au. 
cumulated funds among the parties entitled to benetit by lapse of lives sub- 
scribed on, according to the number of shares which those parties may res- 
pectively hold. 

4th. The Third Laudable Society shall commence on the Ist January 
1839, and shall close on the 3ist December 1843 at midnight. 

5th. Not more than four shares can be subscribed fur un any life, whe- 
ther those shares be held by one or more individuals. 

6th. Persons shall be at liberty to subscribe for half, quarter or eight 
shares either on their own lives or on the lives of others, and in case of lapse 
the estate of the deceased, or the parties for whuse advantage the sub- 
scription is declared to be, or who may have become entitled to such advan- 
tages by Will or Assignment shall benetit by the fund in a like fractional 
proportion. 

7th. ‘The following are the rates of subscription to be paid half yearly on 
each share, half, quarter and one-eighth share, according to the ages of the 
parties whose lives are subscribed on, at the time of adinission into the So- 
ciety, viz.

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Sth. All persons entering the Society between the Ist January and the 
80:h of June in the year 1839 shall pay on admission their half year’s sub-

10th Five persons residing in Bombay shall be nominated Directors of 
the Third Laudable Society, whose business it shall be to superintend and 
control the management of the Funds, to examine the accounts, to decide 
on all applications for admission, and generally to transact the current ba- 
siness of the Society. The concurrent opinion of three of the five Direc- 
tors shall be decisive on all matters relating to the concerns of the Society, 
not at variance with these fundamental Regulations, which can be altered 
only by a majority of the Members residing in Bombay. No question, 
however, shall be proposed to the Members at large without the concur- 
renceof the whole of the Directors. Ia case of the death or removal 
from Bombay of any of the Directors, anotlier or others shall be chosen 
by a majority of the members of the Society then residing in Bombay, 
or by a majority ofsuch members residing in Bombay aa may attend at a ge- 
neral meeting to be convened for that purpose. 

llth, A meeting of the Directors of the Society shall be convened an- 
nually between the Ist of January and 30th Aprilin each year, when a state- 
ment of the Accounts of the Society shall be laid before them by the Secre- 
taries, and no account, which shall once have been submitted to and passed 
by the Directors at such meeting, not less than three then attending, shall 
atterwards be called in question, unless for some special and manifest error 
tothe amount of five hundred Rupees or upwards. 

12th. In the election of Directors, as well as on all other questions rela- 
tive to the concerns of the Society, which may be proposed for the decision 
of the Members at large, a Member holding four shares on any one Life 
shall be entitled to three votes, one holding three shares to two votes, aud 
holding avy number of shares less than three, to one vote only. Members 
holding shares on different lives, shall be entitled to the number of votes 
proportioned to the number of shares which they hold on each life. 

18th, Messrs. Wat. Nicox and Co. shall officiate as Secretaries and Trea- 
surers to the Society, and shall charge a Commission of two aod a half per 
cent on all receipts of subscriptions to be paid out of the funds of the So- 
ciety, and they shall charge a fee of one Bombay Rupee on each CertiGcate 
of admission, and one Rupee for the Register of each assignment of shares, 
or reduction of interest. 

14th, The Secretaries and Treasurers shall act in all cases according to 
the orders of the Directors, 
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15th. All applications for admission into the Society from persons resid- 
ing at any of the Queen's or Company's settlements, shall be made by let- 
ter to the Secretaries, and shall be accompanied by a Certificate of health, 
signed by a Medical Gentleman in the Queen's or Company’s Service, ora 
member of the Royal College of Surgeons (those from all other places to 
be certified by a Medical Gentleman to the satisfaction of the Direction, and 
by an affidavit sworn to and signed by the individual on whose Life the 
shares are applied for), such Letter, Certificate, and Affidavit to be ao- 
cording to the following forms, printed copies of which may be had on ap- 
plication to the Secretaries, viz.

The profits are declared in each year, on the second Wednesday in May, on 
which date all Persons assured in the Society for the whole term of life, whose Po- 
licies have been in existence five complete years are entitled to participate. 

‘The practice of an annual division, as observed by Mr. Babbage, * distributes the 
profits with more regularity and justice than any other, and it is especially advan. 
tageous to persons of advanced years, who cannot hope to participate in many sep- 
tennial or decennial divisions. 

One-fifth of the ascertained profits of the five preceding years is divided between 
the Policy-holders, and Share-holders,—three-fourtks to the former, and one-fourth 
tothe latter. ‘The remaiuing four fifths are set apart to enter into the average of the 
succeeding years, and thus to provide against unforeseen contingencies. 


The first division of profits was declared onthe 13th May 1840, in London, and 
onthe 15th August in India, amounting to a reduction of GO per cent, on the an- 
nual premium of all policies entitled to participation.

This system of reduction in the Premiums affords immediate benefit to the As- 
sured, or enables them to secure a considerable bonus by effecting a new Policy. 

Separate tables, both Civil and Military, have been adopted for the whole of life, 
at reduced rates for such persons as may prefer a lower rate of Premium to partici 
pation in the general profits.

The Society makes a natural distinction between persons exposed to the hazards 
of Military aad Maritime occupations, and those whose occupations are of a Civil 
nature ; but Members of the Military Service holding offices purely Civil, and sub- 
ject to no extra risk, will be charged the Civil rate of premium only while engaged 
in duties purely Civil. It will be in the discretion of the Directors in| each par. 
ticular case to say whether the higher or the lower rate of premium shall be charge- 
able, and that discretion will be regulated by the particular circumstances of the 
case. 
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‘When application is made for assuring a life subject to more than ordinary he- 
sard, anaugmented Premium will be charged proportionate to the increased risk, 
the rate of which will be regulated by the strictest attention to justice between 
the Society and the assured, according to circumstances. 

Premiums are ordinarily payable half yearly in advance ; but Policy-holders are 
at liberty to make arrangements with the Society to pay their premiums ia one 
amount, in annual or quarterly payments, or a given number of years, viz -—5. 10 
15, or 20. Some persons may wish to avail themselves of @ present season of 
prosperity, and adopt the latter course in which case (although their contributions 
will cease with the expiration of the term they may fix upon) their share of the 
profits will continue to be added to their Policies annually during the remainder 
of life. 

The Parent Institution being in London, with a similar Establishment in Cal- 
cutta for granting Policies, Preminins as well as claims are payable in either coun- 
try at the option of the Policy-holder. The appointment of Sub-Committees at 
Madras and Bombay with power to grant Policies, affords similar facilities to per- 
sons residing at either ofthe sister Presidencies. 

All Policies becoming claims on the Society will be discharged within three 
months after satisfactory proof of ‘thé death, and cause of death, of the Assured 
shall have been furnished to the Directors either in London or Calcutta. 

The Directors of the Indian Branch of the Society are empowered to ‘treat for 
purchase of Policies on which Premium shall have been paid for a period of not 
less than five years, or to advance, if required, on such Policies, by way of loan, 
two-thirds of the estimated value. 

The accounts of this Society, after being investigated by Auditors, chosen as 
well by the Assured as by the Proprietors, are laid before General Meetings con- 
vened twice ayear for that purpose :—In like manner the accounts of the Parent 
Society are regularly transmitted to India for inspection, the Indian Branch enjoy- 
ing reciprocal advantages with the Parent Society. 

Where the application for asturance makes no mention of the date from which 
the Assurance 1s desired to take effect, the Peticy will be issued on the date of 
approval of the risk by the Directurs, but uo Assurance to be binding on the Socie- 
ty until the first Premium shall have been actually paid tothe Agents, 

Every proposal for Assurance wili be immediately uttended to and the Assurance 
compleied generally within a few days after the upplication is made. 

All applications for Assurauce must be uccompanied hy a Medical Fee of Eight 
Bupeer.

To accomplish the union of these desirable objects, the Directors will 
invest such portion of the Fands of this Company as they may think fitin 
deposits or otherwise, in the Joint Stock Banks of the Australasian 
Colonies, the Incorporated Australasian Bank, and in mortgage. 

Mortgages of the first class in Australasia are as secure as those upon

degree increased. After an Assurance shall have been effected, it is neces- 
sary forthe Assured to communicate immediately to the Company any al- 
teration which may subsequently be made in the buildings, or in the 
<lescription of the goods deposited, or of the trade or process carried on in 
them ; and if any of these changes increase the risk which has been assign- 
ed; in every other respect to be perfectly explicit in their communication 
with the Directors, aa any omission or mtsrepresentation vitiates the policy.

‘Tae Bompar Aoescy or tne Agra Bank is established with Messrs. 
Diecm, Canter axp Co. Regiments and individuals Having Loan 
Accounts with the Bank are requested to remit their monthly instalments 
accordingly to Bombay, whence the Agents will punctually furnish them 
with the usual acknowledgments. 

Loans repayable within 12 months are granted at 9 per cent. per annum 
to Officers, Civil or Military, who can arrange for the regular paymeat of 
their monthly instalments af Hombay on the security of 2 approved 
sureties. 

Loans requiring two yeara for repayment are granted to the same glasses, 
and under the same condition, at 10 per cent per annum with three sure- 
ties ; and loans requiring three years, at LO per cent with four sareties. 

In the two last cases, where it may not be convenient to.give more than 
two sureties, the Bank requires that the Joan should be further protected 
by a life insurance : but, on application to that effect through the sureties, 
they consenting to the sawe, the Directors will be prepared to allow the 
aliscontinuance of the policy on a loan of the two year class, after the é%- 
piration of the first year, and on a loan of the three year class after tito 
years have expired. In all cases of insurancé, unless the debtor himself 
desires that the policy should be maintained at its original amount, it is 
reduced from time to time according to the gradual liquidation of the debt.

In cases of Furlough on Medical Certificate, Indian Loans grauted after 
Ist October 1840, will, as regards interest, be chargeable with the reduced 
interest of 8 per cént. per annum, and thé periodical instalments will fer 
commence only on the reture of the party to his duty.

NOTIFICATION. 
Marine Department.—Bombay Castle, 6th Dec. 1841. 
Lhe Honorable the Governor in Council has been pleased to direct, that 
the following Rules for the regulation of Passages and Passengers in the 
Government Steam Packets, be published for general information, and that 


these Rules be brought into operation on the 1st January next, in super- 
cession of those at present in force. 


The names which have been already registered fur the January and suce 
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ceeding Steamers will be placed on the list of applicants fur Cabins, in the 
order in which they now stand, 

Rules for the engagement of Passages and accommodati.n of Pusseugers 
in the Government Steam Puckets between Bombay and Suez. 

1, Application for Passage is to be made at the Office of the Master At= 
tendant ia Bombay, and at other Ports to the Commander. 

2. The vessel which conveys the Mail intended to reach Suez on the 19th 
-of any month, is to be designated the Steamer of that month ; for instance the 
January Sieamer is the one which is destined fo reach Suez on the 19th Ja> 
nuary, although leaving Bombay possibly before the end of December. 

3. Passengers are to be divideit info two classes, viz : 

First clase, who git at the Commande?’s Tale, and are entitled to all the 
privileges of the quarter deck. 

Secord class, who gre not entitled to walk aft of the paddle boxes, who 
berth forward, aud either arrange fur their own provision, or mess with the 
Warrant Officers or Engineéis. 

4. Every Passenger of tie Ist class shall pay the following sum, as Ta- 
dle Money, fur the voyage frum Bombay to Suez, or froni Suez to Bombay, 
wiz.

Itiste 
de understood, that for the aleve sams, the passengers are to be provided 
with a plain substantial table; bat no person is entitled tu more than one 
pint of wine and one bottle of beer per diem. Cabin yassengers have the 
first choice of seats at the tuble, and after them the saloon passengers iu pre- 
ference to those on the deck, whose priority will be arranged according to 
their standing on the passage list. The seats will be arranged by the Com- 
mander, and once taken they cannot be changed, without his permission, dur- 
ing the voyage. 

5. In addition to the Table Money the following sums will be charged 
for the accommodation engaged by first class passengers, viz.

7. For each European Servant 50 Re, must be paid as subsistence mo- 
ney, and 50 Rs, as passage money; for Native Servants the eharge will be 
one half the rate fur an European ; but noue are to be considered and taken 
as servants unless they actually aceompany their Masters or Mistresses. 

8. Three lists for each month’s Steamer will be képt at the Master At- 
tendant’s Office, viz. one for cabin passengers, ove fur saloon, amd one for

packet is calculated te accommodate, will be open at the same place, to the 
inspection of the public. : 

9. Every applicant may register his name in whichever of the lists he 
pleases, but the name of the packet will not be declared until 10 days prior 
to the appointed day of sailing, when choice of accommodation will be 

‘iven, according to priority of standing on the lists. Ladies having the pre- 
ference for the first three cabins. 

10. In the event of a greater number of names having been registered 
than the Steamer when declared, is ealeulated to accommodate, the super- 
numerary names on the eabin lists may be transferred to that of the saloon 
or the deck, and those of saloon lists to that of the deck, or they may be 
withdrawn and the deposit repaid, at the option of the parties. In the case 
of a transfer under this rule, the name will be placed in the same position 
in which it would have stood by date of registry had the original application 
deen for a saloon or a deck passage instesd of for a cabin, or for a deck in- 
stead of for a saloon.

A deposit is not required on 
the registry of the names of children, except when the children are to occupy 
acabin, by themselves, in which case the same deposit must be made as for 
the cabin passage of a lady or gentleman, viz. 300 rupees. 

15. To prevent unnecessary trouble, the Master Attendant is authorized 
to receive and pass receipts for the deposit money. : 

16. Ten days prior to the appointed day of sailing, each passenger must 
pay tothe Master Attendant the remaining portion of the passage money, in 
default of which the deposit will be considered forfeited, and any claim to 
passage invalid, When the cabins are finally allotted, an adjustment will be 
made with the party or parties to whom they are appropriated, the differ- 
ence between the value of the place occupied by each individual and the de- 
posit made under article 14, being paid up or returned, as the case may be. 

hen the passage money has been paid up, no portion of itcan, on any plea 
be returued, except under the provisions specitied in article 14.

7. Every parcel is to bear the name and address of the person for whose 
use it is intended. 

8 No more packages will be received on board than can conveniently 
be stowed away in each vessel, and inno case is more than seven tons 
weight altogether to be received in any one of the Steam Packets. : 
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9. Particulars of the contents must be sent with them in writing, with- 
out which they cannot be received or registered. 

10. The amount of import and export duty on articles liable to entry, 
in the Custom House must be paid over and above the charge for freight 
at the time the parcel &c. is brought, any evasion of this rule to the pre- 
judice of the Customs Revenue, will entail the penalties of the Custom

STATISTICS OF THR WORLD. 


Tuspe are few parts of knowledge in which it is more difficult to attain 
even a partial accuracy than in Statistics ; particularly when our inquiries 
extend to places with which we are imperfectly acquainted. In many cases 
the official documents of a Government will enable us to obtain accurate 
Statements of its population and its revenue ; but in other, and very numer- 
ous instances, our best information can only be derived from a comparison 
of the assertions, and even the conjectures of travellers. The French are 
in the habit of bestowing very minute attention upon this interesting branch 
of enquiry; and some of their men of letters have devoted themselves to the 
preparation of tables of reference, which may shew, from time to time, the 
progress and actual condition of the various states of the world. Amongst 
others, M. Adrien Balbi has applied himself for twenty years to these im- 
ae labours, and he has recently published a chart entitled ‘‘ balance 

olitique du Globe, in 1828,” which is considered the must correct work 
of its kind, and which the author states is the result of a long period of the 
most Jabourious investigation. The late distinguished geographer, Malte- 
Brune, mentions this production, which was nearly completed before bis 
death, as a most valuable abstract, of which he intended to insert a part in 
his concluding volume. 

From this Chart of M. Balbi the following table has been compiled. The 

graphical division is that of M. Walkenaer. The surface of the earth 
fs been estimated at 148,522,000 square miles, of 60 to the equatorial 
degree (geographical miles,) of which nearly three-fourths, or 110,489,000 
uare miles are covered by the Ocean and the interior Seas ;—the remain- 
der consisting of 87,673,000 square miles, forming the five parts of the 
world, called Europe, Asia, Africa, America, and Australasia (or Oceania.) 
‘The square geographical mile has been retained iu the following tables, 
instead of the English square mile being adopted, as the formis used ia 
most works on geography, particularly in those of Franee snd Germany. 
The English square mile is about three-fourths of the area of the square 
geographical mile: thatis, four English square miles are nearly equal to 
three geographical. 

The particulars relative to each state are carried acre two pages and 
the figures prefixed to each are repeated in the last column of the right 
hand page to assist the reference. For those states which have colonial 
possessions, a second line is given, shewing the total extent of their 
power :—example I.—‘‘ French Monarchy 154,000 square miles, 32,000,000 
populaticn”—gives the area and population of France itself; but the se- 
cond line, ** Total of French Monarchy,” includes the amount of France 
and all its possessions and dependencies, Wherever this mark (P) is at- 
tached to a sum, or stands in the place of one, the information is considered 
questionable or is not to be obtained.

A. D. 

861 Feroe Islands—discovered about this time by a Scandinavian vessel. 

871 Iceland—discovered by some Norwegian chiefs, who were compelled 
to leave their native country. According to some accounts, it had 
been visited before this, by a Scandinavian pirate, Naddodd. 

950 Greenland—discovered by the Icelanders about this period. The first 
colony established there was destroyed by a pestilence in the 14th 
century, and by the accumulation of ice which prevented all com- 
munication between Iceland and Greenland. 

1001 Winenltand—a part of the continent of America, is supposed to have 
been discovered by the Icelanders. It was called Winerland, or 
Vinland, from the abundance of a species of Vine found here. The 

- Icelandic chronicles are fuil and minute respecting this discovery. 

1344 Madeira—The discovery of this island is attributed to an Englishman, 
Robert Macham ; it was revisited in 1419 by Juan Gonzalez, and 
Tristan Vaz, Portuguese. 

1345 Canary Isles—discovered by some Genoese and Spanish seamen, 
having been known to the ancients. 

1864 Gaince ihe coast of, discovered by some seamen of Dieppe, about 
chis period, : 

1418 Porto Santo—discovered by Vaz and Zarco, Portuguese. 

1419 Madeira—discovered by the same navigators. It was first called St. 
Laurence, after the Saint’s day on which it was seen ;—and sub- 
sequently Madeira, on account of its woods, 

1434 Cape Bojador or Nun—doubled for the first time by the Portuguese.

1446 Cape Verd—discovered by Denis Fernandez, a Portugese. 

1448 Azores Islands—discovered by Gonzallo Vellor, a Portuguese. 

1449 Cape Verd Islands—discevered by Antonio de Noni, a Genoese in the 
service of Portugal. 

1471 Island of St. Thoinas, under the equator, discovered. 

1484 Congo—discovered by the Portuguese, under Diego Cam. 

1486 Cape of Good Hope—discovered by Bartholomew Diaz. It was first 
originally called ‘the Cape of Tempests,’ and was also named ‘ The 
Lion of the Sea,’ and ‘ The Head of Africa.’ The appellation was 
changed by John II., King of Portugal, who augured favourably 
of future discoveries from Diaz having reached the extremity of 
Africa. 

1492 Lucayos (or Bahama) Islands—These were the first points of dis- 
covery by Columbus. San Salvador, one of these Islands, was eeen 
by this great navigator onthe night of the 11th or 12th of October,

Cape of Gaod Hope—doubled by Vasco di Gama, and the passage to 
India discovered, 

Newfoundland—discovered by John Cabot, who first called it Prima 
Vista and Baccalaos. The title of Prima Vista still belongs to one 
of its capes, and an adjacent island is still called Baccalao. 

Continent of America—discovered by Columbus. 

Maiabar, Coast of—discovered by Vasco di Gama. 

Mozambique, Island of—discovered by Vasco di Gama, 

America, Eastern Coast of —discovered by Ojedeand Amerigo Vespucci. 
(It is contended by some that this preceded by a year the disco- 
very of the American Continent by Columbus.) 

Brazil—discovered 24th April by Alvarez de Cabral, a Portuguese, 
who was driven on its coasts by a tempest. He called it the land of 
the Holy Cross. It was subsequently called Brazil, on account of 
its red wood ; and was carefully explored by Amerigo Vespucci,’ from 
1500 to 1504, ; 

Labrador and River St. Lawrence—discovered by Cortergal, who 
sailed from Lisbon on a voyage of discovery for the Portuguese, 

Gulf of Mexico—Some of the shores of this Gulf explored by Colum- 
bus on his last voyage. 

St. Helena, the Island of—discovered by Jean de Nova, a Portuguese. 

Ceylon—discovered by the Portuguese. Ceylon was known to the 
Romans in the time of Claudius. 

Madagascar, Island of—uiscoverod by Tristan da Cunha, and revisit. 
ed by the Portuguese navigator Fernandez Pereira, in 1503. This 
island was first called St. Laurence, having been discovered on the 
day of that saint. 

Canadla—visited by Thomas Aubert. Known before to fishermen 
who had been thrown there by a tempest. 

Ascension Isle—discovered by Tristan da Cunha. 

Sumatra, Island of—discovered by Siqueyra, a Portuguese, 

Sumatra—more accurately examined by the Portuguese. 

Molucea Isles—discovered by the Portuguese. 

Sanda Isles—discovered by Abrew, a Portuguese, 

Maldives—A Portuguese navigator, wrecked on these Tslaads, found 
them in occasional possession of the Arabians. 

Florida—discovered by Ponce de Laon, a Spanish navigator. 

Borneo and Java—The Portuguese became acquainted with these 
Islands, 

South Sea—The Great Ocean was discovered this year from the 
mountains of Darien, by Nugaez de Balboa, and subsequently na- 
vigate! by Magellen. The supposition of the New World being 
part of India now ceased. 

Pera—diseovered by Perez de la Rua. 

Rio Janeiro—discoveredt by Dias de Solis. 

Rio de la Plata—discovered by the same. 

China—discovery of—by sea, by Fernand Perez d’Andrada. 

Bengal—discoversd by some Portuguese throwa on the coast by = 
tempest. 

Mexico—discovered by the Spaniards. Conquered by Cortez, in 1519. 

Magellan, Straits of—passed by Magellan with a fleet of discovery, 
fitted out by the Emperor Charles V. The first voyage rouad the 
world was undertaken by this navigator ; and bis vessel performed 
the enterprise although the Commander perished. 
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1520 Terra del Fuego—discovered by Magellan. 

1521 Ladrone Islands—discovered by Magellan. 

Philippines—This archipelago discovered by Magellan, who lost his 
life here in a skirmish. 

1524 New France—The first voyage of discovery made by the French under 
Francis the First, one of whose ships, after reaching Florida, coasted 
along as far as 500 north latitude, and gave to this part the name of 
New France. 

North America—travelled over from Florida to Newfoundland by 
Verrazzani, a Florentine, in the service of France. 

1526 New Holland—discovered by the Portuguese about this time: this 
immense tract was for some time neglected by Europeans, but was 
visited by the Dutch, at various periods, from 1619 to 1644. This 
fine country is now colonized by the English, and every year adds 
something to our knowledge of its extent and its pecularities. 

1527 New Guinea—discovered by Saavedra, a Spaniard, sent from Mexico, 
by Cortez. 

1530 Gulnce—the first voyage to, made by an English ship for elephant’s 
teeth. 

1584 Canada—visited by Cortier, of St. Malo, asettlement having pre- 
viously been made in 1523, by Verrazzani, who took possession in 
the name of Francis I., of France. 

1585 California—discovered by Cortez. 

1587 Cake —discorered by Diegode Almagra, one of the conquerors of 

eru. 

1541 Labrador—discovered dy a French engineer, Alphonze. 

India—the first English ehip sailed to, for the purpose of attacking 
the Portuguese, 

1542 Japan—discovered by the Portuguese, Antonio de Meta and Antonio 
de Peyxoto, who were cast by a tempest on its coasts. 

1545 Potosi— Mines of—discovered by the Spaniards. 

Visited by Barentz, a Dutch navigator, in search of a north-east 
passage, in 1596, 

1552 Spitzbergen—observed by the English, but mistaken for part o¢ 
Greenland. 

1553 White Sea, which had not been visited since the time of Alfred, was 
now supposed to be discovered by Chancellor the English navigator. 

Nova Zembla—discovered by Willoughby, an English Seaman. 

1575 Solomon's Isles—discovered by Mendana, a Spaniard, sent by the 
Governor of Peru. 

1576 Probialier.s Straits—discovered by the English navigator whose name 
it bears, 

Greenland—further explored by Frobisher, who also penetrated fur- 
ther between this country and Labrador. 

1577 New Albion—discovered hy Drake, who was the second to attempt 
& voyage round the world, which he performed in three years. 

1580 Siberia—discovered by Yarmak Timopheievitch, Chief of theCossacks, 
1587 Davis's Strait—discovered by the English navigator whose name it 
bears, in his voyage for the discovery of a north-west passage. 

1594 Falklands Island—discovered by the English navigator, Hawkins. 

1695 Marquesas—discovered by Mendana, a Spaniard, on his voyage from 
Peru to found a colony in the Solemon Isles. 

Sotitary Island—discovered by Mandana in the above-named voyage. 
1606 Archipelago de Esperito Santo—discovered by Guiros, a Portuguese, 
sent from Peru. These Islands are the Cyclades of Bougainville, 
and the new Hebrides of Cook. 
Otaheite—supposed to be discovered by Guiros, who named it Sagit- 
teria. 3 >

1607 2 Hudson’s Bay—discovered by the celebrated English navigator 

1ela¢ Hadson, on his third voyage. Venturing to pass the winter io 
this Bay on his fourth voyage, he was, with four others, thrown 
by the Sailors into a boat, and left to perish. 

1607 Chesapeak Bay—discovered by John Smith. 

3615 Straits of Le Maire—discovered, with the island of Staten on the 
east, by Le Maire, a merchant of Amsterdam, and Schouten a mer- 
chant of Horn. 

1636 Cape Horn—donbled by Le Maire and Schouten, Dutch navigators, 
who called it after the town of which Schouten was a native. These 
enterprising men performed a voyage round the world in about two 
years. 

1616 Vao Dieman’sa Land—discovered by the Dutch. 

1616 Baffin’s Bay—discovered by William Boffio, an Englishman. The 
nature and extent of this discovery were much doubted, till the ex- 
peditions of Ross and Parry proved that Baffin was substantially 
accurate in his statement, 

1636 Frozen Ocean—In this year the Russians discovered that this ocean 
washed and bounded the north of Asia. The first Russian ship 
sailed down the Lena into this sea. 

1642 New Zealand—with the southera part of Van Dieman’s Land, dis- 
covered by Tasman, a Dutch navigator. 

1654 Bourbon—Isle of—occupied by the French. 

1678 Louisiana—discovered, by the French. This country received its name 
from La Salle, a Frenchman, who explored the Mississippi, in 1682. 

1686 Easter Island—discovered hy Roggewein, a Dutch navigator. 

1690 Kamschatka—the principal settlement of the Russians on the coast 
ef Asia, discovered by a Cossack chief, Morosko. This country was 
taken possession of by the Russians in 1697. 

1692 Japan—Carefully visited by Kemfer, a German. 

1699 New Britain—This island, and the straits which separate it from 
New Guinea, discovered by Dampier. This enterprising seamen 
made a voyage round the world at the period of this discovery. 

1711 Kurile Isles—oceupied by the Russians. The people of these islands, 
which are twenty-one io number, still pay tribute to Russia. They 
are principally volcanic. 

1728 Behring’s Strait—explored and designated by a Danish navigator in 
the service of Russia, whose name it bears. Behring thus esta- 
blisked that the continents of Asia and America are not united, bnt 
are distant from each other about thirty-nine miles. 

1728 Kamschatka—ascertained by Behring to be a peninsula. 

1741 Aleutian Isles—on the coast of North America, discovered by Beh- 
riog. A more accurate survey of these islands was made under 
the Russian Government, by Captains Billing and Sarytchef, from 
1781 to 1798. 

1755 Duke of York's Island—discovered by Byron. 

Isles of Danger—discovered by Byron. 

1767 Otaheite—discovered by Wallis. 

1768 Cook's Strait—discovered by Captain Cook on his first voyage round 
the world, which occupied from 1768 to 1771. 

1779 New South Wales—discovered by Captain Cook. 

1772 Island of Desolation—the first land south of India, discovered by 
Kerguelen, and called by his name. Subsequently called the Island 
of Desolation by Captain Cook. 

1774 New Caledonia—discoveredJby Cooke in his second voyage, 1772-1775. 

1778 Icy Cape—discovered by Captain Cook. 

Sandwich Islands—discovered by Cooke in his third voyage, which 
eommenced in 1776. He lost his life in.1779.

1797 Bass’s Straits—Mr. Bass, Surgeon of H. M. S. Reliance, penetrated 
as faras western port, in a small open boat, from port Jackson, and 
was of opinion that a strait existed between New South Wales and 
Van Dieman’s Land. In 1799, Lieutenant Flinders cireumnavi- 
gated Van Dieman’s Land, and named the Straits after Mr- Bass.

2nd. That the Resident shall be exempt from all compliances degrading 
to the character of the representative of the British Government. 

Srd. That the Resident shall have free permission to proceed to Senna, 
and communicate with His Highness the Imau:n, whenever he may deem 
it necessary to do so. 

4th. The anchorage duty, four hundred German crowns, shall henceforth 
cease on British Ships, which has hitherto been levied on all Merchant 
Ships when they land cargoes. Hereafter no duty on this account shall be 
paid, whether cargo is landed or not, in the same way as His Majesty's 
Ships and the Hon'ble Company's Vessels of war. 

5th. All subjects of the British Government trading to Mocha, and par- 
ticularly the merchants of Surat, shill do so under the protection of the 
British flag. If of the Islam faith, and wish to settle their disputes ac- 
cording to the Mahomedan Sharah, they shall be at linerty to do so, a 
person on the part of the Resident attending, and all differences, among 
themselves shall be decided by the Resident. 

6th. In the event of any ofthe Imaum’s subjects being concerned in the 
disputes, by an agent on the part of the Resident, (or himself if he pleases) 
andthe Governor conjointly. If the Imaum’s subject is wrong, the Go- 
vernor shall punish him; ifon the contrary, the Resident. Also, that 
all the dependents of the factory, of every denomination, shall be wholly 
under the protection of the British flag and controul of the Resident, who 
shall alone possess the power of punishing them, and redressing all com- 
plaints against them. 

7th, That the export duty on the British trade shall be hereafter two. 
and a quarter per cent the same as the French, and not three and a half 
as hitherto ; and that the import duty shall be the same to the English, 
and all their subjects ; and no more shall be levied thao two and a quarter 


per cent. upon imports and exports. 
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ARAB TRIBES. 

The chief articles of engagement with the Arab Tribes is dated Sth 
January 1820, and provides : 

Ast. There shall be a cessation of plunder and piracy, by land and sea, on 
the part of the Arabs, who are parties to the contract, fur ever. 

2nd, The friendly Arabs shall carry by land and sea ared flag with 
or without letters in it at their option ; and this shall be in a border of 
white. the whole forming the flag known in the British Navy by the title 
of White Pierced Red; and this shall be the flag of the friendly Arabs, 
and they shall use it and no other. 

3rd. If any tribe or others shall not desist from plunder and piracy, the 
friendly Arabs shall act against them according to their ability and cir- 
cumstances ; and an arrangement for this purpose shall take place between 
the friendly Arabs and the British, at the time when such plunder and 
piracy shall occur. 

4th. The carrying off slaves, men, women, or cLildren from the Coasts 
of Africa, or elsewhere, and the transporting them in vessels, is plunder and 
piracy, and the friendly Arabs shall do nothing of this nature. 

Sth. The vessels of the friendly Arabs bearing their flag above des- 
eribed, shall enter into all the British ports, and into the ports of the 
Allies of the British, so far as they shall be able to effect it, and they 
shall buy and sell therein. and if any shall attack them, the British Go- 
vernment shall take notice of it. 

6th. These conditions aforesaid shall be common to all tribes and per- 
sons who shall hereafter adhere thereto, in the same manner as to those 
who adhere to them at the present time. 


MUSCAT. 

Our present treaty of 1840, provides : 

\st. The suljects of His Highness the Sultan of Muscat, shall be at 
liberty to enter, reside in, and trade with, all parts of Her Majesty's domi- 
nions in Europe and Asia. 

2nd. Briti-h subjects shall be at liberty to purchase, sell, or hire 
land or houses in the dominions of His Highness the Sultan of Muscat. 

8rd. The two high contracting parties acknowledge reciprocally to 
each other the right of appuinting Cunsuls to reside in each other’s do- 
minions. 

4th, Subjects of the Sultan of Muscat in the service of British subjects 
in the Sultan's dominions, shall enjoy the same protection as is granted to 
British subjects themselves. 

5th, The authorities of His Majesty, shall not interfere in disputes be- 
tween British subjects, or between British eubjects and the subjects of 
other Christian nations, 

6th. The property of a British subject, ‘dying in the dominions of 
Bis Highness the Sultan of Muscat or of a subject of His Highness dying 
in the British dominions, shall be delivered over tothe heirs or Executors 
of the deceased. 

7th. The property of a British subject, becoming a bankrupt in His 
Highness’s duminions, to be made over to his creditors to be divided among 
them. 

Sth. If subject of His Highness the Sultan should resist, or evade pay- 
ment of his just debts to a British subject, the authorities of His Highness 
should afford aid to the B-itizh subject iu recovering the amount due ; and 
in like manner, the British Censul shall afford aid to subjects of His High- 
ness in recovering debts due them from British subjects, 
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9th. No duty exceeding 5 per cent shall be levied in the dominions of 
His Highness, on sny goods being the manufacture of Her Britannic Majesty’s 
dominions, imported by British Vessels. 

10th. The trade between the dominions of Her Britannic Majesty and 
those of His Highness chal be perfectly free. 

lith. In ease of any dispute as to the value of goods imported by Bri- 
tish Merchants, on which the duty of 5 per cent is to be levied, the authori- 
ties of the Sultan shall be entitled to demanJ one twentieth part of the 


cB, 

12th. A British Merchant shall not expose bis goods for sale for the 

ace of three days after the arrival of such goods, unless the Importer and 
Castom Master shall bave ageed as to the value of such goods, 

2th. When either of the two contracting parties is at war with any 
other country, the subjects of either power shall be at liberty to pass to 
such country through the dominions of either power, with merchandize 
of every description, except with warl'ke stores ; but they will not de al- 
lowed to enter any place actually blockaded or hesieged. 

14th. Should any vessel under the British dag enter a port in the do- 
minions of the Sultan of Muscat in distress, the Jocal authorities shall afford 
aid to enable the vessel to refit, and if any such vessel ehall be wrecked 
en the coasts of His Highness’s dominions, the focal suthorities shall afford 
every assistance to recover all the property that can be saved The same 
Assistance shall be afforded to vessels of His Highness, and property saved 
therefrom, under similar circumstances in the ports and on the coasts of 
the British dominions. 

15th. Renews and confirms the engagements entered intoby His High- 
ness with Great Britain on the 10:h of September, 1822. for the supptession 
of Slave Trade between his dominions and all Christian countries, 

16th. Nothing in this convention is intended to interfere with the 
rights and privileges now enjoyed by the subjects of His Majesty in res- 

¢ to commerce and navagation within the limits of the East India 

ompany’s Charter. 


BARODA OR THE GWICOWAR. 

The rise of the Gwicowar’s power in Guzerat was nearly contempo- 
raneous with that of the Peshwa in the Deckan. Pillajee Gwicowar was 
Patel, or managing proprietor of a village, and afterwards an officer under 
the Maharatta Governor of Guzerat, A. D. 1731. After many struggles 
and intrigues, he established his own er in that Province. Pillajee was 
succeeded, ip 1747. by his son Damajee, who was compelled by the 
Perhwa Bullajee Rao, to cede ene-half of his territories, and to bold the 
other half independence on the state of Poona. Damajee died in the 
year 1768, The succession was disputed ; but Futteh Sing having agreed 
to pay a large eum to the Peshwa, was established in the government. He 
was assisted by British troops in expelling his rival. At the peace of 1782 
with the Maharattes, concluded threugh the mediation of Mahdajee 
Scindia, it w tipulated that the jagheer of Futteh Sing should be 
guaranteed to him by the Company, he paying the same obedience to the 
Peshwa as had befure that transaction. been customary. Futteh Sing died 
in 1789; his successor Marajee, cied in 1792. To him succeeded Govind 
Rao, on whose death, in September 1800, the government devolved upon 
his eldest legitimate son, Anund Rao. 

Anund Rao wasa prince of weak intellects. His brother Canojee exer- 
cised the power of the state in the ostensible capacity of Dewan, from 
which station, however, he was speedily ejected by Rowba, one of the late 
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Raja’s ministers. The partizans of Canojee and of Rowba, respectively 
solicited the support ofthe British Government. Pending that reference 
Mulhar Rao, first cousin of the late Govind Ran, advanced wth a con- 
siderable force in aid of Canojee. Mr. Duncan the Governor of Bombay, 
deeming it politic to prevent the subversion of Anund Rao’s authority, 
detached Major Walker with about 1,200 men to the scene of action. The 
mere appearance of this force checked the career of Mulhar Rao, who professed 
himeelf willing to sabmit his claime to the decision of Mr. Duncan. Major 
Walker advanced upon Mulhar Rao’s fort of Kurree, where, at a confer- 
ence, that chief agreed to relinquish his conquests, and to defray part of 
the expense which had been incurred in the expedition against him, Whilst 
this negotiation was proceeding with apparent sincerity, Malhar Rao opened 
a heavy fire upon Major Walker's detachment, which sustained a loss of 
three officers and forty privates. The enemy was however repulsed; and on 
the arrival of Colonel Sir William Clarke with reinforcements, Mulhar 
Rao was reduced to submission. His fort of Kurree eame into the possession 
of the British Troops on the 5th May 1802. 

Dnring the progress of these operations, Governor Duncan negotiated 
with Rowbs, the Gwicowar minister, who, on the 15th March 1802, sub- 
scribed an agreement, by which it was stipulated that the district of 
Attaveery, in the neighbourhood of Surat, yielding six and a half lacs of 
rupees per antum, should be assigned over to the British Government, as 
‘a security for the payment of the expensés incurred in the Campaign 
against Malhar Rao. 

Rowba also engaged, on behalf of his master, to subsidize a force consisting 
of 2,000 Seyoys anda company of European Artillery, which was to be provi- 
.ded for by a territorial cession ; and, inthe last place, he agreed to relinquish 
the Gwicowar's share of the chout of Surat, and to cedethe pergunah of 
‘Chourassy which sarrouncs that City. _ 

By a subsequent agreement (dated 6th June 1802) the pergunah of Chickly, 
-aitnated about thirty miles south of Surat, was traneferred to the British Go- 
vernment. 

On the 29th July 1802, Anund Rao Gwicowar signed an instrument, by 
which he not only confirmed the above-mentioned agreements, but added 
other stipulations, tending to establish the British influence in Guzerat. 
The treaty was concluded through the agency of Major Walker, who Had 
been appointed to the affice of Resident at the Gwicowar's court, 

‘With a view to enable the Ruja to bear the expense of the subsidiary 
force, it became a primary object of Major Walker's attention to effect the 
disbandment of the Arab Corps, whith fermed a prineipal part of the 
Raja's military establishment. These turbulent mercenaries held possession 
of the Raja's person, and wete not brevght to terms until a practicable 
breach had been effected in the fort of Bareda, when they agreed to liberate 
the Rajah, and to quit the province of Guzerat, on reveiving the artears of 
pa due to them. 

n return for the services thus rendered to him, Anusd Rao eeded the 
fort of Kaira, with its adjoining domain, 

The subsidy, which in July 1802 amounted to 7,80,000 rupees per 
annum, wasin June 1809 raised t» 10,70,000 in consequence of 1,000 
Sepoys having been added to the British force. The attention of the Sus 
preme Government having been absorbed by the confliet with the 

Jabarattas, which commenced in the year 1808, it was not until the 
month of April 1805, that the alliance with the Gwicewar was consolidated 
by the conclusion of a definitive treaty. 
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At the time when the British Government took the Gwicowar under its 
protection, the Raja's affairs were in a deplotable state. Major, Walker 
ascertained, that while the receipts amounted to no more than fifty-five lacs, 
the dist ursements were not less than eighty-two lacs. 

On this being fully reported to the Supreme Government, the Goveraor 
General in Council remarked :— 

“Ie is evident that the alternative of our interference for the reform of 
the affairs of the Gwicowar ig not merely the loss of the advantages to be 
derived from the efficiency of the alliance, but the positive dangers to 
which the certain ruin of H. H.’s state would expose our most essential 
interests in that quarter of the peninsula.’ 

With the sanction thne obtained to the policy of interference, Major 
Walker addressed himself with the utmost energy and zeal tothe arduous 
task of bringing the expenditure of the Baroda state within its income. The 
army having a claim for arrears of pay amounting to upwards of 41 lacs 
of rupees, it became necessary to provide funds to that extent, in order to 
disband superfluous corps, the most disorderly and tronblesome of which 
consisted of the Arab mercenaries. Of the fands thus required the British 
Goveroment advanced on loan, at different times, 19.87.683 rupees, and a 
farther sum of 25,78,601 rupees was by the use of their influence obtained 
from the Shroffs, at a comparatively low rate of interest. 

For the repayment of these loans, and of the interest thereon, certain 
districts, yielding aa annual revenue of 12,95,000 rupees, were assigned 
by the Gwicowar. 

Anand Rav’simbecility being such as totally to disqualify him forthe manage- 
ment of state affeirs, a council of government was established, which acted 
under the control of the Resident. To explain the various arrangements 
that were introduced by Lieut, Col. Walker would require more space than 
can be afforded in this paper. The reporta which he transmitted from time 
to time to the Governor in Coancil of Bombay are very soluminous, and 
abound in matter of a highly interesting nature. The publcation of these 
valuable documents wot-id serve to show,that the respect in which his autho-~ 
rity is held in India rests on a broad and jnrable basis. The good work 
which had been begun by Colonel Walker, was by then Major (now Sir J.) 
Carnae, prosecuted with vigour, ability and success. 

At the period of Col. Walker's resignation of the office of Resident at 
Baroda, the affairs of the Gwicowar had been 20 far improved as to afford 
& prospect of the entire extinction of the gnaranteed debt in the course ofa 
few years. Ina letter dated the 20th January 1809, he exnressed it as his 
opinion that it might ‘ be prudent and consistent with policy gradually to 
detach ourselves from that intimate and internal interference in the details 
of the Gwicowar affair which neeessity had hitherto rendered expedient.’ 
In this opinion the hoine authorities entirely concurred. When, however, 
there apeared a probability that the debt wonld soon be liquidated, the 
Supreme Government expressed the greatest reluctance to expose to ha- 
zatd the good that had been accomplished by the labour and perseverance 
of 2 course of years, by withdrawing all the experienced advantages of our 
sapervision, counsel, and control, and leaving the etate of the Gwicowar to 
the narrow policy, lax habits, and uoenlightened and improvident manage- 
Tent of 8 native administration ; they therefure referred the question to 
the reconsideration of the Court of Directors. The Bombay Government 
were also averse to a change of the system then existing. 

The Court replied(19th March 1815),‘ we can haveno hesitation in declare 
ing, that atleast the time of our ceasing to interfere in the internal affairs 
of the Baroda state should be extended to the period when the debt shouid 
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be liquidated. Owing toavariety of untoward circumstances, some of the 
guaranteed portion of the debt still continues to exist. 

On the accession of Syajee Rao to the sovereiynty of the Baroda state in 
Oc'vher 1819. the Bombay Government did not deem it expedient to con- 
tinue the commission of Government which, as before mentioned, had been 
established in consequence of Anund Rao’s incapacity; but the control of 
the Resident was not withdrawn, 

In the month of April 1820, the Hon’ble Mountstuart Elphinstone, then 
Governor of Bombay, proceeded to Baroda, and after having had several 
conferences with Syajee Rao, agreed to an arrangement fur the future 
conduct of his affairs, the substance of which was as fullows :— 

Ist. All foreign affairs to remain as formerly under the exclusive ma- 
nagement of the British Government. 

2nd. His Highness to be unrestrained in the management of his internal 
affairs, provided he fulfil his engagements to the bankers, of which the Bri- 
tich Government is the guarantee. The Resident, however, is to be made 
acquainted with the plan of finance which the Gwicowar shall determine 
on atthe commencement of each year: to have access to the accounts 
whenever he may require it: and is to be consulted whenever anew ex- 
pense of any magnitude is to be incurred. 

Srd, The guarantee of the British Government to ministers and other 
individuals to be scrupulously observed. 

4th. His Highness to cheose his own minister, but to cansult the Resident 
before he appoints him. 

5th. The identity of the interests of the two states will render it necessary 
for the British Government to offerits advice whenever any emergency 
ocenrs. 

No material deviation in the scale of expense, as fixed by Mr. Elphin- 
s'one,seeis to have taken place until the year 1823-4, when, from various caus 
sex, the finances became so serivusly emoarraxsed as to require the prompt 
adoption of remedial measures, in order to enavle the Gwicowar to 
fulfil his engagements with the creditors of the state who possessed the guar- 
antee of the British Government, 

Among the measures which were adopted was that of farming the districts 
for seven years to respectable baukers, under such regulations as should 
ensure the ryots from oppression. This arrangement operated as a check 
upon Syajee’s secret profite, Like most Eastern princes he was desirous of 
amassing a treasure, and for that purpose had not scrupled to draw to his 
own hoard finds which ought to have been applied to the payment of the 
guaranteed debts of the state. 

Diesatistied with bis condition, Svajee entered upon a line of conduct 
which placed him at direct iesur with the government of Bombay: he paid 
bo regard to the guarantee which we lad afforded to the state creditors, 
avd op pressed individuals for whose protection we stood pledged. 

Tt was not notil after Sir John Malcolin in Council had exhausted every 
effort to persuade Svajee to act in a manner more confurmable to his obliga- 
tions, that he determined to sequestrate such a portion of the Gwicowar ter- 
ritories a8 would enable him to provide for the gradual liquidation of the 
guaranteed debt, and accordingly districts yielding a grose revenue of 
27,36,044 rupees per annum were assumed by the Bombay Government, 

A further sequestration of territery was subsequently made, in order to 
ensure the maiuienance of the contingent horse which the Gwicowar was 
bound by treaty to hold at our dispusal, but which he had failed to do. 

During the Earl of Ciare’s visit to Baroda, in 1832-33, a settlement was 
effected by the bankers coming to an understanding with H. H.for the ad- 
justment of the amount of the debt, and releasing the British Government 
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from the Guarantee and all further concern in their pecuniary transactions. 
But we were not quite free from future involvement on account of these 
bankers, fur they were promised protection from the Gwicowar's persecu- 
tions on account of the part which they took in the late discussions regard- 
ing the loan, For the settlement of the regular pay:nent of the con.ingent 
the Gwicowar lodged 10,00,000 of rupees in the C mmpany's Treasury to be 
apphed to this purpose, whenever his regular monthly paymeuts should 
fail ; and agreed that the amount taken frou this stu, on any such occa- 
sion, was to be replaced at the earliest perind.—Afier this the portions of 
territory reserved to meet these demands were restored to H. H. 

For several years after Lord Clare's visit to Bareda, the most unceasing 
effurts were made to induve Syajee to respect our yuarautess, imure particu- 
larly those hela by the family of the late Gungadhur Shastree, by Duackjee 
Dadajee, and by the Dessuy of the distriet of Nuwsaree. The Gwicowar 
resisted all these, and bid ting us defiance, bolily contended against the 
validity of these engagements, though one of the.n was his personal act, 
and the others thuse of is immediate predecessors. In consequence, the 
Government on the 6th May 1837, wader the orders of the Cuurt of Diree- 
ters, directed that the Gwicowar tribute collect-d through its agency from 
Kaity war, the Mahee Canota and Rewa Caunta, should be further retained 
in deposit, in satisfaction of the demands arising out of these guarantees. 
To February 1838 the Gwicowar pe severing in his re-istance of the claims 
of the Dessuy of Nowsaree, which had been in aveyance for more than eight 
years, that district was likewise taken possession of, as the only meaus of 
enabling the British Govt. tu keep faith wi h the Dessvy. 

Atter various farther acts of duzged contumacy on the part of the Gwi- 
cowar and his Minister Veneeram, and of protracted furvearance on the part 
of the British Government, after a lung contiuuation of such condact, and 
after repeated unsuccessful negutiations, we were compelled to threaten, aud 
after due warning, and auiple tine for reflectivu having been given, to se- 
questrate io the course of 1838 39, Syajee’s share of the district of Petlaud. 
At would be out of place in this payer to trace ab iuitiv ad tinem the minute 
variations of each case that gave rise to the demands we were necessitated 
to make. Sutlice it tu say twat up to the date of the sequestratiun of Pet- 
laud, the furluwiug leading dewauds had accumulated, aud been in vain 
pressed against Sv ajee. 

lat. The diswissal of Veneeram and the appointment of avother minis- 
ter tohe approved by the British Government. 

2Qud. ‘The surrender of Narrain Row Venkutsh, an officer of the 
Gwicowar Govt. formerly in charge of Okamundel, charged with having 
instigated certain piracies on British vessels, aud with having participated 
in the booty. 

Srd. ‘The punishment of Mahboolah Khan, formerly manager of Am- 
rellee, for vivlating our tributary arrangements in Katty war. 

4th, A retrospective contirmation of a settlement concluded by Mr. Blane 
of the claims of the Chullala Kattees, 

Sth. The surrender of all persons concerned in the murder of Moorejo 
Manick in Kattywar. 

6th. A settlement of the claims of Bawa Komaun, a Katty chief in 
Kattywar, 

7th. Satisfaction for a robbery committed in a village of the Jan of 
Nownuggur in Katty war. 

8th. ‘The introductiun of a better system of administration in Kattywar, 
and a due observance of our tributary engagements in that province. 

9th. Satisfactiva for the past, and prevention fur the future, of the com~ 
plaints received from British Authorities in Guzerat against the Gwicowar 
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and his officers, of a systematic want of co-operation in matters of police. 
10th. The surrender of the prisoners captured at Kanseepoor, a settle- 
ment of the complaint and claims of Purtaub sing of Aghore, and the re- 
oval of certain obnoxious authorities in charge of the District of Beejapoor. 
llth, Reparation for the violation of the guarantee held by Bhusker 
Row Wittal. 

12th. That the British representative at Baroda be treated with the 
respect and attention due to his rank and station, and that free and unres- 
tricted intercourse be allowed between him aod all persons at Baroda with 
whom he may have occasion to communicate, 

These demands were exclusive of many others of a pecuniary nature, 
which we had ourselves previously adjusted by resorting tu the funds col- 
lected on account of tribute. 

There also were at the above date, either under investigation, or which 
bad been so, the following claims against the Gwicowar :— 

Ist. The surrender for trial of the persons concerned in the murder of 
two coolies of the Mahee Caunta, and the grant of compensation to the fa- 
tmilies of the deceased, 

Qud. Reparation for an infraction of the guarantee of the British go- 
vernment, held by the late Pillajee Row Gwicowar, son of the late An- 
und Row Gwicowar, 

Srd. The case of the family of the late Soobanjee, Commandant of the 
Fort of Khaira, who, as the price of surrendering the fort without opposi- 
tion, obtained a provision under our guarantee. 

4th. Satisfaction for the conduct of the Gwicowar officers in respect to 
certain persons who committed a robbery attended with murder at Rajcote 
in Katty war. 

5th. Satisfaction for the culpable conduct of the Gwicowar officers in 
Kattywar, in conniving at the disturbances committed during several years 
in that province by a notorious outlaw named Chamraj Walla, 

6th. Case ot Gopal Row Gunput. Gwicowar of Sunkheira. 

7th, Satisfaction fur a robbery committed by Gwicowar subjects on 
the property of certain British officers in the vicinity of Baroda. 

8th. Satisfaction fur a robbery cummitted by certain Wagheers of 
Okamundel at the village of Inkhow in Cutch. 

9th. Measures of prevention against offeuders obtaining an asylum in 
the Gwicowar territory. 

All the chief demands were embodied ina written statement, and the 
Gwicowar was allowed a fixed period within which to comply with 
them. Unwilling to push matters to extremities, anuther period to be al- 
Jowed hi:n—at the expiration of which the revenue of the still sequestrat- 
ed territory was to be declared forfeited, and applied to public works 
and other useful purposes, 

The written statement of our demands was fivally delivered to the 
Gwicowar onthe Ist Oct., with explicit information of what would

Notwithstanding therefore that the Gwicowar had been deprived of about 
one fourth of his resources, no effect was produced on his mind, and he 
still refused to yield, when suddenly, influenced it was imagined, by the ex- 
ample of the deposition of the Ex-Rajah of Sattarah, he tendered his 
submission and happily declared his readiness to comply, (with one er two 
exceptions) with all our demands, 

Before, however, a complete restoration {to former relations can take 
place, these exceptions have to be got rid of, and full compliance yielded. 
Security must be obtained against repetition of such oppressivn as had 
been inflicted upon British subjects by the Gwicowar, and these results 
ean alone prove Syajee's conduct to be suchas to indicate a sincere inten~ 
tion not again to expose himself to the displeasure of the British Go- 
vernmen’, 


CUTCH. 

The first notice of this principality may be taken from 1802, when an 
overture was made through the horse merchant. Soonderjee, who in those 
days was a person of more influence in the affairs of Scinde and Cutch 
than his occupation would indicate, to obtain the aid of our troops to 
expel the Scindians, from the fort of Vvosta-bunder, of which they had 
six months before’ possessed themselves ; and to assist in the conquest 
of Seinde. The Chief of Cutch being an imbecile, a civil war was raging 
in that country between the ex-minister, the notorious Futteh Mahomed, 
and Huns Raj, the minister then in power, and it was probably as much 
to assist in this war as in the expulsion of the Scindians that these over- 
tures werc made to us. The Rajahjwas at his capital Bhooj, whilst Futteh 
Mahomed was besieged by the minister in the fort of Anjar, the former 
having Sor 4,000, the latter 10,000 men. 

It was considered both by the Court of Directors and the Supreme Go- 
vernment, in the then unsettled state of Cutch, inexpedient to enteron 
any other terms with that state than those of amity and friendship. 

Overtures were again made io 1806 for assistance to release the Rajah 
from the thraldom in which he was held by Futteh Mahomed, and they 
were answered in the same spirit. 

As our relations with the Gwicowar extended into Kattywar, we were 
brought more closely into contact with Cutch, and in 1809, overtures com- 
menced on our part, and an agent was deputed to Bhooj, who contracted 
eertain relations with the Wuzzeer Futteh Mahomed and the Dewan Huns- 
Raj, to the effect that no troops of theirs should cress to the cast side of 
the Gulfand Runn, lying between Cutch and Guzerat, nor should any claim 
or interference on their part be therein maintained, Butas the Maha 
Rao of Cutch had various claiins on the countries thus situated, it was a 
agreed that they should be adjusted by arbitrators ; one on the part of the 
Company,one on the part of Maha Rao, and one on behalf of those on whom 
the claims were made. 

Huns Raj further propesed, that an Agent should be stationedat Mundavee 
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on the part of the British Government, for whose expense he offered to assign 
18,000 rupees a year; that Mundavee should be placed under his own 
charge, until his master the Maha Rao should be competent to assume the 
direction of affairs ; and that British aid should be lent for the defence of 
Mundavee if threatened, the cost of which he was ready tu pay; which 
propositions were entertained, and Huns Raj and his heirs guaranteed in 
possession of Mundavee. 

The proceedings in Cutch, and the presence of a detachment of Troops 
in Kattywar, under Colonel Walker, the Resident at Baroda, caused some 
anxiety on the part of the Ameers of Scinde, and led them to call for ex- 
planation on the subject from the Bombay Government. The Ameers had 
been before told through a letter from the Governor General, that we 
would not tolerate any project of hostility on their part towards Cutch. 

On the death of the Dewan Huns Raj, and the accession of his son Shew 
Raj to the office, a civil war again arose between the Wuzzeer and Dewan, 
and on the strength of the engagement before described, the latter claimed 
the aid of two battalions of our troops for the protection of Mundavee ; the 
Cutch territory then apparently being divided between the rival ministers, 
After some attempts at negotiation which proved unsuccessful, the Agent io 
Cutch called our troons from Kattywar to Mundavee, to support the 
Hindoo aganist the Mahomedan minister. The presence of these troops 
hastened the settlement of their dillerences.—The differences were referred 
to arbitratien, and long before the award was given, both parties required 
the withdrawal of the battaliona, 

Obligations which we had incurred to secure to the Cutch government 
its just claims from the territory of Kattywar, lying between Cutch and 
Guczerat, and which was chiefly tributary to our ally the Gwicowar, 
rendered it necessary, in 1812 to equip a furce of some strength under the 
command of Sir Lionel Smith, to operate against one of those tributary 
Chieftains, the Rana of Naonuggur, who refused to abide by the terms of 
our and the Gwicuwai's settlennnt of the Cutch eluims on him, and it was 
in consequence necessary to coerce him into obedience, 

From this period upto 3815, the territories of our allics in Kattywar 
had been coustantly subject to the incursions of the people of Wagur, who, io 
breach of the engagements of the Cutch Government with us, bad crossed 
the Run to commit depiedations in that province. The less sustained 
thereby, with the expenge incurred for the repression of the evil, was at 
the end of that year estimated at twenty Jakhs of rupees. 

The Government of Cutch having failed to attord either redress for 
the past, or indemnity for the future, a force was at the close of the year as- 
sembled, under the Command of Lieut, Cul. East, in Kattywar, to compel 
that Government to adopt those measures which negutiation had failed 
to produce. On its advance by the direct route towards the Czpital, the 
water was found to have been poisoned, bags of wheat and arsenic having 
been discovered in the tanks ; it was therelure necessary to turn towards 
Avjar, which town surrendered shortly after the batteries were opened 
against it ; and onthe force advancing from that jlace towards Bhooj, 
Wukeels were despatched by the Rao tu Camp, to adjust terms with the 
Agent who accompanied the force. 

The first question to be adjusted was the conflicting claims of two sons of 
the Rao Ladovba and Burmuljee, to the guddee ; and the election was lett to 
the princip] Jey Rajah chiefs, forming the federal brotherhood of the Rao of 
Cutch. They were unanimous infavorot the latter, declaring him to be the legi- 
timate son of the late Rao, whilst the former it was insinuated, was spurious. 

A treaty of amity and friendship was concluded at Bkooj, on the 14th 
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of January 1816, which was delivered to the Agent by the Rao in full 
Durbar, with the expression of a hope that its provisions would ever continue 
binding on both parties. They were principally, indemnity to the subjects 
of the Peishwaand Gwicowar for losses sustained by them, through the 
irru;:tions of the people of Cutch into Kattywar ; and to us for the expences 
of the war, and promixed security for the future, both from land agressions 
and piracy. The British Government agreed to aid with the force 
toarrange affairs in the disturbed talook of Wagur, and the Rao 
ceded in perpetuity the fort and district of Anjar, engaged to pay the 
annual sum of two lakhs of Cowries, and to receive at his Capital 
a representative of the British Government. The Supreme Government 
considered the amount of indemnity for the expense of the war (eight 
lakins of Rupees) and the annual tribute calculated to impoverish the 
principality of Cutch to adegree which would destroy its substantive 
power, and both were by a supplementary article to the treaty remitted. 
‘The revenues of Cutch were, it may be mentioned, in 1809, stated to be 
only 10,00,000 rupees. This measure, with the restoration of the Jey 
Rajah Rao of Cutch, after the suspension of hia authority for twenty 
years, was represented to have diffused great joy throughout the country, 
and to place our relations on the most propitious footing. 

Yet scarcely were these terms concluded, when the Rao of Cutch begun 
to evince a disposition hostile to us. He murdered the unfortunate Ladooba 
who had been his rival in his claims to the throne, began tolevy troops 
for the purpose of attacking Anjar, and attacked one of the Wagur 
Chiefs, whose possessions were under our guarantee, to show others, as 
he openly avowed, the punishment which awaited those who depended 
for protection on the British Government. 

The conduct of the Rao left little doubt that he was deranged in in- 
tellect, vither through inheritance from his father, or from the inordinate 
use of spirits; ant it became necessary to assemble a military force, 
ander the Command of Sir William Grant Keir, to act against him. 

Anew treaty was concluded with the Jey Raja brotherhood on the 
13th Oct., 1819. The Rao was agreeably to their desire deposed, placed 
as a state prisoner in Bhvoj, and his infant son was raised to the guddee 
under the name and title of Maha Raja Mirza Rao Dessuljee, A regency 
was framed during the minority of whom the British Resident, at par- 
ticular desire of the brotherhood, fermed one of the six menbers. A 
British force was left for the protection of Cutch, the expense of which 
that Government bound itself to pay, to be reduced or entirely withdrawn 
at the option of the British Government. The Jey Raja Chiefs, aud 
generally ail Rajpoot Chiefs, in Cutch and Wagur, are guarantecd in 
the full enjoyment of their possessiuns. All agree to abolish the practice 
of female infanticide. 

Iu 1822, the town and districtof Anjar were restored to the Rao for a 
money payment of 88,000 rupees a year. 

From that period up to 1835-6, the irruptions of plunderers from the 
neighbouring district of Nuggar Parkur, either an integral part of the 
dominions or a Country tributary to Seinde, had been loudly complained 
of as an evil requiring redress. ‘Che Khosas, or inhabitants of the couatry 
tothe North East of Parkur, had also found a resting place there. 

The obligations under which we were to protect the frontier of our allies 
of Baroda and Cutch from foreign aggression at length forced us to 
arm against these depredators, aod to act against them in the seat of their 

wer: our operations being seconded in various degrees by the states of 
Baroda, Cutch, Scinde, Joudpore and Jessulmere; - Cae 
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The inability of the principality of Cutch to meet the demands due to us 
by treaty, led to constant remissions on our part. At length the Court of 
Directors, in a letter dated the lst of February 1832, informed the Bom- 
bay Government, that the demands on Cutch, on account of the ceasion 
of Anjar, were considered to be much above what that purgunnah can 
yield, and as they were consequently a charge upon the other resources 
of the state, they should be permanently relinquished. The Bombay Go- 
vernment accordingly resolved on the 4th of September, 1832, that the 
amount of arrears, seven laklis of cowries (Cro lakhs of rupees, ) sheuld 
be struck off, and that the equivalent for Anjar, 88,000 rupees per annum, 
should be remitted. The subsidy hereafter payable being 2,00,000 rupees 
per annum ; that this amount should diminish in proportion as we might 
diminish the troops in Cutch ; and if they should be diminished so as to 
fall below the amount of the Anjar compensation, or altogether withdrawn, 
then in either case, thatamount only should be demandable. This was a 
great boon conferred on our ally of Cutch, for the young Rao could thus 
enter on the administration of a country comparatively unshackled in its 
resources. 

In 1838, it was found that the conduct of the Rao’s father Burmuljee, 
interposed considerable obstacles to Rao Desul’s advancement, unsettling 
by evil counsels the right principles which had been implanted ia his 
mind, and furnishing much cause of offence and uneasiness to the well 
disposed and reflecting portion of the Rao’s subjects. 

On this the Government caused the ex Rao and his family to be ree 
moved to the palace of the late Jemedar Futteh Mahomed, under certain 
restrictions, which while they prevented a too frequent intercourse, 
admitted of periodical visits by the young Rao to his father, and free com- 
munication between the females of the two families. 

The young Rao was permitted to assume the Government from the 
Fegency at the close of the Cutch official year, viz: in the month of Jane 
1834, and completed his 19th year on the 12th August of that same year. 

In December 1835, it was brought to notice that a considerable traffic 
in slave children existed between Arabia and the Ports of Cutch and 
Kattywar. The Government on this determined to take measures for ite 
suppresion, and issued injunctions tothe Resident in Cutch to make 
representations to the Rao. The Rao entered warmlyinto the views of 
the Government and issued a proclamation prohibiting, on pain of 
confiscation, the importation of slaves into his country after six months 
from the date of the proclamation: The Rao’s character though it is not 
exempt from faults, proves him on the whole an extremely favorable speci- 
men of an Asiatic ruler; he has no prominent vices, and possesses the 
qualities most frequently found wanting in his station, as well as most ne- 
cessary in it, viz. attention to and capacity for public business; he tries 
his best to pay off the debts of the state, and his country is on the whole 
well governed, 

The zeal and alacrity displayed by the Rao of Cutch in 1838 in affording 
assistance, by procuring camels and otherwise, to our military operations 
in the North West, at considerable expence, for which he would not accept 
reimbursement, entitled that prince to a mark of consideration from the 
British Government. And as he was soon after induced by unfavorable 
seasons to solicit that our demands for one year’s subsidy (from the 15th 
October 1838 to the 15th October 1839) might be postponed, and the pay- 
ment distributed over the four succeeding years, this indulgence was grant- 
ed in testimony of the sense entertained by the British Goverament of 
his friendly conduct. 
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SAWUNTWAREE. 

This state seems to have its origin since the time of Sewajee. The 
first agreement of the British Government with it was negotiated through 
the Envoy of Goaon the 3rd Octoher 1812. Its object was to save us 
from the piracy to which British Commerce had long been subject. 

Its chief, who was styled Bhonsla, ceded the Fort of Vingorla 
with the port and limit thereof, and agreed to deliver up all armed 
vessels. 

On another occasion negociation having failed, a force under the com- 
mand of Sir William Grant moved to the frontier of this state, early in 
1819, to enforce the following demands—Ist, the surrender of the offen- 
ders whose names are annexed, into the hands of the British Government ; 
Qnd, the repayment of the amount of property plundered; 3rd, the re- 
moval from all command under the Sawuntwaree government of Lainbaja 
Sawunt and Babna Gopaul, the principal instigators in the outrages com- 
plained of; 4th, the surrender of the forts of Raree and Newtee, to be 
held for three years as pledges of good behaviour, The surrender of Waree 
was easly obtained, but Raree was invested. A Portuguese force from 
Goa had been before the place twenty-nine days, and had employed in the 
siege twenty-five pieces of ordnance, of which ten were of the largest cali- 
bre. The British batteries were opened en the 13th of February, and on 
the evening of the same day,the general defences were considered sufficiently 
impaired to admit of the outworks being assaulted, and they were carried 
accordingly. The principal portion of the garrison evacuated the place 
during the same night, and the remainder surrendered on the following 
morning. A treaty followed these operations, and is dated the 17th of 
February 1819. It does not differ in any material point from other treaties 
of this period, except that subjects of Sawuntwaree committing crimes 
within, or plundering the British territories, are to be tried by the laws 
of that Country, Certain districts and forts were ceded to the British Go- 
vernment together with the line of sea-coast connecting its territory with 
that of the Portuguese. By another treaty of the same date, in the following 
year, the districts, with the exception of the line of sea-ccast were retroced- 
ed to Sawuotwaree, in proof that the British Governmeut demanded the 
cession of those places only to put a stopto the depredations of the people 
of Sawuntwaree within its territory, 

These measures failed, however, to produce what we desired, protection 
within our own border from the depredations of the people of Sawuntwaree ; 
and it was found necessary to give the assistance of cur Government to form 
in that principality an administration suilicieatly powerful to subdue some 
of its turbulent chiefs who impeded the efficient working of the machine. 

Io 1822, the Raja, though then in his 19th or 20th year, was debarred 
from all authority in the state by the Ranees, who with the assistance of 
an influential minister, wished to keep the administration of affairs in their 
own hands, whilst the most influential person in the priucipality named 
Chundroba favored the Raja’s pretensions and would have assisted him to 
break through the thraldom in which he was kept had he not feared to lose 
thereby a substantial pension which he held under the guarantee of our 
Government. % 

The weakness and disorganization of the government of the petty state 
again in 1836-37, compelled the British Government to ao armed inter- 
ference in its internal affairs, and the forts of Madbogurh and Naraingurh, 
‘and the town of Waree, were occupied by British troops. 

After the incapable chief of Sawuntwaree had been thus relieved by the 
aid of a British force from insurrection and turbulencies, against which 
he could not otherwise have made head, the government felt the obligation 
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of preventing a Prince, whose power depended on our interference, from 
abusing that power, but considered that obligation sufficiently redeemed by 
appointing a minister, Wittul Rao Madhoo, and binding the chief (or 
Surdessye) by treaty not to remove him without the British consent. 

‘This treaty the Chief never entered into with sincerity ; he made con- 
tinual complaints against the minister, which the collector of Rutnagherry 
(to whom relations with the Warree stale were then entrusted) represented 
to be altogether unfounded, ascribing them to the influence of disreputable 
favourites, particularly to thatof one Bhowannee Shunkur, formerly dis- 
missed from the service of the British Government for malversation. Shortly 
after another formidable rebellion broke out in ECawuntwaree, and our 
troops were again sent to assist in putting it down, 

In 1838. the country was in a state requiring for the fourth time withia 
a few years the armed interference of the British Government. That state 
is described thus : 

«The Sur Dessye again exhibits the same imbecility and unfitness for the 
control of his territory. The same insecurity for life and property exists. 
Phund Sawunt’s (a notorious rebel leader,) band is still out inereasing in 
number, other bands of plunderers have broken out setting defiance to the 
Sur Dessye, plundering the peaceful inhabitants of his villages, and threat~ 
ening if not actually causing disturbances and devredations in our acjoining 
districts, The leaders of this band have refused the amnesty offered to them 
by the chief. The Sur Dessye exhibits the same obstinacy, surrounded by 
and under the influence of favorites of anevil and designing chsracter, and 
refuses support and concurrence in the measures taken by the minister ap- 
pointed by the British Govt., to whose advice he is bound by an agreement 
to attend? Nut content with thwarting the minister in the exercize of his 
functions, it is even said that he emp luyed torture to extort false evidence, 
charging that person with holding a correspondence with rebels. ‘The in« 
habitants commenced flying from the country, and the rapid growth of the 
bands of rebels, and the increasing extent of their depredations created an 
urged demand for the immediate interposition of the paramount power. 
Tne Government deemed it inconvenient to employ our troops any more ia 
merely suppressing resistance to a chief to whom already three or four times 
a like aid had been afforded in a similar way, and who had proved himself 
utterly unfit to rule. The removal of the Sur Dessye from all authority 
(an adequate pecuniary provision being assigned to him,) was then con- 
sidered to be an indispensable part of the new arrangement renviered ne- 
eessary. ‘The country was placed for the present under British management 
to be hereafter restored to the Sur Dessye or his family, when there should 
appear a sutlicient prospect of their governing it well. 

A Bombay Civil Servant was appuinted Political Superintendent of the 
territory under this arrangement, but his exertions to reform the admi- 
nistration of this mis-governed principality, were for a consideraole time 
impeded by the disturbance or apprehension uf disturbance in which the 
country was constautly kept by malcontent individuals, who were or ex- 
pected to be, losers by the indispensable reductions which had been effected 
in the public expenditure. ‘The plots of these people would have been 
sooner frustrated and their persons secured, had they not received an 
asylum in the territory of Goa. 

By the shelter they thus received, and the connivance they thus experien- 
ced, the malcontents were enabled tu enlist an arined force consisting partly 
of Warree and partly of Goa subjects, and to effect two serious invasio.s 
of the Warree territory. On the first occasion they got temporary posses- 
sion of the Fort of Warree and of the persons of the chieftain, his family, 
and the minister Moso Punt. On the second they captured the Fort of 
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Humuntghur, blockaded the passes, plundered travellers and attempted to 
levy the Government Revenue, and although in both cases they were 
with little difficulty expelled, and some of the leaders as well of their 
followers were taken prisoners, the remainder continued to assemblein a 
hostile manner in the Goa country, close to the frontier of Sawuntwaree 
and made several incursions into te Warre territory, in one of which they 
attacked the Naha of Kulneh, carried off some property, and severely wound- 
ed the Government Carcoon and four other persons. On one of these oc- 
casions, the leader of the party was Baba Rama Juakur, a Dessye of 
the Goa territory and in the reccipt of an allowance from that state; and 
this individual was also one of the leaders atthe capture of the fort of 
Humuntgur. 

Soon after these occurrences, on the arrival at Goa ofa new Governor 
General of the Portuguese settlements, that functionary in compliance 
with the requisition of the Government of India exerted himself in ear- 
nest to apprehend the Warree fugitives, and those Portuguese subjects 
who had afforded them assistance: and not only, wera several of the 
former secured and made over to the British authority, but the insur- 
gents being no longer able to find shelter in the Goa territory, returned 
to the Warree jungles, where most of the surviving leaders were appre- 
hended and the band was completely suppressed, The feelings of ine 
security and alarm which had diffused themselves through the territory 
of Sawuntwarree and which were beginning to have a most unfavorable 
effect on the cultivation and the revenue, ceased, and the people began 
again to be actively engaged in their ordinary avocations, 

The prisoners were tried by the Political Superintendent, assisted by 

~ mative assessors, their offences were fully proved by unexceptionable 
evidence, and in almost every instance by their own confession, Nine of 
the leaders were sentenced to death, which sentence was commuted into 
transportation for lite by the Local Government. ‘Those who merely took 
service with the Insurgents as Sepoys, were ordered to be released on find- 
ing security, or after a short continement. 
- In order to diminish the expense as well as to increase the efficiency of 
the Warree Military Force, the Local Government organized a corps of 
460 Sepoys, with a suitable uamber of native otticers, the whole disciplined 
and commanded by Captain ‘Troward aided by Lieutenant Gibbard, as 
adjutant. ‘The total annual cost of this corps estinated at Rupees 45,739 
is debited inthe Warrce State. Such of the irregular soldiery of Sawunt 
Warree as were not enrolled in the corps were disbanded, a small com. 
pensation being temporarily granted to them (in conformity wiih prece- 
dent under the Warree State) by a remission of the assessment on the 
lands which they held. 


SATARA. 

Sivajee, the illustrious founder of the Mabhratta nation, and gallant 
assertor of Hindoo independence, was born in 1627, and derives his 
pedigree from the family of Oudeepore. His father, Shahjee, was one 
of the principal militaty officers under the Mahomedan dynasty of 
Beejapoor, aud held extensive Jagheers, They included Poona’ and 
Satara on the western frontier of the Kiugdom, and ‘Tanjore on 
the Southern, where respectively his sons, Sivajee and Venkajee, 
laid the foundation of  suvereignties. A disagreement between his 
parents deprived Sevajee ofa father's care during his youth, but it was 
supplied by that of a guardian, into whose hands the family intereats in 
the west were iatrusted. By him he was thoroughly educated in the 
usual accomplishments of an Asiatic cavalier,—archery, horsemanship, 
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the spear, and the sword, He began very early to practise these acquire- 
ments ,in exploits more daring than ercditable, and his enterprises at 
length bore the character of revellion.—He obtained possession of various 
forts by means either of stratagem or courage, and laid the foundation of 
future sovereignty. ‘The Hindoos, who had long borne a foreign yoke, 
rallied round him, and the slaughter of the unprepared Mahomedan army 
of Beejapoor after the assasination of their general in the treacherous em- 
brace of Sivajee, gave earnest of the future hero, agreeably to the rude 
notions of the times, and gained him a great accession of followers and 
resources, His contests with the Mahomedan Kingdoms of Beejapoor 
and Ahmednuggur, contributed to enlarge his own dominions, and to the 
final overthrow of these dynasties by Aurungzeb, with whose armies he 
was himself always at war till his death in 1630. 

Heleft the sovereignty he had formed to a worthless son, Sumbhajee, and 
institutions judicial, civil and fiscal, for hisguidance, which continued in prace 
tice as long as the Maharatta sovereignty endured, Sumbhajee, during the 
life time of his father, had given promise of future fame, but he commenced 
bis reign inauspiciously, in the seizure and unnatural execution of bis mo 
ther-in-law. And also the confidential ministers of his deceased father. Af- 
ter an inglorious reign, chiefly marked by tyranny towards his subjects, and 
sensual indulgence, he was surprised and together with his son, Sevajee 
taken prisoner in 1694, and carried to the camp of Aurungzeb. The for- 
mer having grievously provoked the emperor during his confinements, was 
made to suffer a cruel death, and the latter being spared an accouut of his 
youth, grew up under the protection of the accomplished Fuez-ool-Nissa 
Begum Aurungzeb's daughter. This princes changed the name of Sivajee 
to that of Sahoo. 

_ Raja Ram, the younger son of Sumbhajee was raised to the throne in 
1695, and died in June, 1693 leaving two sons, Sivajee and Sumbajee, by 
his two wives, Tara Baee, and Rajis Baee. The former succeeded his fa- 
ther, but evincing symptoms of insanity some years after, he was deposed 
and contined by his own mother in 1703 who raised his half-brother Sum- 
bhajee to the Musnud at Kolapoor, which had become the seat of govern- 
ment of the Mahratta empire. Aurungzeb died in 1707 but previously 
gave Sahoo liberty to go to Satara and claim lis inheritance. He was 
for some time opposed to his Aunt ‘Tara Baee a taleuted violent, and 
ambitious woman, but Sahoo Raja at length consented to share the 
possessions of the family with Sumbhajee, who was permittted to retain 
Kolapoor, and all the country south of the Waroa and Kriana, while to 
Sahoo was left all tothe north of these rivers. Tara Baee retired to 
Kolapoor, and lived to an extreme old age, both she and her step-son dy- 
ing in the year 1760. 

Sahoo Raja having been bred in all the effeminacy of Mahomedan se- 
raglio, was of too indolent and luxurious habits to manage atfairs of go- 
vernment. Happy to he freed from its drudgery he left it to his ministers, 
of whom the Peshwa, than Balajee Wiswanauth was the chief, both io 
rank and talent. He was succeeded by Bajeerow Bullal, to whom suc- 
ceeded his son Balajee, denominated Nana Salib.—Salioo Raja died with- 
out issue, 27th December 1749 and by his will empowered the Peshwa, 
in hereditary successiov, to conduct in future the affairs of the Mahratta 
empire, on condition of keeping up the dignity of his house. From that 
day the subversion of the power of the house of Satara was complete, 
and that of the Peskwa’s established. The Peshwa then brought forward 
Ram Raja, the son of Sewajee and nephew of the reigning Raja of Ko- 
lapoor, and caused him to be adopted as the son of Sahoo, agreeably to the 
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understood intention of the latter ;rince Ram Raja, having no children, 
after being married many years, adopted, in 1777, at the suggestion of Nana 
Furnawees, a youth of the family of the Desmooks of Wavee, and, dying 
in the following year, this youth was raised, ia 1778, to the Musnud of 
Satara, by the name of Sahoo the second. 

‘The semblance of respect was still maintained towards the reigning or 
rather pageant, prince, and a guard of honour, consisting of 500 
horse, was appointed by the Peshwa, to escort and to watch him, but 
his expenses were limited, as well as the range of his excursions in the 
neighbourhoud of his capital. All reports of war and peace, and the re- 
sult of campaigns, however, were reguiarly submitted to him ; and while 
the creation of new, and the nomination to the succession of heriditary, 
officers and estates, derived confirmation from him alone, the Peshwa him- 
self was not deemed exempt from admitting such tokens of homage as was 
due to his nominal master. 

The revolution which succeeded on the death of ;Madoo Rao, at Poona, 
in October 1795, afforded the Rajah an opening’ to emancipation, of which 
he did not fail to avail himself, and seizing the person employed to con- 
trol him, encouraged his brother, Chutr Singh, to raise troops and seek for 
foreign aid. The troops which the Raja had collected were attacked by 
superior numbers under Purusram Bhow, an experienced and Popular 
Commander, when many of his highness’s gallant kinsmen were killed 
and wounded, maintaining a hopeless resistance. Sahoo the second became 
thenceforward a close prisoner in the fort of Satara, and died 4th May 
1608, leaving three sons of whom the eldest was Purtab Singh, (the pre= 
sent Ex-Raja). The war of 1817—18 having placed the whole of the 
dominions of the Peshwa at the disposal of the British Government, a 
tract was reserved sufficient for the maintenance, in comfort and dignity, 
of the Raja of Satara. Purtab Singh was therefore raised to the throne in 
February 1818, but ashe was wholly ingnorant of business, from the 
seclusion in which he had been brought up, the reserved territories were, 

ein the meantime, placed under the management of British Agents. The 

Raja, who had been thought to expect the control of his affairs as soon 
ashe was qualified to exercise it, s1on become so, and the entire powers 
of the state were formally delivered over to him in April 1822. 

The whole territory under the authority of the Raja yielded a re- 
venue of thirty lacs of Rupees, of which about half was assigned to Jag- 
heerdars, Enamdars, &c., and the rest realizing a net revenue of sixteen 
Jacs, was unier the Rija’s owa munazemeut, assisted by the 
Resident. His military force besides the contingents of his Jagheerdars, 
consisted of 700 horse, Mahrattas and Mahomedans, of which two 
huodred formed the Paga, or household troop and four thousand infan- 
try which were employed in revenue and police duties, and as garrisons 
to forts, These were, exclusive of the shetsundee,a heridatary militia, which 
ay be reckoned two thousand more. ‘They served by turns six months 
in the year, and only one half of the whole was therefore effective. 

Jagheerdars who furnished contingents, were the descendants of the 
chief leaders under Sevajee, aod the number of horse they were requir- 
ed to serve with was as follows :—

We must now turn to the subject of the late disposal, in September 
1839, of the present Ex-sovereign of Satara. To place this ina clear 
light we must revert in the first instance to the period of the Mahratta 
war. 

When the British Government was compelled by the unprovoked hos- 
tility of Bajee Row to declare war against him, a proclamation datec the 11th 
February 1818, was issued by the Hon’ble Mr. Elphinstone, sole Com- 
missioner for the settlement of the territories conquered from the Peshwa, 
setting forth the circumstances which had rendered that measure imperative. 
To this it was announced as follows :— 

‘ The Raja of Satara who is now a prisoner in Bajee Row's hands, will 
be released and placed at the head of an independent Sovereignty of such 
an extent as may maintain the Raja and his family in comfort and dignity ; 
with this view the Fort of Satara has been taken—the Raja’s flag has been set 
up in it, and his former ministers have been called into employment. 
Whatever country is assigned to the Raja will be administered by him, 
and he will be bound to establish a system of justice and order. The 
rest of the country will be held by the Hon’ble Company. The Revenue 
will be collected by the Government, but all property real or personal will 
be secured. All Wathen and Enam (hereditary lands) and Wurshasuos 
(annual stipends, ) and all religious and charitable establishments will be 
protected, and their customs maintained as far as is just and reasonable. 

The Raja of Satara having been reseued from captivity on the defeat 
of the Peshwa at Ashta, was pursuantto the above declaration placed on 
the throne, and a treaty of alliance and friendship was concluded between 
His Highness and the British Government, dated the 25th September 1819, 
By the second Article of this compact, the Raja for himself and for his 
heirs and successors, engaged to hold his territory in subordinate 
eo-operation with the British Government, and to be guided in all 
matters by the advice of the British Agent at His Highness’s Court. By 
the fifth article the Raja for himself and for his heirs and successors, 
engaged to forbear from all intercourse with foreign powers, and 
with all Sirdars, Jagheerdars, Chiefs and ministers, and all 
persons of whatever description who were not rendered subject to his 
authority, and to abstain from all connection or correspondence with 
them. It was further stipulated by the same article that any 
affairs that might arise with the aforesaid states, and persons relating 
to His Highness, should be exclusively conducted by the British Govern- 
ment, and that if, (for the purpose of forming matrimonial connexions for 
His Highness’s family, or for any similar purpose) His Highness should 
have occasion to communicate with persons not rendered subject to his 
authority, such communication should be made entirely through the poli- 
tical Agent. Finally it was declared, that this article was a fundamental 
condition ofthe agreement, and that any departure from it on the Rajah's 
part, would subject him to the loss of all the advantages secured to him by 
the said treaty. 

Notwithstanding this solema compact, it was in 1838-9 conclusively 
established to the conviction of the British Government that the Raja, 
unmindful of his obligations and of the generosity which restored him to 
liberty, andconferred on him a throne, for a series of years, had held 
clandestine communications, contrary to the stipulations of thedth Article of 
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the treaty ; that he had cherished ambitious designs, hostile to the British 
Government ; that he had advanced claims and pretensions incompatible 
with the letter and spirit of the treaty, and, that he had conducted himself in 
@ manner subversive of the alliance formed between the two states. 

Nevertheless, the British Government willing to believe in the confidence 
that the Raja had been betrayed into these acts by the counsels of evil and 
designed men, and in the hope and expectation that the Raja would appre- 
ciate its clemency and abandon the dangerous course into which he had 
been seduced, had resolved to overlook and forgive the past, on his agree- 
ing for the future to act strictly and in good faith according to the treaty ; 
to dismiss from his counsels the Minister who had been chiefly instru- 
mental in‘creating disunion between the two states, and to abstain from 
injring those persons through whose information his violations of the treaty, 
had been established. 

With this view Sir James Rivett Carnac, Governor of Bombay, vested 
with full authority from the Governor General of India, proceeded in per~ 
son to Satara, and having explained to the Raja the dangerous position in 
which he had placed himself, and having communicated both verbally and 
in writing the conditions on which the British Government was willing to 
grant an amnesty for the past, urged him tothe compliance with these 
terms, as the only mode by which relations of amity and friendship with 
him could be restored, 

The Raja after repeated conferences and ample opportunity for reflec- 
tion, and after having been explicitly warned of the consequences, reject- 
ed_ these conditions. 

By this conduct the Raja left no course open to the British Government 
but that of removiog him from the Raja. In refusing to renew the existing 
treaty, grounding his refusal on the objections he entertained to its pro» 
visions, he virtually declared himself not bound by it, and consequently 
forfeited all the advantages he derived from it, among which, in this case, 
was the Raj itself, and had the Government shrunk from enforcing that 
consequence, such conduct, instead of being felt by the Raja as an in- 
stance ef generous forbearance, would have led him, and probably other 
dependent princes, to believe that they might safely indulge in contempt 
for, and total disregard of their obligations to the British Govern- 
ment. 

The Governor of Bombay with the utmost reluctance issued orders 
for_the removal of the Raja from the guddee of Satara. 

The British Government, however, having no views of advantage and 
aggrandizement, resolved to invest the brother, and next in succession to 
the Raja, with the sovereignty of the Satara state, and according to the 
limits fixed by the treaty of the 25th September 1819, proclaimed him Ra- 
ja of Satara under the title of Shreemunt Maharaj Shabjee Chutturputtur of 
Satara. 

The deposed Raja and his family were then removed to Benares, and an 
allowance of one lack and twenty-thousand rupees per annum granted 
for the provision of himself and his family, payable by monthly instalments 
of ten thofsand rupees, by the Satara Government. 

In order to obviate future misunderstanding and dispute, it was deter- 
mined that this allowance should be distributed in the following propor- 
tions and should terminate on the death of the respective parties. 

To the Ex- Rajah,...... Rs. 7,700 per mensem, Rs. 92,000 per annum. 


To his First Wi vy 1,000 H xy 12,000 ”

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The Ex-Raja and family now reside at Benares, under the surveillance 
of Captain Carpenter, Superintendent of the Ex-Raja of Coorg. 

The reigning sovereign is reported to be capable and well judging 
prince, and to be using every endeavour to ameliorate the condition of his 
country, especially by the construction of public works (tanks, roads 
&e.,) of common ability. 


KOLAPORE. 

The ‘ engagement” of the British Government with this small state, 
which was then a dependency onthe Peishwa, is dated the Ist October 
1812. Its chief, like the Raja of Akulkote, derives importance from his 
connexion with the Satara family. 
=The principal object of the ‘ engagement was to the settle some differ- 
ences between the Peishwa and the Raja through our mediation, in the same 
manner asw as done with the Purwardeen’family at the same periol. To save 
itself from piracy the Briti-lGovernmentjobtained the cession of the harbour 
ef Mulwan, with that of certain forts in its neighbourhood, and the lands 
dependant on them. In consideration of these cessions the Raja was gua- 
ranteed in his remaining possessions against all foreign powers and states, 
he agreeing to abide by the mediation of the British Government in all 
his differences with other powers, 

At the termination of the Malratta war the Kolapore state, received 
from the Britith Government the districts of Chickoree nd Manowlee, 
yielding three lacks of rupees per annum. 

In July 1821, the Raja of Kolapore was murdered in his own palace 
by Saeajee Bajee Mohite, whose jageer the Raja had resumed, 

During the disturbances at Kittoor, in 1824, and the reports which 
were so prevalent in the southern part of India, of disasters in the Bur- 
mese War, the conduct of the chief of Kolapore was considered very sus- 
picious. He suddenly lett his capital at the head of 5000 infantry, 1000 
horse, with seven guns, and in case in which the Raja had a dispute with 
the neighbouring territory of Sawuntwarree he refused, in infraction of 
the treaty with us, to abide by our award. 

Ia March 1825, the Kolapore Raja having claimed the Jageer of 
Kungal from Hindoo Rao, proceeded to reduce the fort of Kungal and its 
subordinate villages, which he soon effected, having a battering train of 
four guns, two mortars, with some field Artillery. This measure of the 
Raja's was considered indecently precipitate. In the meantime Hindoo 
Rao produced at Gwalior asunnud for these possessions, for the fa- 
thee of the present Raja of Kolapore, to his father Surjee Rao Gut- 
ea. 

In the following year, the Raja moved with a similar force to the Frontier 
of the Satara territory, without any communication with our Govern- 
ment, and as was supposed by our ally, with hostile intentions, which led 
both his highness and us to prepare to act on the offensive. 

In 1825 also, the further bad conduct of the Raja compelled the 
British Government to march @ force into the Kolapore territory, and 
oa the 30th December, a treaty was negociated with that state, the 
principal stipulations of which were, that the Raja was to reduce his force, 
and maintain it at a strength not calculated to disturb the public 
tranquillity within or without his territories; to attend to the advice of 
the British Government ia all measures calculated to effect tho public 
tranquillity ; to be independent within his own territories, and not to 
molest Hindoo Rao, and eertain other jageerdars in their ancient rights. 

Shortly after the eonclusion of this treaty, the Kolapore Raja pro- 
ceeded to Poona, the object of his journey being te induce the Gover- 
nor of Bombay to relieve him from tie conditions by which he was 
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bound. Failingin this, be returned to Kolapore, committing some ex- 
travagances and aggressions on the road, and conducting himself ou his 
journey, ashe had done at Poona, in a manner that showed him hardly 
to be of sane mind, Ou his return to Kolapore he was immediately 
guilty of an infraction of the terms of tho treaty, by levying troops 
excess of the stipulated number, and in seizing on the possessions of his 
Jageerdars, who were under our guarantee. A force had been assembled 
upon the Kolapore frontier to chastise the Raja for this breach of treaty, 
but as some delay occurred in the discussions necessary for ealling it 
into active operation, aud as the season got far advanced, it was in the 
end of April broken up The Political Agent reported in this letter of 
the 10th April 1827—‘With respect, however, to the reducing of his army 
to the peace establishment, or adjusting the numerous demands for 
which be has been called to make reparation, [ see not the smallest 
chance excepting by the presence of an over-awing British force at his 
very capital.’ ‘ 

‘The Raja proceeded in the career of strengthening his forees, and in 
August commenced aggressions on his neighbours. It was therefore 
necessary again to order a force into the field, to operate against him. 
It reached his Capital on the 15th of October, which was found to be 
in possession of 2 or 3000 Arabs and Scindians. It was peaceably delivered 
up to the British troops, the Arabs and Scindians marching in search of 
other service, and the rabble that the Raja had collected from all quarters 
dispersing in all directions, 

A definitive treaty was concluded at Kolapore on the 23rd of O-tober 
1827. The Raja was not to maintain more than 400 horse and 800 fuot, 
exclusive of the garrison. The talooks of Chickoree and Manowlee, for- 
merly granted to the Raja, wereresumed. Certain chiefs whom the Raji 
had molested received perpetual instead of life guarantees, and certain 
villages which be had resumed were restored. The forts of Kolapore 
and Punnallagurh were garrisoned by British troops, the Raja paying the 
expense, The sum of 1,47,948 rupees was chargelto the Raja for the 
damage done by him to his neighbours, and territory yielding 50,000 ru- 
pees ayear was reserved until the amount was liquidated. A minister 
was appointed by the British Government to administer the affairs of 
Kolapore, the power of removing and appointing resting with it, 

In February 1829, the Governor of Bombay visited Kolapore and 
considered that the fcrt of Punnallagurh might be given up, and cur 
regiment at Kolapore spared. The management of the country was 
then in the hands of adewan of the Rajas own choosing, but who could 
not maintain his place, or discharge the obligations imposed upon this 
petty state, without the complete support of the Political agent, which 
was given on the full understanding that every proper attention and 
respect would be paid by the miuister to his proud though incompetent 

rince. 

The execution of the intention of renioving the corps from Kolapore, 
was however retarded by a temporarry renewal of the Rajas irregular 
habits, under the pernicious influence of the minister who had proved 
unfriendly. The Government forthwith removed the individual, who 
had so greatly disappointed their expectations ; and after that, the Rajas 
conductso much improved that the Government at length thought it 
safe to withdraw the detachment. The Governor informed the Raja 
at their personal interview, that if at any future period he should find 
it necessary to send a military force to his Capital, it would not again 
be removed, and it is hoped that this warning, and the lesson the Raja's 
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of Kolapore have already received, will prevent the recurrence of such 
necessity. In 1839. the Raja died ; on his death, his eldest son, a minor, 
was placed upon the guddee, and a regency was formed consisting of 
the Dewan Sahiba (maternal aunt of the young chiefs) and four Karbarees 
to the exclusion of the Maee Sahib, his mother. This state claims equa- 
lity with Satara, and preserves the same durbar etequette. It is of the 
saine family also as Satara. 


KOLABA OR ANGRIA. 

Ranojee Angria was the son ofa distinguished Maharatta Officer in 

Seavajee’s fleet, and commencd life himself as second in command to the 
Officer who held the command of it, with charge of such part of the 
country, along the coast, form Goa to Surat, as belonged to the 
Mahrattas. He first distinguished himself at the capture of the strong 
fort of Raighur, from Abyssinian chief of Jinjera in the year 1698 ; and 
subsequntly in the reduction of that portion of the Koncan, still held 
by the Mahomedans. In these conquests, he attempted to establish an 
independent sovercignty; but having often been defeated, he at 
length consented to acknowledge the supremacy of the Raja of Satara, 
and was confirmed in possession of the whole of the territory and seaports 
from Wiziadroog to Kolaba. In 1722, the Bombay Government incensed 
at his piracies, joined the Portuguese in an expedition against him. 
The land forces being furnished by the latter, and three ships of the 
line, under Commodore Mathews, being furnished by the former ; but the 
object of it failed, through cowardice in the Portuguese. His possessions, 
on his deata in 1728 reverted first to his eldest Son, Sumkojee, and in two 
years after to his second son Sumbajee, whose great grand son last 
held the estate. The indiscri:ninate piracies of this family on all nations 
approching the Western Coast of India, are matters of history and do 
not admit of illustration in this place. As the British power prepondera- 
ted, they gradually subsided ; and after the treaty of Bassein in 1803, 
they ceased altogethcr, while the once powerful Angria, encroached on 
by the Peishwas from time to time dwindled into insignificance. At the break- 
ing out of the war in 1817-18, the territory in possessoin of the family yield- 
ed three lacs of rupees, of which about half was applied to religious 
purposes. After the war the relations between Rugheojee Angria the 
then Chief, andthe British Government, were fixed by treaty in July 
1822. 
In 1839-40, Rughoojee Angria dying left three widows, and gave to 
the elder of the three a conditional power to adopt a son and heir to his 
Raj and possessions. The condition was that there should be no natural 
heir born to him—but shortly after his death, the second widow Teshba 
Baee gave birth to a son, who was recognized and proclaimed as successor 
to the Raj and territory of Kolaba. The infant after somewhat more than 
ayear from the date of its birth died. The permission for adoption, granted 
to the eldest of the Ranees of Rughoojee Angria was restricted to an 
event which did not happen, namely, the absence of the birth of any na- 
tural son; thus a claim advanced by the widows to makea further adop- 
tion became untenable. (The succession of a female to.such achief ship in 
her own right would be contrary to all usage, and need not theretore be 
considered as affecting the case.) The claim of another canditate by name 
Sumbajee Angria had been previously negatived by the Government 
of Bombay, on the ground of his illegitimate descent. 

There being then no legal heir to the state, the Kolaba territory lapsed 
tothe British dominions. All personal property was allowed to be dis- 
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tributed amongst the surviving members of the family, according to or- 
dinary Jaw and customs, and liberal provisions was granted to them. 

In appointing a Political Superintendent every care was directed to 
be taken that there should be no abruptness or disregard to local wishes, 
in introducing the general forms audrules of Britisi administration into 
the Kolaba territory. 

PAHLUMPORE. 

The Nawab, or Dewan,of Pahlumpure derives his descent from 
a tribe of Afghans, who according to the Akbir Nama, oceupied 
Behar in the reign of Hamayoon Emperor of Delhi. Bahadoor Khan, 
an ancestor of this chief, was Foujdar in 1759, when Pahlumpore 

“Was besieged by the Mahrattahs, under Sudasheo Ramchunder, 
and aftera month’s fighting, during which the whole of his country 
was plundered and laid waste by them, he was oblizel to buy them off by 
a payment of 35,000 rupees. Some Bramins of Jaloro still do homage 
yearly to the Dewan for villages received from his ancestors, who held the 
Foujdaree of that district till dispossessed by Aurungzeb. In 1813 the 
Dewan was Feroze Khan, who was murdered by a faction of Scinde Je- 
madars in that year. 

The revenue was we believe then (in 1813) rated at two and a half lacs 
ofrupees per annum, of which fifty thousand were seized as tribute, to the 
Guicowar. 

After Ferore Khan came Futteh Khan. 

About 1815-16 misgovernment and confusion had rendered it neces- 
sary that the following engagements sheuld be entered into with the Pah- 
lumpore chief. The document will explain itself. 

* Agreement entered into by Futteh Khan Dewan of Pahlumpore and 
Deesa of his own free will for the better Government, and security of the 
above mentioned principalities, signed and delivered to Captain William 
Miles, Political Agent, on the part of the British Government at Pablum- 
pore on the 28th November 1817. Preamble. ‘ That to place the terri- 
tory depending on Pablumpore and Deesa in security from internal and 
external dissension and violence, to obviate the trouble so often occasioned 
to the British and Guicowar Governments from the bad administration of 
the affairs of this petty state, and witha view tothe improvement of the 
country the following articles of Agreement are entered into and hereby 
confirmed. 

“1. The British and Guicowar Governments having been pleased to 
seat me on the Gudee of my Father, and establish my authority uver Pah- 
lumpore and Deesa, it is my desire to the end that this state which is in a 
ruinous condition may be better governed, its security and tranquillity 
ensured, and a provision made fer the discharge of arrears and debts, in 
which from bad management it has been involved, to receive the aid and 
advice of a respectable man in quality of Agent onthe part of the Gui- 
cowar Government. 

* He shall have full access to my Revenue Accounts, receipts and ex- 
penditure,and I engage to follow his suggestions in all arrangements what- 
ever relative to Government. It is indispensible that this Agent be such 
as shall possess the confidence of the British Government, and as his situa- 
tion demands hz should be disinterested, his salary must be liberal. 

‘2. 1 also agree to subsidize 250 horse with a Sirdar to command 
them. The pay of the horse to be 80 rupees each per mensem, aud the 
Sirdar shall receive 600 rupees per mensem. 

I require these troops to defend my country against enemies of every de- 
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scription, end to preserve itin perce and order, They are to be good 
horse and always ready to act in a body against the refractory Shumshere 
Khan, and hisadheren s, andin fact for all purposes to secure the tranquil - 
lity of the country, “They will not be employed without the concurrence of 
the Guicowar Agent, and are not to be sent on revenue details without the 
orders of Government. When their service is not otherwise required, they 
are to be stationed near me, for my personal protection, 

3. The gate called Bahadoor Guy is to remain in charge of the Sir- 
kar* troops, 100 good infantry to be stationed there, and their rate of pay 
10 rupees monthly each, nadar iacluded. 

4. The Horse and Iutantry, their Commander and the Agent to be 
paid monthly without deduction, and the banker who pays them shall have 
territory assigned to him for the discharge of their salaries. 

5. The Sirkar dues (50,000 rnpees) per annum shall henceforward 
he paid junctually every year at Baroda, The arrears, 75,000 rupees, 
shall be discharged in the course of the next year, but in consideration, that 
the country has suffered much from want of rain, the exactions of Shum- 
shere Klan and ravages of the Koolies with the constant movement of 
troops through it lately, I hope Government will be indulgent in their 
expectations and claims at least for the present. 

6. From the impoverished condition of the country and other claims 
on the Pahlumpore state the snms due to the Mahaunt of Sidpore, cannot at 
present be discharged, but in the course of the next year, some arrangement 
inconcert with the Guicowar Agent shall be made for their gradual pay- 
ment, 

7. A misunderstanding having arisen between me and Shumshere Khan 
in consequence of his violation of the agreement made with Capt. Carnac 
Resident at Baroda in 1810 or 1813, I retired to Sidpore and complained to 
the Sirkar, The forces ef the two Sirkars in consequence marched to this 
quarter, and Pahlumpore was taken, snd I have been reseated on the 
Gudee, I therefore consent to pay the expenses of the troops of both Sir- 
kars, with the usual allowances for killed, wounded, loss of horses, &c. 
according to the orders of Government. 

8. Shumshere Khan is an offender and disobedient to the Sirkar, I 
engage, therefure, not to have any communication with him or his adherents, 
but should Shumshere Khan suumit himself, and the Government be 
pleased to grant him apy allowance, I will pay it agreeable to their com- 
mands, 

9. I engage not to give protection to any, offenders against either the 
British or Guicowar Government, nor to allow them toremain in any part 
of my territory, 

The whole of these articles, nine in number, are delivered in by me to 
Government, and I engage to execute them punctually aud without dimi- 
nution or difference. J] shall act inall matters in strict conformity, and 
obedience to the orders of the Sirkar, and I bind myself not to commit any 
insubordinate act nor cause any disturbance. ‘To this effect, I give as my 
security to the Nawab of Sumrut and Rahimpoor, Shere Khan Balle, and 
the Rajore chief Gosary Goculpoore. Sumbut 1874Kartic Vud 4, agreeing 
with the 18 Mohurrum 1233 or the 28th Novr. 1817. 

Lately no change has occurred in Palumpore. The state has been, how- 
ever, reported to have been extricated partially from its heavy pecuniary 
somber ease iene Its affairs are however still controlled by a British

The following brief notice of the population, and its classification and distri- 
bution; — as well as the geographical distribution of the more remarkable 
plants on the Western coast of India, comprises within a small compass a large 
amount of most interesting information, which may probably stimulate en- 
quiry, and lead to the investigation of the population and resources of other por- 
tons of the British territories with which we are at present but imperfectly ac- 
quainted. The originals of the tables here presented to the reader, were ac- 
companicd with illustrative maps exhibiting at one view, by proper colours, di- 
visions and printed remarks, all that the Geographer or Botanist could have de- 
sired, as to the precise limits, and other points, connected with the vegetation of 
this region. Without pretending to unimpeachable accuracy, the generality 
of the subjects have been drawn up with so much attention and exactness as 
entitles them to consideration for their specification and details. 

I. — Sketch of the Geographical Distribution of the most remarkable and useful 
Samilies of plants on the Western Coast of India. 

Cereatia. The corn produce of India may be generally considered, at 
present, as that of its natural indigenous locality. Its abundance therefore ia 
circumscribed only by the indolence and apathy of the agriculturiats, and the 
two great physical causes which retard the extension of plants in all parts of 
the earth: soil and climate; (in which last, are comprehended both that de- 
pendant on absolute elevation, or latitude, and the seasons). The subjects of 
culture express therefore with tolerable accuracy, the general difference be- 
tween the climate of the narrow belt of land from Cape Comorin to the Nur- 
budha, bounded on either side by the Indian Ocean and the Suhya purwut, 
or western range of Ghats, and the upland elevated tracts which slope gra- 
dually from the Nilgherry mountains and the crest of the Ghats, the one 
South Easterly, the other North Easterly, towards the Bay of Bengal and the 
Northern Circars. In all the lowest regions of the former, rice of every va- 
riety is the staple produce ; in the more dry and mountainous parts, Hureek 
{paspalum frumentaceum) Wurree (Panicum brizoides). Naglee, or Nachnee, 
(Cynosurus coracanus) and several other small grains, the cultivation of 
which is altogether determined by the periodical rains: the produce of all 
indeed, in good seasons, is prodigiously great. In the second or upland tracts 
above the Suhya mountains, wheat, barley, jowarreo (holcus sorghum), 
hurburra (cicer arietinum), indigo, maize (zea mays) mustard, cotton, 
Sugarcane, and second to these, by means of artificial irrigation, the various 
products foreign to these regions, as tobacco, coffee, the poppy, potatoes 
and European pulses. Wheat and barley indeed are both foreign grains, but 
have been so long cultivated in all parts of Europe and Asia, that it is not 
yet known in what part of the earth they are indigenous. Their existence 
bespeaks a very extensive intercourse between the inhabitants of central 
Asia, their supposed native site, and the surrounding nations at a very remote 
period. The introduction of these grains into Spanish America is due to the 
benevolence of a monk, one of the very few blessings to compensate for the 
miseries entailed by the conquests, and cruelties of the first European dis- 
coveries of those fertile and beautiful regions. 

The total area or absolute quantity of land now under cultivation, waste, or 
capable of being turned to account, is as follows : — 

The area of the North Konkun, prior to 1230, was 4,524 square miles; the 
area of the south Konkun, 5,232; the Portuguese territories, 1,402 square 
miles including the Provincias del Norte de Damao: the JowarRaja's country, 
517; Angria’s 211; the Hubshee’s, 279; the Bowra chief's, 147; and Sawunt 
Warree, 944 square miles. These areas are all computed with the greatest pos- 
sible care from an exact survey and boundaries, executed under my orders, 
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Lecuminos#. The observations of Decandolle on the plants of this order 
are singularly illustrated in many beautiful specimens of the indigenous 
productions of the Western coast of India. The extractive principle with 
which they chiefly abound, furnishes many medicinal oils and gums, many 
afford rich dyes, others have medicinal properties as stimulants, expectorants, 
astringents, or laxatives, while a few furnish colocinth, gum lac, tannin, rope, 
and excellent hard timber: whether those of the tribe of Vicie which in- 
cludes the greater part of such as are used as food and cultivated by the 
peasantry or natives of India, it is difficult to determine, but it is probable 
soine few are indigeneous, The gum of the pods of cassia fistula (bhawe) 
is used as a mild laxative. Cassia fetida (yoorte) is valuable as a remedy 
in obstinate cutaneous eruptions. The butea, erythrina, (two species), furnish 
rich scarlet dyes ; the indigofera, the well known blue dye ; crotolaria juncea, 
materials for cordage. The dalbergias (four species) yield an excellent oil 
for domestic uses, rarely employed however for food, and the hard ornamental 
wood, well known as black wood. The mimosas all yield tannin, thoughthe 
natives of the country extract it from the mimosa catechu alone, The eschy- 
nomenes (three species) are used medicinally, and the flowers of the specics 
grandiflora employed as food. The abrus precatorius yields a valuable 
mild expectorant by decoction of the leaves. The root of the hyperanthera 
moringa furnishes the pungent matter which resemb!es horse raddish, and the 
flowers and seeds are used for food, and medicinally; the jonesia (ashoca) 
poinciana [golmor] tamarindus, 4 bauhinias, inga dulcis,and many others, con- 
tribute also by their deep shade, elegant foliage, or superb flowers, to diver- 
sify the gardene and forest. 


Paumz. The distribution of this magnificent family of plants is every 
where confined to certain maritime localities and climates, chiefly such as are 
of an uniform and not of a lower temperature than 70, of Fahrenheit, which 
strictly speaking agrees with the mean temperature of the 40th degree of 
Latitude at the level of the ocean: but the greater part affect those situations 
where the air and soil are influenced by the admixture of saline matter, and 
though they grow eise-where itis only in the neighbourhood of the coast in 
densely wooded vallies, on hills impregnated with salt that they attain to 
their greatest perfection. In a rich loam within the reach of such advan- 
tages the produce is certain and abundant, in the absence of any one of these 
advantages we may account either for their not growing at all, or not arriving 
at maturity. As an article of general utility, every species subserves some 
important end: liquor, sugar, oil for food, the lamp, and a variety of other do- 
mestic uses, cordage, materials for house building, &c. furnishing an easy, cer- 
tain and ample return for the trifling labour, expense, and ground usually al- 
lotted to their cultivation. Forty-nine kinds of Palms comprising in all 
about 175 species, are enumerated by botanists none of which with the excep- 
tion of that one lately discovered in the interior on the elevated steppes of 
Nepal, are found indigencus beyond ten or twelve degrees on either side the 
tropics. Of those which are found indigenous on the Coast, the following is 
probably a full, and correct list. st Corypha, one species ; 2nd Calamus, 
three species; 3rd Segus, one species; 4th Cocos, one species, 5th Areca, 
one species ; 6th Elate, one species; 7th Phenix, two species ; 8th Caryota 
one species ; 9th Borassus, one species ; 10th Chameerops, (introduced by the 
late Colonel Hough, from: America,) one species. 


Scitamixex. The coast of Malabar, in the immediate vicinity of the sea, 
and in the dense forests inthe interior, at the foot, and on the summits of, the 
Western ghats, abounds with the stemless caulescent herbaceous plants of 
this order, which are more or less aromatic and farinaceous. The roots furnish 
a nutritive wholesome substitute for corn; but the natives of the Konkun are 
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either entirely ignorant of their value or prejudiced against them as an article 
of food, It is a question whether the two species the curcuma longa, or huldee, 
and zingiber officinale or common ginger were not introduced into India, by 
the early Arabian navigators from Amboyna, for I have no where found or so 
much as heard of these being indigenous in any parts of India. The fecula 
when crystallized would be a valuable article in commerce ; and in seasons 
of scarcity, a large supply of wholesome food might be drawn from the most 
sterile and uncultivated tracts sufficient for many hundreds of poor. When 
mixed with wheaten flour it acts as a leaven, and corrects the bad qualities 
of old musty flour. The simple manufacture of this substance, by the macera- 
tion, washing, and comminution of the farina by repeatedly removing the 
water in which it is washed and evaporating to dryness, was communicated 
to me when the British troops first took possession of the Konkun by a native 
of Malabar: having pointed out the advantage of the manufacture to Mr. 
Hale, then Judge, he ordered it to be introduced into the Zillah Jail, and it 
has ever since been made in large quantities and sold to European families. 
It may thus in time be brought generally to the knowledge of all the poorer 
classes in the event of famine, even should they continue to entertain a pre- 
judice against it when they can obtain other food. The plants most used 
are curcuma aromatica and montana, The alpinia cardamomum has re- 
cently been cultivated about Rajapoor, with tolerable success, but the singu- 
lar requisites for the maturity of this valuable aromatic, preclude any great 
expectations from its culture in fields or gardens. Plants sent to me to Bel- 
gaum completely failed in spite of every precaution owing to the excessive 
richness of the soil and unseasonable moisture. They are abundant and to- 
lerably productive aa far north as Soonda and Hullial, but only in the forests. 


Soranrx. — The order of Solanee which inhabits every climate from the 
utmost extremes of the temperate Zones on either side of the equator, evin- 
ces the facility and advantages of acclimating plants in lower latitudes, 
which are of service to mankind, either as medccines, or food. The ver- 
bascum virgatum is found in England: 48 specics are found progressin 
thence from Germany and the South of Italy, Palestine, &c. till they feack 
the elevated mountains of Southern India, and Ceylon. As the plants of 
this order range from a cold, to a temperate, and thence to the hottest cli- 
mates, we find the capsicum, solanum, datura, hyoscyamus, physalis, man- 
dragora, and the various nicotiana, flourish with increasing vigour as they 
are cultivated within these limits. The verbascum blattaria naturally in- 
habits the upland country as far north as the Gutpurbha river, and is found 
also on the Nilgherries, at an elevation of 6350 fect above the level of the 
ocean associated with verbascum linifolia. The solanum melongena is cul- 
tivated thoughout India, as a favorite vegetable, The datura and physalis- 
extend from the 13th degree of latitude northerly, and the tobacco (nico 
tiana tabacum) of West India agriculture, introduced into Asia about 95 
years ago, though altogether of foreign origin flourishes with proportionate 
vigour in rich ‘soils within the extreme limits of the natural abodes of this 
order. It is therefore a mere exotic on the Western coast of India, within 
the latitudes of the Konkun province, rather more easy of cultivation in the 
dry climates of the Deccan, but superior in every respect, as a subject of 
culture, in Goojerat, and the more northerly climate of Persia. Itis the 
chief subject of cultivation in the rich purgunnahs of Pitlad, Neriad, and 
Oomreit in Goojerat, whither it is said to have been introduced 80 or 90 
years ago; although in an economical view the introduction of such rich 
and valuable articles as tobacco, poppy, and indigo, is calculated to stimulate 
the avarice of the more opulent farmers, and, withdraw them from the 
production of articles more immediately essential to sustenance, it has the 
effect of alternating the crops, which otherwise natives would never think of. 
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An acre of land produces from 25 to 46 maunds of tobacco, if properly ir- 
rigated, but little more than half that quantity if exclusively dependant on 
the periodical rains, and dews, but the full maturity of exotics is rarely 
attained by artificial culture; the vegetation being to appearance more fuil 
and rapid, neveriheless altogether deficient in fibre and substance, which 
is the consequence of a more gradual and natural growth. With the indi- 
genous timber trees, the reverse anpears to be the case, those that grow fast- 
est yield the best, strongest and most durable, wood, the sole modification 
observable in these, is ina high or low, an open, dense, rich, or rocky soil. 
The quality of tobacco produced by artificial irrigation is far less valuable 
than that obtained without it; and these facts, as to exotic and indigenous 
plants, may instract us how far we should attend to the natural processes of 
cultivating, and acclimating productions under like circumstances. 
Myristices Laurinez. Of the valuable spice bearing plants of these 
orders, the Myristica Moschata is found growing to a prodigious size in the 
forest on the ghats as far north as the Vindya range, though thinly scattered, 
in comparison of its abundance, in the neighbourhood of Soonda and as far 
south as Coorug. It is little sought after, except in North Canara, probably 
on account of the number of wild beasts in the forests where it is most fre- 
quent: though the size of the nutmegs and mace I collected there greatly 
exceeds that of the cultivated nutmeg of the spice Islands. Of the Laurinen 
the most abundant are the Persea, Cassia, and the Cassyta filiformis — the 
former the bastard cinnamon, the latter, a singular threadlike parasitical 
plant growing in hedges all over India, called by the natives Akash vel. 


Sorts. The Soils of the Western Coast in an agricultural point of view, 
may be classed under six heads. — First, Soils containing marine deposits, 
a large portion of sand and other matters in concretion. — Second, Diluvial 
and alluvial soils, composed of various disintegrated rocks of the overlay- 
ing trap formation, with a very large or small proportion of calcareous sub- 
stances. — Third, Those at the foot of amygdaloidal rocks. — Fourth, The 
soils formed by the disintegration of laterite and trap with Amygdaloid. — 
Fifthly, Soils formed from sandstone shale, slate and granite. — Sixthly, 
Alluvial soils resting on granite with a considerable portion of mica. Of all 
these the second is by far the richest and occupies the greater part of the 
North Konkun, but the best soil is in the Kolwan districts below the ghats, 
where however unfortunately there is a great scarcity of water. — The Co- 
Iumnar basalt formation on the North East of Salsette island marks the 
Southern limit of this Soil and the boundary line diverges across to Pen 
and the Bhor ghat, or perhaps a little more Northerly: the productiveness of 
this soil is to be ascribed chiefly to the presence of lime which is found both 
in nodules, called Kunkur, occasionally as double refracting spar, and finely 

: pulverized; there is also a great deal of vegetable matter near shores, and 
the banks of the rivers. The first description of soil is found all along the 
, coast, in some places the concretion of the sand and shells is so perfect 
and so extremely hard, as at Salsette, Bombay, and on the coast of Gooha- 
ghur, inthe Unjunvel district, and near Rutnagiri, that it is used for a build- 
ing material and resists the elements for many years. Such concretions of 
course can only serve as a substratum for better soil, the drifted sand forms 
a light shifting covering at first which the elymus arenarius and a hardy 
coarse grass soon binds together; the process going on, various kinds of 
3 Scilla (Squills), the pandanus, (or ketuku) and other plants carry on the work 
till at length there is sufficient for the cocoanut to take hold by, and fix its 
roots firmly, when this, the most improving of all, yields a large and useful 
return with little expence or labour. Such are the sites of many of the 
plantations of palms, won inthe course of years from the ocean: and much 
more might be donc in this way by taking a lesson from nature, and assisting 
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the progress of the work by artificial means. The third description of soil 
occupies the tract from the foregoing southern limit tothe Mhysla district 
and Rajpooree harbour — where the boundary line inclines to the South- 
east, nearly parallel to the former, towaids Muhabaleswur, and I have observ- 
ed that the general inclination of all the boundary lines of each distinction, 
is at the same angle, running parallel to each other: not only below, but 
above the Ghats, till they meet the black diluvial soil of the Deccan or 
western limit of the wheat cultivation. The third description of soil is 
not so productive as the soil of the north Konkun, there is less indication 
of the presence of lime and the amygdaloidal and quartz fragments appear to 
occasion this poverty in its quality. The richness of the soil of the Northern 
Districts is proverbially greater than that of the lands to the south. The 
fourth description of soil is preferable to that in which greenstone aud trap 
is the prevailing rock. Where the laterite is not thought any thing of from 
its tabular, indurated surface, the natives overlook the first operaticn by which 
it is naturally prepared for the cultivator. ‘The trees and shrubs are cut 
down year after year, which if suffered to grow would break up the rock and 
allow the introduction of earthy matters to form the bed for new vegeta- 
tion, and gradually pulverize and bring its ochreous and earthy particles in 
contact with the air, in which case, it would scon be fitted for the smaller 
kinds of corn which is raised on hill lands in India. In all the vallies the 
recurrence of this natural process assisted by the poriodical rains, has formed 
many rich and productive tracts on which the accumulation of vegetable 
substances has enabled the farmer to gather large harvests of rice, and rear 
the cocoanut and beetle palms, although it would appear that the proper na- 
tive abode of the latter is considerably more south, probably within the 14th 
degree of latitude on either side the equator. 

The coloured line of demarcation * points out the peculiarities of site, 
elevation, and climate, which determines each description of produce ; that, is, 
where. itis regularly and easily matured without the labour and artifice of a 
refined husbandry ; for at present, except in the urticle of artificial irrigation, 
yery little or no attention is paid by any class of native farmers to rotation, or 
change of crops, continual ploughing, turning up, digging, and clearing the 
lands, or to the exhibition of manure, sult, or the mixture of other foreign 
soils. Nor have the Hindoos any regular fallows. It is hardly possible to 
calculate what might be the productiveness of India under a better system 
of management since it is now so great and easily obtained. + 


IV. — Sketch of the principal tribes or castes throughout the Konkun. 


Braumuns. There are two great divisions and ten distinct classes of per- 
sons who come under this denomination, the Punch Draveed, and Punch 
Gour ; the former five acknowledging the superiority or rule of life of the 
Draveed or Tamil priesthood, the latter that of the Gour or Bengal priesthood. 
The five classes of the Punch Draveed are these, Ist Draveed, 2d Tylung, 3d 
Kurnatuk, 4th Maharashtru, Sth Goojur, The five classes of the Punch Gour 
Division are, Ist Gour, 2d Saraswut or Shenwe, 3d Kanyukoobju, 4th Ootkul 
and 5th Mythil. The four first classes of the first, or Punch Draveed division,

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and, 2d of the second, or Punch Gour, division, sre chiefly located throughout 
Peninsular India. The Draveed on the coast of Coromandel, Malabar and Tan- 
jore ;the Tylung, in Telingana, Orissa, Kuttak, the Nizams dominions and 
Northern Circars ; the Kurnatuk, in the countries South of the Toongabhud- 
dra ; the Goojur in the Province of Surat, but more particularly throughout 
Goojerat and Rajpootana; the Mharatta throughout Berar, Kandeish, the Dec- 
can or late Peishwas Dominions and the Konkun 3 lastly the Saruswut, or 
Shenwee Brahmuns, in the Southern districts of the Konkun. These six sects 
above mentioned are further distinguished into two orders, the first styled 
Smartal, men who observe the law ; Yujoorvedee readers of the Yujoorved ; and 
Sheewubughturs worshippers of Sheeva, the second Vyshnoovus or Vishnoo- 
bhugt, worshippers of Vishnoo, and Rigvedee readers of the Rigved, the one 
party, as is very commonly the case between sectarians, mutually regarding 
each other as seceders from the truth, neither treating with, nor expecting 
from, their opponents any particnlar charity. The Brahmins South of Toon- 
gabhuddra river are almost exclusively of the Draveed, Tylung, or Karnatuk 
orders, the Brahmuns of the Western countries, between the Nurbhudda and 
‘Toongubhuddra rivers, of the Mharatta or Shenvee orders. The Maharashtra 
order has spread over Berar, Kandeish, the Poona, Ahmednuggur, and Sattara 
districts, the Konkun, and Dooab. This order is divided into several others 
Ist Madhyanjun, 2d Kanow, 3d Tirgool, 4th Suwashee, 5th Prutumshakee who 
are worshippers of Sheeva and read the Yajoorved, 6th Deshuet, 7th the Kirwant 
or Krumwunt, 8th Konxunust who are worshippers of Vishnoo and read the 
Rigved ; the Madhyanjun are coufined to the Deccan north ofthe Khrishna 
the Suwashee to Kolapoor, Raneebednore and Bunkapoor districts, but their 
origin was near Ahmednuggur ; the Tirgool, Kanow, and Prutbum Shakee, to 
Bagulkota, Raichcor, and a few in the ceded districts of Mysore ; besides these 
are many other classes numbering very few families in each of all which are 
off sets by interdicted marriages or delinquences with other castes of the Ma- 
harashtra order ; the Deshust and Konkunnust are the wealhiest, most power- 
ful and numerous : the Kools, families, or patronymics are not enumerated ; the 
Kokunust comprise first the Chitpawuns who reckon 64 Kools, families, or pa- 
tronymics, 2d the Kurade, 3d the Deorookhee, 4th the Pulsya, 5th Goluk, 6th 
the Juwul, the three Iast are of illegitimate or uncertain original. The Shen- 
wees or Saruswut Brahmuns of the Punch Gour, or Bengal division, have 
added also another illigitimate race the Koodaldeshkur Brahmuns, who are lo- 
cated in the Southern districts ; of these various classes it would be impractica- 
ble to sum up a more faithful and just character than in the celebrated words 
of Passienus regarding his master Caligula ; Memo servus fuit melior, nemo 
dominus deterior. They are excellent as servants, but as masters, intolerable. 


Muarattas. In its general acceptation this term is applied to every 
class of the natives of Maharashtra but by the Hindoos themselves, it is re- 
stricted te the original Rujpoot or other northern colonists, or emigrants, who 
settled here in the fifth or sixth century of the Christian ora, and to their li- 
neal descendants. The chief of these are distinguished among themselves 
in common with the Mharatta Brahmins by the title of Row and all wear 
the Janwa or sacrificial thread, they arrogate to themselves a great superiority 
over the other races of Hindoos; claiming to Kshutriyu descent, which the 
Brabmins protest against, as unfounded, averring that they are Shoodrus. The 
families of mest note ere the Powars, Jadows, Mohitye, Ghorpure, Ambre, 
Nimbalkar, Soorve, Khanveetkur, Mankur, Maloosre, Kurude, Bhonsle, Cho- 
waa, Ghag, Sirke, Shinde, Gaekwar, Humbeer, Kudum, Jugtap, and many 
‘others ; these have multiplied and spread in every direction and not a few ri- 
sen to extensive power and sovereignty. 


Porsnoos. There are three distinctions of this industrious race, all of 
whom devote themselves tothe service of writing, either in the English, or 
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Native languages : the first in rank is the Kayusth Purbhoo, or Kast Purvoe 
as they are misnamed by ignorant persons, second Patanee Purvoe, third 
Downe Purbhoo; last the illigitimate offspring of the secondclass. The 
Kayusth Purbhoo, are found at Bombay, Tannah, Chewul, Wussyee, Callian, 
and. a few at Surat; their occupation is that of English copyists at which they 
attain to a surprizing degree of neatness, accuracy, and dispatch, considering 
their utter ignorance of the purport of the greater part of what they transcribe: 
they are faithful servants of the British Government. They are rarely cul- 
tivators either of their own or rented lands. The second class Kayusth Pur- 
bhoos, are found in the Sanksee, Kurnala and Rajpooree Prants, chiefly about 
Nagotna, Tulla, the Hubshees country, and the chief towns of the Rygurh 
Talooka, Mhar, Goregaon Toodeel, Nateh, Beerwaree and Poladpoor, their 
occupation is that of native copyists in which they are laborious and expert ; 
their acquirements are quite those of the village school, extending to plain 
work, where no great exercise of the understanding is required. ‘They nei- 
ther eat, nor intermarry, nor claim to any connection with the Patanee Pur 
Uhoos and the third or Downe Purbhoos is cut off from relationship with both 
classes ; the latter are few in number, and reside in the Portuguese Territo- 
ries where their pedigree is not much cared for. There area few families of 
the Downe Purbhoos at Bombay: The Kayusth Purbhoos cultivate their 
own land, and are the chief village officers of Sanksee, Ouchitgurh, Rajpoo- 
ree, and Rygurh Talooka, also in the principal Revenue Offices in the North- 
ern Concan, and some few at Rutnagherry and Poona (about the Collectors) } 
they sometimes embrace the Military profession, but very rerely under the 
British Government: they are cunning, intriguing, and cowardly, bat may 
aayproye by intercourse with the world and a better education. 

‘he Patanee Purboos claim descent from Chandrasenu Raja and to come 
from Puttun, whence they obtain their name. 


Koorers. These people according to their own traditionary accounts 
have extended themselves in remote times from the same stock and class as 
the Koolees of Guzerat, but have only the superstitious uncivilized charac- 
ter, withou tthe bravery and enterprise, of their northern brethren. They 
devote themselves to hunting and the cultivation of the hill grains, and such 
other rude descriptions of husbandry as require no great foresight or labour ; 
they are poorly clad, and housed ; subsisting in good scasons for a few 
months on the produce of their lands and trusting during the rest, to the re- 
sources of the chase and whatever roots and leaves they can find in the 
woods. 


Wares anp Tuaxoors. A wild uncivilized race, resembling the Gonds 
of Telingana, they are unsettled in habits, subsisting as they can at one time 
by the chase, in plunder, or when these fail them, on the fruits, roots, and leaves, 
of their native woods. Having no inducements of good treatment from 
their more civilized fellow creatures, their natural ferocity, sullenncss and 
shyness is increased to a degree that renders them insufferable to the Hin- 
doos of the open country who believe them endowed with all the powers of 
necromancy, and witchcraft. With his bow and arrow the Thakoor is a match 
for the Tiger, and so expert and quick as to find himself abundant sustenance 
when roused from his natural indolence by the cravings of hunger. I took 
out a party with a number of gentlemen who chanced to cross my path when 
surveying in the woods, and after we had rambled about the hills for some 
hours, the party begged to retire promising to bring us their sport; in the 
course of three hours they returned with a Samber, or Elk, a hog deer, a hare 
and some spurfowl, besides what they might not have thought fit to offer us, 
all gained by dint of hot pursuit and skilful archery, their dwellings are rude 
in the extreme, and their vestments confined to the least appenadages of 
Gecency : their marriages are contracted quite differently from that of the 
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followers of Hindooism, by the choice of the female from among many males 
whom she pvints out by preceding the man from a place selected as the spot 
for her to determine: and they all contract marriages after puberty. 


Ramoosees, Berups, Wuppars. These tribes present the first connect- 
ing links between the most uncivilized Coolees and Bheels and the Koom- 
bees or humblest description of the Hindoo agriculturists. They retain a 
great deal of the thievish adventurous character of the former with the sim- 
plicity and bluntness of the latter. They have spread over a large tract of 
country and are employed as a precautionary measure in most villages of the 
Deccan as guards and watchman. Their easy return to a life of plunder on 
any favorable opportunity speaks very little for their attention to agriculture 
or any quiet useful occupation. It is not likely that these and other wild tribes 
will use the power of showing their collective strength so long as the Bri- 
tish Government retains its present vigour, but an irruption such as that of 
the Pindarries would bring them all together and give us indescribable trou- 
ble, if their interests are not now consulted in time of peace, 


Karnxurees. An uncivilized race of people who occupy the fastnesses 
of the mountains below the Ghats from the district of Shapoor, (Lat. 18° 30’ 
North), to the Kheir district, (Lat. 17° 30’) they go by this name from their 
chief means of livelihood, although there are other people also of the poorest 
classes, but of Mharatta origin, as far south as the frontiers of Coorug, who 
likewise prepare the Kath or Terra Japonica, a valuable species of astring- 
ent medicinal drug exported in considerable quantities to Europe, contain- 
iag rather more than half the quantity of Tannin or 55 parts in 100. The 
annual quantity of Kath or Catechu exported by sea fromthe Konkan proba- 
bly 1100 maunds or 25 cwts, English, amounts in value to 10.915 Rupees 
which finds its way principally to Europe. It is bought up by the petty traderg 
from the Kathkurees, in consideration of trifling advances in money, anda few 
articles of the coarsest kind of clothing ; but the ignorance in which they are 
kept of the ultimate sales operates equally to keep this class in their present 
degraded state, and to set limits to the more extended introduction of this ar- 
ticle in India and Europe for curing of leather, in which it is more especi- 
ally useful. ‘They migrate from place to place without any fixed abodes, 
and do not cultivate grain of any kind. 


Aarres, Karveges, GABEET, Gowpes. These are all aboriginal races 
robably koolees, who having no longer any opportunity of plundering, and 
Being deprived of all their land by the Mharrattas and Mahommedans, have 
taken themselves principally to fishing and the manufacture of salt, or occa- 
sionally the collection of wax and honey. As sailors they are a bold and ac- 
tive class of people, who might be trusted with a vessel in the worst weather ; 
they are all given to drinking and are still in every part of their character 
the exact counterpart of the koolees : they are found under different names all 
along the coast of India. In Canara they are chiefly called Gowdes and could 
always be recognized there, by the enormous masses of beads with which they 
decorate their women; a necklace of beads might probably weigh from two to 
three pounds. 


Parsees. The first emigrants of this ancient race, driven by the Saracen 
perseoution, from their native land to the mountains of Kohistan, thence to 
the province of Ormus in Persia, betook themselves for security first to Diu, 
the Southern promontory of Kattiawar, and finally sought refuge at Sunjun 
or Sunjan and Dhanoo, where they arrived A. D. 716, in the 85th year of 
Yezdegirds era. Being favorably received by the Hindoo princes of the coun: 
try, they gradually extended themselves along the whole line of coast north 
and south, and established their sacred fire at Oodwarra, about five miles north 
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of Downe, or Duman, where it is still kept up. They appear to have enter- 
ed into certain stipulations with respect to animal food, and the religious 
observances practised by the Hindoo towards kine, which formed no essenti- 
al part of the Sabian worship. They are a peaceable and wonderfully in- 
dustrious body of people, of very marked and fine countenance, open, manly, 
and distinct from the lengthened features of the Arabs, and Jews, or the 
round and diminutive countenance of the Hindoos. 


Jews. The last destruction and occupation of Jerusalem by the Sara- 
cens, reduced the greater part of its wretched inhabitants to seek shelter in 
other lands ; many emigrated to Bactria, China, the Southern shores of Persia, 
and a few by way of Beypt to the Western coast of India, where they have 
located themselves at Cochin, Cranganor, and Bombay. There area bout 
254 families at Bombay and, 362 families at Panwell, Pen, Chewu), Nizam- 
poor, Gorehgaon, Mhyslah, Shreewurdhun and Moorood, in all probably about 
3100 souls. They have the same marked countenance, national character for 
bravery, intelligence and thrift, preserving, still amongst the surrounding mix- 
ed multitude, a large portion of that European vigour of body and mind which 
fits them for enterprise, and entitles them to the consideration of the Chris- 
tian world. They cultivate their own land many of them enter into the native 
army and are proverbially distinguished for their gallantry, fidelity and cleanli- 
ness — some are artisans, stone cutters, builders, bookbinders, and the weal- 
thiest are merchants, traffic of some sort, however, has its attractions for all 
of whatever condition: They observe the feast of Purim, enjoined at the pre- 
servation of the Jews under Ahasuerus, at the instance of Esther the Queen. 
They can give no account of the tribe they belong to; their chief priest is 
usually selected from the mass for his learning, or respectability, but occa- 
sionally called to that dignity from among the Cochin brethren, or from Per- 
sia or Arabia. 


Boraus. It is generally supposed that the Borahs have some difference 
of origin from the Mahometans, though they are considered to be a sect of 
that persuasion, (perhaps the Hassanees of ey pt) That distinction which 
is strictly kept up by themselves is a proof of this circumstance, for though 
they are divided, as they themselves say, into two classes, the Bura and Chota 
Jumat, that is Soonnee, or Shiah, doctrinaries respectively, they have their pa- 
rate Moollahs or chief Priests who resides at Surat, who has no sort of commu- 
nication with, or dependance on the Mahometan Moollas, Mooftees, or Cazees: 
they have neither intermarriage, community of interest, nor fellowship with 
the Soonnee and Shiah Mahometans, nor do they, like them, enter upon those 
secular or religious occupations and austerities which are free to the latter, 
but follow every where some sort of traffic to the exclusion of all other pur- 
suits. There is reason to believe they were originally Jews, who to avoid 
persecution, and blind to the dignity of their own religion, have long since 
declined, and on the introdution of Mahometanism set up a new faith, blend- 
ing the traditionary follies of the apostates from the true worship of God with 
the novel institutes of Islamism, in order to escape the miseries to which 
the idolatrous nations of the East were subjected by the infuriated and bi- 
gotted followers of the false prophet. In Bombay, Surat, Borhanpoor, Luck- 
now, Oujain, Delhi and Ahmedabad, their numbers are greater than else- 
where, but they extend more or less all over the coast of India from the Indus 
to Calcutta, and itinerate also to the principal towns in the interior, forming 
a considerable and interesting portion of the floating population of the three 
first mentioned places. This migrotion is a sufficient proof of these state- 
ments. 


Daves. A race of people descended from the first Arabian colonists 
who settled on the Western Coast in the seventh or eight century ; they 
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currespond with the Moplays of Malabar, but in cases of emergency refer with 
equal confidence to the gods of the Hindoos, as the followers of the prophet: 


their occupation is that of fishing and making cotton yarn, nets and rope of all * 


sorta. 


Hussuees or Asyssinians, The little colony of this people stretching 
from 18 to 19° North Latitude on the Western Coast, had its origin, not 
in any commercial enterprise, but in the policy of the first Mahometan 
king of the Deccan; who instructing their own relatives and dependants 
as well as the people they had subjected rallied around them all the brave 
and adventurous foreigners who bad distinguished themselves in battle and 
thus formed a mixed body of active household troops. Georginns, Circassi- 
ans, Moghuls, Patans, Arabs, Hubshees or Abyssinians, and Toorks: many 
of these deservedly rose by their merit, fidelity and prowess, to the bigh- 
est offices of the state. The Abyssinians especially intermarried with the 
families of the kings, and being deputed to distant commands they were oblig- 
ed to assert their independance, and defend themselves against their aspir- 
ing neighbours in default of thatsupport and countenance which their own 
masters either could not, or would not afford them. Thus rose the Hubshee 
or Abyssinians colony of Dunda, Rajpooree, A. D. the first chieftain being in- 
vested with discretionary power to make conquests was forced eventually to 
make good his stand against the Maratha and Mahometan armies of Beeja- 
poor by the exercise of the sovereign power, which he eventually proffered as 
a dependancy, on the pleasure of the Emperor of Delhi, and to effect this, invit- 
ed, in his turn, others of his countrymen, and adventurers in like circumstan- 
ces who there took up their permanent abode. Their numbers are not con- 
siderable, probably about 70 families: they have also another small settlement 
at Jaffrabad on the coast of Kattiawar from which they still maintain occa- 
sional intercourse with their parent country but generally speaking do not in- 
termix with the Mahometan families of India; the poorer sort marrying Seedees 
or slaves or the mixed descendants of the Hubshees and Seedees. Hence 
they have got the misnomer of Seedee. 


Staverr. In 1824 there were 13,580 slaves and the offspring of slaves 
in the South Konkun Zillah, distinguished as follows; Hindoo Ghoolam, males 
3576, Ghoolamchee Female slaves 3369. Moosulman Ghoolam 94 males, 33 
females. Hindoo Butkees 1737 males, 4547 females, Moosulman Butkees 41 
males 183 females. ‘In the Portuguese Viceroyalty of Goa there were 802 
male African slaves, and 952 females, total 1754 slaves, not manumitted ; those 
who have been manumitted are still considered in some degree bondsmen. 


Epucation. In 1824 there were 5080 children of all classes and ages 
instructed in the rudiments of reading writing and arithmetic, of which 5 only 
were girls, throughout the whole Southern Konkun Zillah, in 160 villages 
there were therefore 2080 villages without any school either private or pub- 
lic. The number of boys under 12 years according to the census was 123,652 
girls 77,40°. There were three public free schools, the principal of which 
at Rutnagiri had 146 children, another at Nandewre 44, athird at Chiploon had 
32: of the total number educated 1354 were Brahmuns, and the aggregate ex- 
pence of the instruction of 4958 children was 13,295 Rupees per annum de- 
frayed entirely by themselves. The number of private village schools had 
increased from 86 to 160 in four years, and the number of scholars from 1500 
to 5800, after this period the Scottish and American Missionaries made still 
preater improvements in this important branch of moral Government which 

as been followed up with great success by the Church Missionaries in the 
Northern Concan.

1816, by John Romer, Esq. Judge and Magistrate, Twenty-six thousand, 
sev en hundred and sixty houses, and the following population.

It is divided into Chuklas within the inner wall, and into Pooras between 
the inner and the outer walls: the boundaries of these divisions have been 
ascertained as nearly as practicable and laid down on the Plan. The dis- 
trict around Gopee Tulao is the only exception, being called Gopee Tulao 
Thana. 

It has been thought sufficient to give a gencral idea of the population at 
the head of each Chukla and Poora as hereunder, but when these are very 
extensive, or the different classcs of inhabitants much intermixed, then the 
description of population in every’Mehla, &c. is taken notice of: this is par- 
ticularly the case in the extensive Pooras of Nanpoora and Sugrampoora. 

It is not to be supposed that a'l the space included within the walls is actu- 
ally built upon: although the houses are close and compact on the lines of 
Btreets yet the spaces between the different ranges are frequently divided into 
many small court-yards and gardens, particularly in some of the Pooras where 
the streets are straight and nearly parallel to each other. When it is consi- 
dered, as well as the large gpace taken up by cultivation, perhaps it will not 
appear surprisinz. that the total population of Surat proved by the late cen- 
sus, much smaller than it used formerly to be estimated. 

The inner wall is in a ruinous state every where, and most so along the 
south face, and thence along the river as far asthe Castle. The height 
of the Inner Wall varies from twenty to twenty-eight feet. Its thickness on 
the river side from ten to twelve feet, and every where else, from eight to 
ten feet. 


1, Gastre Poona, inhabited by all Casts. 

2. Syup Poora, the northcrly parts, chiefly ‘by Hindoos, the southerly 
by Moosulmans and some Parsees, the huts below the Wall by Dhers and 
and other low casts. 

3. Ram Poora, included with Mehdurpoora, and Roognathpoora in one 
Police division, the southerly parts chiefly inhabited by Hindoos, the north- 
erly and the huts near the gardens, by Dhers, Wagrees, Kalpas and Bun- 
geeas, 

4. Roocnara Poora, inhabited by Hindoos. 

5. Menpcr Poona, inhabited chiefly by Hindoos of various casts, and 
by some Moosulmans in the westerly parts. 

6. Huree Poona, inhabited chiefly by Moosulmans in the north and 
west, by Hindoos and Shrawucks in the south and east. 

7. Hypur Poora, inhabited by Hindoos chiefly in the northern parts, 
and by Moosulmans in the south. 

8. Beaum Poora, inhabited in the northern parts by Hindoos, in the 
vicinity of the Nawab’s Palace chiefly by Moosulmans, in the South by 
Hindoos and wome low casts ; in the west by Boral. 
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9. Nuwa Poona, the northerly parts inhabited by Moosulmans, the south- 
erly by Hindons, and a great portion of the easterly by Borahs, 

10. Expor Poora, included in Sulabutpoora by the Police, is inhabit- 
ed by Hindovos and Moosulmans in nearly equal numbers and by low casts 
near the Kharee. 

11. Gopgetutao THana. 

12. Sutasor Poora, the greater parts of this Poora is occupied in gar- 
den ground, it is inhabited chiefly by Hindcos and Moosulmans, but near 
Mahan Gate entirely by Muchees and Dhers. 

13. Roostum Poora, is included in Sugrampoora by the Police, and is 
inhabited chiefly by Parsees, where inhabited by other casts it is mentioned. 

14. Nan Poora, is very extensive and inhabited by every description of 
people. A great part is taken up by cultivated land, and by the enclosures 
of the houses occupied by the Europeen Public Servants. 

15. Suxram Poora, inhabited by every description of people; it is very 
extensive, but a large space is laid out in garden ground.

2 Mucuieereta Cuvxsa, inhabited chiefly by Parsees. 

3. Raneetatao Cuvuxra, inhabited by all casts, the Hindoos chiefly 
eside near the Wall.

a Kexareetu Cuuxkza, almost entirely inhabitedby Hindoosaud Shra- 
wucks. 

6. Kunreeta Cuuxta, chiefly inhabited by Buneeas, and is the grain 
market. 

7. Kuneeasonee Cuuxra, inhabited by Moosulmans and Hindoos, such 
as Rungrez, Choorgurhs, Cheepas, Durzees, &c. and many Marwarees. 

8. Bareernuriya Cuuxta, inhabited by Hindoos of all descriptions, 
some Moosulmans reside near the Booranpooree gate. 

9. BuacataLao Cuuxta, the westerly parts chiefly by Moosulmans, 
‘and the rest by Hindoos of all descriptions. 

10. Kaapatia Cuuxza, inhabited by Brahmins, Buneeas, Hindoos,.of 
every description, and some Shrawuks, 

11. Gorerroora Cuuxra, inhabited by Moosulmans chiefly in the west- 
ern parts, and in the other by ‘Hindoos and some Shrawucks. 

12. Burexaan Cuoxta, chiefly inhabited by Moosulmans. 

13. Sunkarryiwar Cuukza, inhabited chiefly by Moosulmans in the 
western parts, and in the eastern by various descriptions of Hindoos. 

14. Asnoorsee Cuusta, chiefly inhabited by Moosulmans. 


Note. — The population of the City of Surat used to be much overrated 
The abovementioned census was taken with great minuteness. Yet as the 
people most likely suspected the object to be taxation, it may be concluded 
that the return from each family was as low as possible ; hut there is no reason 
to suppose that the population of Surat, allowing for this circumstance,.ex 
.eeeded one hundred and fifty thousand souls, 
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A SHORT CAMP RESIDENCE IN THE VALLEY OF ADEN: 
EXHIBITING AN OUTLINE OF ITS PRESENT ASPECT AND 
CONDITION. BY CAPT. MIGNAN, FIRST BOMBAY EURO- 
PEAN REGIMENT. 

The Commissariat snpplies are excellent and abundant. Captain Lorn 
Mclotyre (Commissariat agent) has laboured as indefatigably as succestully 
to secure from the interior a never failing store for the use of the troops, 
and of every description—especially vegetables ; such as onions, radishes, 
brinjals, &e., of which I daily saw several camel loads arrive. To this 
officer we are indebted for an importation of oxen from the Abyssinian coast 
which were very fine animals. Some were trained to the yoké, and em- 
ployed in drawing the Engineer carts on the road between Steamer point 
and cantonments, Beef is of an excellent quality, but scarce, and high 
priced. Cows are driven in from Lahedge and the snrrounding villages ; 
they sell for eiglit and ten German crowns, and yield an abundance of 
milk. The butter is superior to any I ever tasted in India. Sheep with 
enormous tails, from which they derive their sustenance ; when other 
sources fail them, are biovght over from Berberah in vast flocks, butdo 
not thrive for any length of time, though if killed shortly after their impor- 
tation, are fat, and well flavoured. Goats and kids are numerous and 
Jow priced, Fowls are plentifull being bought for adollar adozen. The 
common blue pigeons are nearly as numerous asin other parts of Arabia: 
Doves less so, Gazelles are brought from the desert, where both the male 
and female are armed with splendid antlers—a fact opposed to the asser- 
tions of many naturalists, who have declared that the male only, is thus 
arrayed. ‘The camel of Yemen is small and decidedly inferior to those 
reared on the plains of Mesopotamia, ‘They have been sold to the officers 
fortwenty dollarseach, Although the demand for horses has been very 
great, the supply is as yet most miserable—especially those brought from 
Abyssinia which are invaribly gelded, and undersized. Any dealer would 
find it a good speculation ta embark a fair batch from Muskat—the voyage 
to Aden could be perfurmed in the course of a few days in the proper sea- 
son. ‘The camp bazar, also, is becoming extensive, and well arranged, 
uoder the management of Captain Stiles of the First Bombay European Ree 
giment, and the thoroughfares, which on my arrival were literally choked 
with beastial filth, arenow cleancr, and less marked by certain symptoms 
of neglect and ruin, Myriads of rats have colonized in all the huts, but 
more particularly in the barracks, where a soldier's cap, or jacket is eaten, 
if not digested, in the course of a single night. Scorpions intest the penin- 
sula, and attain a prodigious size. Snakes are occasionally scen in the 
Ollicer’s houses and amongst the refuse of dwellings : they are said to be 
innocuous—one caught in the house of Major Cumming was examined 
by Assistant Surgeon Malcolmson and foun-! innocent. Lizards are very 
numerous beneath the thatched roofs, and matting, ofall the buildings 
throughout the lines, and of so great a length, asto be frequently mistaxen 
for less harmless land amphibia, Several shops have recently been opened 
by Parsee and Mahonmedan merchants, from Bombay, containing cheap 
goods of the newest patterns, which, in flash advertising lists, are offered to 
the Adenites at a handsume discount for ‘‘ready money.’ Messieurs Sorab- 
jee, Dorabjee, Eduljee, Bhimjee, Bhumjee, and a host of other jees are 
doing business here in a fair and liberal style, and to their entire satisfaction 
—charging a good price, and giving a guod article. A few other shops, 
combining the attributes of cafes and cabarets have likewise commenced 

a large field of business to visitors of all creeds, and countries, who may be 
heard proclaiming that

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“ Arrack cnres the gout, the colic, and the phthy: Ic. 
And is, of all things, the very best of physic.” 

Some of thess gifted sons of song if not ‘‘ licensed to be drunk on the 
premises,” are not unfrequently seen ‘‘ Bacchi plena’’; hauling to wind- 
ward of those zealous votaries of Venus, and Somnos—the police of the 
“town division.” From a settled population of only six hundred, when 
first visited by Captain Haines, Aden has iucreased to about ten thousand 
inhabitants—happy to throw aside the dagger, andl the spear, and happier 
still to escape from the paralyzing yoke of Chieftains who themselves are 
slaves | 

The climate of Aden is remarkable for its perpetual summer—one eter- 
nal sunhine reigns around and above. The changes of the season so dis- 
tinctly marked along the cuasts of India, do not extend across either to 
the Abyssinian, or Arabian shores. A cloudy day isan agreeable variety 
—rain seldom falls—but the dews are occasionally very heavy. During 
the months of June, July,and August, heavy clouds steal over the precipitous 
sides of Shumshaun’s naked clitls, and invest that gloomy mountain with 
a white vapoury shroud, which completely obscures its fissured and shat- 
terred peaks. ‘Lhe startling gust at length arrives, reverberating from rock 
to rock, aud hurling upon the cantonment dark clouds of drifting sand and 
pebbles, Such is the tremendous force of these eddying winds, that the 
strongest tents are blown to shreds, and the enduring dromedary dares 
scarcely face them. ‘Tue shades of evening allay these suffocating blasts, 
which are succeeded by a dead calin, when the most oppressive heat pre~ 
vails. Throghout the night, the climate of the Arabian desert reigns 
supreme, and ere the reveillee sonnds,aad the red glow of the Eastern sky 
has heralded the rising sun, the echoes of this ** hill of winds,” are heard 
again, ‘Tne surruandiag masses of black voleanie rock which are exposed 
to the heatay power of the sun's rays, can scarcely be touched by the naked 
hand, and the ¢ifvets produced by the radiation of heat thrown out of 
the surface of the earth, unprotected as it is by tree or herbage, are 
most exhausting. When renheit’s thermometer ranges between 95° 
and 1009, the atmospheric effet upon the fe-ling isso great as to induce 
a@ belief that the heat is much greater than the true temperature. As au 
instance that the thermometer in these parts is no criterion of the feelings, 
I can state thatou tue 22ud of May 1I3tl, when returning to India on 
board the schooner Greer je the fourth, during the passage through the 
gulfof Aden, nearthe Atrican coast we experieuced light easterly airs, 
and so severe were the effects, of solar radiation, that the helmsman fainted 
at the wheel, and the ship’s couk was compelled to suspend his culinary 
avocations iu tute. Tie thermometer, however in the cabin did not rise 
above 96° during the day nor sink below 9U° at nizht, Tremember, also, 
that during the foreed march of iny own Regiment from Poonah towards 
Bombay in April 1337, the power of sular radiation was so great that on 
ourhahing ground at the first ze—Panowlee—tito thermometer at- 
tained an elevation of 108° at II u'cluck in the morning, ia our large mess 
tent which had two tlies or roofs, but only single walls. As we expected to 
embark for service at Mangalore, we marched down to Panwell in three 
short days—the distance being upwards of seventy one miles from our lines, 
The ollicers did not suffer, but we buried many of our best, and oldest 
soldiers, At Aden, inthe month of April, a naked thermometer rose at 
three o'clock in the afternoon to 103° in a subaltern’s single poled tent 
whict) L then occupied, and to 14U° in the sun's rays aud beueath a cloud- 
less sky ; butto what degree it would have risen tad it been exposed for 
any consideravle time tu the heating power of the sun’s rays, Lam not 
prepared to say, Eggs might have been baked ia the ground, aod a bectsteak 


be 
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cooked to suit the palate of the most fastilious epicure. When the Ara- 
bians speak of the heat of Aden, they say—‘' [t rains fire.” But this ex- 
treme heat does not occur regularly every year.If one season is cooler 
than the preceding, the following year will pay up the balance with awful 
interest. If there be any exceptions to the theory of Daniell, that the sun 
has a greater heating power near the Polar regions than the Equator, the 
locality of Aden should form one. Nevertheless it must be borne in mind, 
that the soil here is hotter than the air, and that a thermometer placed in 
contact with the earth, or upon arock, must raise the instrument to a 
higher degree than thetrue power of solar radiation, alone, would do. It 
is, however, remarkable, that even at this season of the year, the mortality 
arrongst the European troops is less than it is at Bombay, Puonah, 
Alhmednugger, or any of our best stations in Western India ; and the num- 
ber of sick in the Regimental hospitals does not often exceed six to every 
hundred men; during my stay in Aden, the admissions of patients in the 
hospital were below this number. In January last (1841) the sate of 
health amongst the European and native troops was as fullows :—Actual 
strength of the wing of Her Majesty’s Sixth or Royal First Warwickshire 
Regiment 270—in hospital 11; Actual strength of the Head Quarter Wing 
of the First Bombay European Regiment 305—in hospital 11; Actual 
strength of the detachment of the Second Battalion of European Foot 
Artillery 121—in hospital 7; Actnal strength ofthe Tenth Reziment of Bom. 
bay Native Lofantry 769—in Hospital 48 ; Actual strength ofthe Right Wing 
of the Sixteenth Regiment of Bombay Native Infantry 298—in hospital HL; 
niving a grand total ufouly 83 sick out of 1763 men—a far smaller nu:n- 
ber than the monthly hospital returns from the healthiest station under the 
Bombay Presidency would exhibit. It appears from the last monthly nu- 
merical return from Aden, dated May Ist 1841, that out of tifty three 
Commissioned Oltticers stationed there, only one (Lieutenant Blauckely of 
Her Majesty’s Sixth Royal Regiment) was seriously indisposed. ‘The dis- 
tributive roll oftroops composing the Aden Field Furce, dated May Ist, 
1841, exhibits European Artillery 92—sick in hospital 4; Golundauze, 
or Native Artillery 90—sick in hospital, none; Wing of Her Majesty's 
Sixth Foot 254—sick 14 ; First Bombay European Regiment 289 —— sick 
9; Tenth Regiment Native Infantry 753—sick 51; Right wing of the 
Sixteenth Regiment Native Infantry 296—sick 8; Bombay Engineers, and 
Pioneers 110—Sick 5; Gun lasears 48—sick none——giving a grand to- 
tal of 1932 men, and only 86 hospital patients. Notwithstanding this small 
proportion of sick, @ ery is raised aloud, proclaiming Aden one of themost 
Unhealthy stations in the East—then which, judging from the foregoing 
eticial retarns, there isnot a healthier position in any partof the Bombay 
Presidency, as regards the ‘‘corpore sano,” though the ‘* mens sana’ can- 
not possibly be enjoyed, solong as it is consiJered necessary to withhold 
from the Officers of the garrison the indulgence of a few days leave, to 
alleviate that heaviness of spirit, and weativess ¢fsonl, which scizes upon 
them, and ronders an Adex residence so stale, fiat and unprofitable. The 
stagnant puddle of existence requires to be stirred and freshened by tie 
chase, the danger of war, the fever of ambition, or the hope of Regimental, 
or Staff promotion, But neither the chase nor even war, are witl.in the 
reach of the Oikcers composing the field force at Aden. On the countenan- 
ces of nezrly all I met, evnui, deep-seated, ulmost uneradicaule ennui, was 
expressed in the most legible characters, That which anglice is styled coms 
fort, is impossible to possess at preseut—if such really dues exist at Aden, 
it degenerates into downright stagnation, Moreover, the opportunities of 
receiving supplies frum India ** are few and far between". For nine long 
weu:hs culy ene trauspert ship (the “William ") was dispatched from 
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Bombay, and she so deeply laden with public stores, as to preclude the 
ossibility of private agents embarking any supplies, either for messes or 
individuals. Transit by the native boats is always extremely lazardons, and 
uncertain, Pale Ale from Hodgson’s or Allsopp's breweries, and Ciaret from 
Carbonell's cellar, are special requisites for a camp residence at Aden. 

If it be ahsolutely necessary to continue the withholding of all liberty, 
anannual relief of the troops from tia three Presidencies in rotation, should 
be effected, 

It is devoutly to be hoped, Lowever, that ere long the ennuiso severely 
felt amidst these volcanic hills, will give place to a relacation of spirit, and 
that the military commandant be vested with a discretionary power of 
granting leave to the olficers of the force so as to perinit them to partake 
of the magnificent field sports, if only for a day or two, on the opposite, or 
Abyasinian coast, where the people are so favorably disposed towards us, 
and where the Otlicers of the India Navy serving on the station, have re- 
peatedly made sporting excursions, to the inlinite delight of all who joined 
them. With regard to the present state of the country on the Aden or the 
Arabian coast, one tribe alune, (the Foothlees ) appear hostile. But mea- 
sures might easily be adopted to pacity and render them the most civil of 
our neighbours, 

When I was employed in Turkish Arabia, about sixteen years ago, 
Daoud, Pasha of Bagdad, received a complaint against the incursious of 
the all powerful Moutifikhs, who were eternally attacking the rich cara- 
vans as they traversed the desert towards the gates of that city. His 
Highness invited the Chief, or Sheik of the tribe, tu visit him, aud reside 
at his court ; adding these werds to the invitation‘! If you come not, I 
ean send those who will fetch yvou."” The Sheik was most obedient, and 
the subsequent demeanour of his tribe tuwards the Pasha, and those who 
journeyed to the cayital of His Highness, was superlatively courteous and 
obliging. 

From the health returns alreacy quoted, it will be observed that the 
native troops crowd their hospital—never.heless, I am disposed to 
think there is nothing to create any serivus alarm, even amongst 
this branch of the garrison. En passant, 1 may mention what was rela- 
ted tome by anold officer at Aden. When it was made known that 
the Bombay government had consiJerately permitted the married sepoys 
to send to India for their wives, who could each earn eight rupees a month 
for grinding grain at the public store department, a miraculous change 
was wrouzht upon some of the less hypochondriacal subjects, who then 
discovered that the ** ducanda” was nut to be despised, and thacif ever an 
emergency arose, and it became necessary tu revisit Hindoostan, it was 
certain there could be no detiviency of means for the accomplishinent of 
the journey, on the ‘* shortest notice.” That the sepoy sutfers severely 
from la muladee du pais, there can be no question. his habits, recollec- 
tions, aud peculiar way of living in India, occasions painful reflections at 
being severed from them, As assertious have been made to the contrary, 
it is as well to state that the sepoys have, ur rather had whilst 1 was in 
Aden, a very regular supply of vegetabivs, and their rations were not only 
of a good quality, but most abundant, 

Tudeed, I heard it asserted on the best authority, that articles which 
they had fastidieusly rejected, were most thankfully taken by the Kuro- 
pean soldiers. Ulcers, however, are very prevalent during the hot months, 
Dut there are comparatively few cases as the temperature declines, and 
fewer still would exist if the patient when in hospital, could be kept under 
the same regimen, and restraint, as the British soldier, and prevented 
gorging himself with every description of bazar trash, so frequently 
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offered by his wife, or children when the apothecary is out of sight. 
Amongst a vast variety of fis found all along the coast, a course kind 
is very plentiful, and very cheap, of which the sepovs eat large quantities. 
It possesses a8 much nourishment as the sole of an old shoe. 

The entire peniusula abonnls with fish, which afurdsthe Arabs a most 
plentiful supply of food at all seasons, but they are inferior in flavour to 
those taken in the gulf of Persia, and on thecoats of India. The natives 
say that during one period of the year, many are diseased, and those who 
eat of them, likely to be inficted with cutaneous disorders, At Muskat, 
the fish are said to be unfit for the table during the mouth of January, 
notwithstanding which the natives eat them in afresh salted, or even in 
a state of putrefaction, aud are seldom affected. But seriously speaking, 
the Arabs will feed, and find nourishment on poisons—uothing appears 
to effect them, and being of an amphibious nature, and as much at home 
in the water, as on the iand, they are the most expert swimmers and di- 
vers inthe East. For the exertions of the ichthyologist, Aden offers a 
boundless field; dolphins, porpoises, bone-sharks, rock, sword, and saw- 
fish, flying-fivh, parrot-fish, ductor-fish, seer-fish, glass-eels, and innume- 
rable other trives, including myriads of small shosl fish, abound alung 
the coast. ‘The Grampus iias been seen in the Guif of Persia, and the 
south sea Whale aisu has been frequenily met with towards the entrance 
of the Gulf of Aden, where smaid herds oecur, thouzh not sutliciently ou- 
merous ty attract the occasional visits of the English whaler. The geo- 
graphical range of the whalc-tribe, must, indeed, be most extensive. One 
ofthe most curious spectacles [remember to have witnes was 
seen alsoby my friend Major Cuuming, While watching the motions 
of the small peiieun, the reef-bird, and soine flocks of other sea-birds which 
were hovering over, and divieg into and the bosom of Eastern or front bay, 
our attention was suddenly atiracied to a liue stretching acruss the sure 
face of the water, which resembled a long, low reef, with the sea gently, 
rippling over it, This ripple cansed by the rush of some monster 
in its rapid passage alung the bay, woich was similar to that of a ship's 
mast, or other huge spar, when lorcibly projected through the sea, From 
the velocity with which it moved, we beth conciuded that it was a sub- 
mmarine animal, which appeared considerably more than thirty feet in 
Jeugth., It shewed no fia, neither did it rise above the surface, nor spout 5 
but held a irect and rapid course, at a short distance trom the sea shore, 
towards western Lay, until a head-laud obscured it from our view, Judy 
ing from the ainszing rapidity with which it shot past the island of Seerah, 
its passage through the water could not have been Jess than ata rate of 
forty miles per hour ! : 

With respect to the supply of fresh water, the most important of all 
supplies, and that which torus the first object of enquiry in the East— 
Auen is perbaps beiter provided than any seaport along tue whoie line of 
of the Arabian o ‘There aieso many neglected wells scattered about 
the recesses of Uie parros ast winding valeys, that at pre ent itis diticuit 
to calculate what wumber containing sweet water does a: iuaily exist—of 
such, 1 do not think thet more than six are drawn upen at the present 
lime, ‘There are other countiess wells, more or less brack sn as they recede 
from the beaci, used ouly tor culinary and other domecie purposes, bat 
for which those situated nearest io the beach are scarcely fit, being affect- 
ed by the tides, and very saline. Lieutenant Curtis, however, has been 
indefatigavie in bis searcu for tresh water, and is using all the material 
placed at his dispusai fur boring in those positions outside the main pass 
(Yemen’s gate) which are coasidered of any importance to us—vur oute 
posts at the Lairier, and in the vicinnage of westerm bay. The first position 
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is a ruined wall, and was originally a Turkish work. Itis flanked by two 
field works 1393 yards apart, built from bay to bay across the isthmus, 
which is evidently increasing in extent, and now connects the Cape with 
the main, though it appears to have been recently deserted by the sea, 
which has left a deep deposit of sand, shell, and coral detritus. This line 
of defence is in every respect a despicable one, but as the Arabs have no 
serious intention cf disputing our possession of Aden, we need not incur 
much further expenditure upon its repair, The other position has been 
already noticed as the Indian Naval station in the Arabian gulf. It ought, 
perhaps, to have been chosen, if not as_ the site of the Military Canton- 
ments, assuredly as a sanatary station for the troops. A little perseverance 
in the operation of digging at the extremity of, and higher up the valley 
in which a party of seamen from the Crnizers, and soldiers ofthe First 
Bombay Regiment originally commenced digging for water, would obtain us 
a good and plentiful supply, 

All the fresh water springs are more or less tepid, and of great depth. 
One occurs high up the western valley, near the entrance ofa dark gorge 
in the hills benexth the rugged range of Shumshaun. The depth of this 
spring from the surface of the valley, is at least fifteen fathoms, and it aps 
pears to be ina state of considerable agitation, Although drawn upon from 
morning till night, fur the supply of several thousand persons in the town 
and cantonments, uo sensible diminution has as yet taken place in the 
Cepth of water, which does not exceed a fathom. The natives say the wa- 
ter never rises above aman's knee. The overhanging hills seem to have 
been torn asunder by some violent convulsion. Nota shrub or blade of 
grass grows on their naked sides ; defurmed with gaps and fissures, and 
ready to crumble into a thousand atoms by the slightest shock. ‘They ap- 
pear, however, to have been siizhtly wooded at some former period, 

The valley itself is stony and broken, and opens out towards the East. 
On the left of the road, a line of square aud cireular built pits like the 
tanks of India, at various distances from one another, extend for some 
hundred yards. The walls composing these dry tanks are built up of un- 
shapen masses of stone aud mortar, according to their accidental forms, 
and in a most imperfect way. From the position of these excavations, it is 
clear that although there is not now one drop of water to be found in 
them, there were occasions when a sulliciency was procurable to cause 
the greatest value being placed upon its preservation; inasmuch as it 
afforded the inhabitants a luxurious enjoyment during the extreme heat 
of summer, A second tepid spring occurs at the southern extremity 
of the ravine iu rear of the mosque of Hydroos—a patron saint of the 
Adenites, Its excavated depth, although consilerable, does not equal 
the other, but the quantity and quality of its water is much the same, 
A number of sail insects can be seeu playing over its surface, which is 
also in a state of effervescence. In the tirstbook of [ings (chap. xviii., 
ver. 5) we thus read;—‘‘ Go into the land, unto all fountains of water, 
and unto all brooks ; peradventure we may find grass to save the horses 
and mules alive, that we luse nut all the beasts.” 

This direction of Ahab to Obadiah, to search for grass by the brooks 
and fountains of water, perfectly accurds with the accounts of all oriental 
travellers in their coscriptions of the barrenness of the desert during 
summer, when all verdure is entirely parched up, except in the viciuity of 
wells and pools of water, 

Aden, however, is one of the few exceptions to the accuracy of these 
accounts ; forin the vicinity of the wells in both the valleys I have just 
noticed, there is scarcely the root of a thorn, and not a single blade of grass 
springing from their blighted and sterilo soil. 
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Near this quarter of the valley, there are numerous swelling and ris 
sings inthe ground, indicating the graves of mosques, or other buildings, 
anda large circular well, or cistern, with stone steps leading down to its 
dry bed. Theremains of a conduit similar to the aqneducts of Persia, 
though of much ruder materiel and workmanship, can also be traced winds 
ing along the precipitous sides of the shelving hills—evidently intend- 
ced to lead waterthrough the heights, to the excavated cistern beneath. 
The ruins of some isolated turrets flanked with rock, and rent apparently 
‘totheir base, are perchedon the loftiest peaks of the overhanving hills, 
where the mountain guat attempts in vain to scale, and the wild birds of 
the desert. only, find a secure and undisturbed retreat, 

In th's direction, and near the sacread precincts of the sepulchre of 
Sheikh Hydroos, there are a few dusky aromatic shrubs, snd a very ex- 
tensive Turkish cemetery. The head-stones of some of the graves are 
of white marble, and the execution of their sculptured slabs exquisite to 
adegree. They represent the usual Mahommedan figures, with long 
inscriptions from the Koran, in an old form of the Arabick language, 
‘commencing with the everlasting—*‘ Bismillah’’—"' In the name of the 
all merciful God; there is but one God, and Mabommed is his pro- 

het.” 
es The whole of this valley appears to have been one continued cemetery, - 
-erowded with tomb stones, and festering beneath the gloom of the rocky 
rampart that encircles them, Even from the centre of the parade ground 
of the First Bombay European Regiment, where no traces at present 
-exists of a burying ground, several engraved tombstones, alsuv of white 
marble, have been dug up. 

If it were porsible to obtain an accurate census of the Turkish popula- 
tion of Aden during the time they were estabiished here, it would most 
probably be found that it did not amount to a tenth part of the tenant's of 
the cemeteries. 

In fact, it is impossible to suppose that this town in its most fiourish- 
ing period, could have contained so vast a concourse of inhabitants as were 
buried in these graves, where the voracious jackall, and rabid pariah 
dog, now make their nightly visitation—tearing up human ashes, which 
are swept away to afford reom forthe matted but of the Arab fisherman, 
and the goat hair covering of the bare- footed pilgrims. 

“from all foreign lands— 
Unclaimed by town, or tribes, to whom belongs. 
Nothing, except universal sun.” 


A third deep valley, or ravine, (the last in this peninsula deserving of 
any particular notice) oceurs near the main-pass—the gate of Yemen— 
ronning deeper than the others, towards Shumshaun’s lofty chain. Here 
are also several circular wells one called, par excellence, the 
‘« Banians’ Well,” so much resorted to by the Sepoys, thata door has 
been fixed onits top. The water of this, and the other wells already no- 
ticed, is offered fur sale in skias, as lemonade and sherbet are hawked about 
the bazars of most large oriental towns. 1 carried some bottled water from 
these weil: te Bombay, where the Messieurs Treacher gave the following 
account of it—‘ The result of our experiments on the Aden water, prove 
it to be the purest we have ever met with—containing less than a four- 
thousandth part of impurity, which is an carthy carbonate, but the portion 
so small as to prevent our finding out what it is; besides which it also 
contains some small portion of gas, which, from tests in the solution, we 
have every reason to believe sulphuretted hydrogen, but not having the 
proper apparatus at hand to separate and examine it, we are unable te 
‘carry our experiments further.” This valley is closely bounded by arid 
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there are very good quarters—Plenty of game around, and supplies of all 
kinds at reasonable prices. 

Dhokree, 4 Coss.—The road runs through a jungle of tamarisk for about 
8 miles to Ouplanee. The Narree is nearly dry in many places from No- 
vember, and the road frequently runs through its bed as far as the village. 
Good ground here. 

Larkhana, about 10 Coss.—Starting in a Northerly direction the road 
winds about from village te village along the Narree about 10 miles and 
then takes a N. W. direction across a plaia—Soon is observed at a great 
distance some Date groves, which proved to be Larkhana, where the en- 
camping ground is good under trees on the bank of a Canal. Larkhava 
is a large town full of plenty of supplies. Amaun Khan, Vizier of the 
Ameers, is chief of this place, and said to be disliked, being very tyranical. 

Nowa Dera, 6 Coss.—Good road ard encamping ground. 

Sahananee, 8 Coss—Tolerable road ditto. 

Bhaggajee, 6 Coss. ditto. ditto. 

Sukkur, 6 Coss. ditto. ditto. 

Total from Sehwan to Sukkur 77 coss, or about 154 miles. 

The road from Larkhana to Sukkur is pretty good and has been surveyed 
and improved—Carts travel to and fro continually. The jungle along the 
branches of the Indus has been recently much cut away. ‘here is a di- 
rect road from Larkhana to Shikarpore which is nearly due North. Parties 
proceeding towards that place would avoid a heavy sandy road by taking 


the direct route,

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Note.—The set in this division is caleulated for 12 bearers and 1 Mausaljee. 

The set at Tandoolwarree carries to Nuldroog, to which place the Post - 
master at Poona has t9 post bearers for persons travelling post by order of 
Government. 

When a private gentleman requires bearers to be posted for him he 
should be very particular in stating to his correspondent whom he relies on 
for assistance, the day, even the hour, on which he proposes to commence 
his journey ; the places he intends to halt at for refreshment, and the time 
he intends to halt for that purpose, If neglectful of these particulars the 
hammals may reach their stations several days before they are required, and 
incur to the traveller, perhaps a great additional expense. Shouid the tra- 
veller on any occasion wish to halt a day at any place, his stating his inten- 
tion previously would save the posting of one set. Foi instance, a traveller 
from Bombay to Poona will meet the first Poona set at Khalapoor, and sup- 
posing that they take him to the top ofthe ghat to breakfast, they can, 

aving refreshed themselves, take him onin the evening to Wurgaon ; or 
they might come te Karlee to breakfast and run to Wurgaon or Tuligaon 
in the evening. For the extra labour however, they would be entitled to at 
Jeast half a rupee each man additional. The hammals at Panwell are under 
the Coilector at Tanna, at Poona they are under the Collector in the city, 
and under the Bazar Master in camp ; and this applies also to Sholapoor.

Note.—The duty of posting bearers from Nuldroog rests with the Post- 
master at the Residency of Hyderabad, but as the whole of the bearers re- 
quire to be sent to their station from Hyderabad, seven or eight days are 
required to lay the dak. Theexpence is eight annas per diem to each 
bearer, reckoned from the day they quit their families till they return. It 
may be as well to mention also that any mistake in posting any one set may 
subject the traveller to great loss of time and considerable expence.

55 miles. Weeor, 28} miles, divides the distance. At Masnlipatam, pro- 
perly Muchleebunder, boats are procurable to Calcutta or Madras. Two 
days is the usual time of the voyage to Madras. 

If bearers are detained more than one day batta must be paid at the rate 
of 1 fanam, or 1 anna 8 pice per day. Bearers are procurable on the spot 
to the extent of one set at Moonegala; two sets at Nundegama; two sets 
at Ibrampatam ; and perhaps one hundred and fifty bearers at Ellore; 
Bearers required at Gurkepaudoo must be sent from Juggiah Pettah, four 
miles distant. Bearers required at Gunnoveram and Tadapilly must be 
sent from Ellore, and half hire additional must be paid, or four annas and 
a half each bearer, or three rupees ten annas and six pice per set.

Note.—The road to Manikapatam is through heavy sand, with the 
Chitka Lake close on the right. At Manikapatam cross an arm of the sea 
one mile wide at low water, which communicates with the Chika Lake. 
At Norsingapatam cross a rivulet which bas a ferry boat on it during the 
rains. Cross the Bundia nulla, 100 yards wide near Jugganath Pooree, a 
staall civil and military station ; the residents at which have houses on the 
sea coast about e@ mile from the celebrated temple of Jaganath. Cross the 
Teon Mahanuddee to Mookoondapoor, two miles on the Jaganath side of 
Peeplee. The civil and military station of Cuttack is on the banks ef the 
Mahanuddee, one mile east of the city of Cuttack, which is on the Ratgoree 
river. The Ratgoree is one mile wide, and ferred over from June to Fer 
bruary : during the other months it is fordable. 

In the Ganjam district oil is to be paid for as required, and batta of one 
anra to each person after the first day, is 15 annas per diem additional. In 
the Cuttack district oil is charged when used at 4 annas each stage. 

Ifa traveller leaves Cuttack at 5 o'clock in the afternoon, he will arrive 
at Bhareepour, half way to Balasore about 8 or 9 o'clock the next morning, 
where there is a bungalow for the accommodation of travellers. Hecan re- 
main at Bhareepoor during the heat of the day, start again in the evening 
and reach Balasore to breakfast. Proceed again in the cool of the evening 
and arrive at Dantoon, half way to Midnapoor, early next morning , where 
there is a comfortable house for the accommodation of travellers. In like 
manner if he goes on again in the evening to Midnapoor, another night will 
take him to Tumlook, where he gets into a boat and proceeds up the 
Hoogly to Calcutta. 

A traveller with one set consisting of 8 bearers, 2 bangy burdas, and 2 
mausals, pays 8 annas per mile, agreeably to regulation, and pays 2 annas 
per man per diem for detaining the bearers on the road. Or hemay pay 3 
annas per man for each stage from Tanghee to Khutnaghur. 

During the monsoon it is recommended to travellers from Midnapore to 
run to Tumlook, which is 51 miles viz, via Debrah and Purtabpoor, and 
embark there on the Roopnaraen river, a branch of the Hooghly. The pas- 
sage is about 15 hours to Calcutta. The expense from Jellasore to Tum- 
look, 12 stages, is 26} Rs. for bearers, and 1} Rs. for oil, being for 12 
bearers, 2 bangy burdars, and 1 mausaljee.

The distance by sea from Bombay to Panwell, about 20 miles, and from 
Tumlook to Calcutta, about 90 miles, should be added to make the whole 
distance from Bombay to Calcutta. The distance by land, however, from 
Tumlook to Calcutta, is only 50 miles. 
Good hammals will go four miles an hour, sometimes more, but the 
time occupied ia the journey depends principally on the traveller himself. 
From 20 to 22 days is a reasonable allowance for the journey to a stout man.

MAHABALESHWUR HILLS. 


The Mahabaleshwur Hills, which form the site of the only convales- 
cent station under the Bombay Presidency, are situated in 17° 56’ north 
latitude, and in longitude 73° 30’ east, and are distant twenty-five miles 
due east from the sea, and sixty-nine miles from Bombay, which bears 
north 29° W. They forma portion of the extensive chain of mountains 
known under the name of the Western Ghats, or Syhadree mountains. 
On their western side they rise with an abrupt and precipitous ascent 
from the Concan, which separates them from the sea, while their eastern 
face presents a somewhat less rapid and steep descent into the tablo Jand 
of the Leccan. 

The general elevation of the station is 4,500 feet above the level of the 
sea, while its highest summit attains an altitude of 4,700 feet. It is ele- 
vated upwards of 4000 feet above the subjacent country on the Concan 
side, and about 2,300 feet above the general level of the Deccan at its 
eastern base. Its greatest breadth at the northern extremity is about 15 
miles, and about at its southern boundary. The average direct le 
north and south does not exceed five miles, though from N, E. to S. W. it 
extends diagonally seventeen miles. 
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Excellent roads have been made in almost every direction. These al- 
ready extend over.a space of upwards of forty miles, more than’ one half 
of which are carriage-roads, and the remainder bridle-paths, and have been 
ao laid out as toopen up to the visiter a varied succession of mountain 
scenery, which, for grandeur and beauty, it is believed can be equalled ia 
few parts of the werld.. 

The soil consists principally of a red clay (formed by the disintegra- 
tion of cellular ferruginous clay-stone, which constitutes the surface rock) 
intermixed with the debris of trap rock, and in many places with a consi- 
derable proportion of decayed vegetable matter, forming a brown mould 
which is found to be very productive, An abundant supply of excellent 
water is at all seasons procurzble, either from wells, which vary from twen- 
ty to forty feet in depth,.or from the small streamlets which traverse the 
hills, some of which retain their water during the whole of the hot season. 
An extensive artificial lake, which is now being constructed by His High- 
ness, the Rajah of Satara, will add materially to the supply of water al- 
ready available, whether for cultivation or for domestic use. 

The most striking feature in the vegetation of these hills is the profusion 
of the common Brake (Pterio Aquilina) which serves to recall the asso- 
ciation of a more northern clime. A species of Curcuma, the roots of which 
yields an excellent discription of Arrow-root, grows every where in the 
greatest abundance. There is a considerable variety of Parasitic Orchideve, 
some of which possess great beauty ; and the trunks and branches of many 
of the trees, are covered with a Sariety ef Lichens and Musei. 

Potatoes of excellent quality are cultivated very extensively, both for the 
consumption of the station, and for the supply of the Bombay and Poona 
markets. A plentiful supply of all the common culinary vegetables of the 
best description can be procured at reasonable rates. The excessive hea- 
viness of the rains prevents the successful cultivation of European fruits. 

The Village of Malcolm Peth, (so named by the Rajah of Sattara in honor 
of the late Sir John Malcolm, the distinguished founder of tho station) 
contains six European shops , where European supplies of almost every 
description are procurable at the same rates as at Puona, and very little 
higher than at Bombay. The station is also visited by numerous itinerant 
hawkers(Borahs)from Bombay, whose baskets are usually filled with a varied 
assortment both of European and Indian goods. The Malcolm Peth Bazar 
is a tolerably large one, and is well supplied with all articles of consump- 
tion, which are the produce of the country, and generally at moderate 
rates. The mutton, which is small but of excellent quality, is sold at 1% 
énnas per pound. Beef at I anna per lb. Fowls at 3 or 4 annas each; 
Grain is principally imported from Wye, (a distance of 20 miles,) and is 
usually about 8 or 10 per cent. higher than in the Deccan. Firewood 
4s abundant and cheap; grass is of rather inferior quality. A monthly 
nerrik, or price current, is circulated for the information of visiters : but, 
under existing regulations, its observance cannot be enforced on the dea- 
lers, though they almost invariably conform to it. 

Mahabaleshwur is easily accessible both from Bombay and from the 
principal stations of the Deccan and Concan. The visiter from Bombay, 
yy sailing down the coast to Bancote, andthence up the Sawitree river te 

har (a distance of seventy miles by sea, and thirty by river) is brought 
within twenty seven miles land journey from the hills, or, should he object 
to even this short sea-trip, he can cross the harbour to Nagotna 
(which is effected in one tide) from which the distance by land 
is only seventy miles, along an excellent road, witha public bungalow at 
each stage. The distance from Poona, by an indifferent hilly route, ie 
seventy miles, and from Satara only thirty miles by a very good carriage- 
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road. The approach both from the Concan and from the Deccan side is 
at all times safe, as there is no intervening jungle, and no danger to be ap- 
prehended from attacks of fever or other diseases, of malarious origin. 

This station was founded bythe then Governor of Bombay, Sir Jobn 
Malcolm, in 1828. It-was ceded to the British Government, by the Rajah 
of Satara, in exchange for another village, and was subsequently annexed 
to the Zillah of the Concan. Its European establishment consists only of 
a Chaplain and a Medical officer. The former visits Dapoolge once a 
month, and Rutnagherry once in two months, during the fair season ; and 
during the rains he performs the duties of Chaplain at Malliganm. The 
Medical officer is also Superintendent of the station and a first assistant to 
the Magistrate, and has charge of a treasure chest for the payment of sick 
officers and their families. A detachment of fifty sepoys, under the com- 
mand of a jemedar, is kept up to supply the usual guards. 

The publie buildings consist of a Sanatarium (containing eight sets of 
quarters) and five detached Bungalows, for the accommodation of sick 
officers and their families ; a Church, which was built by private subscrip- 
tion, and accommodates 180 people. A small subsidiary jail, containing 
sixty Chinese convicts who are employed in the construction and repair of 
roads,,a chowrie, anda Dhurumsallal for native travellers. There is a 
Subscription Library containing upwards of 700 volumes, and a Hotel, on 
a very small scale, has recently been completed. 

The private dwelling-houses are 70 in number,of which 53 are sub- 
stantially built of hownstone and lime, and the remainder of rough stone 
and mortar, sun-dried bricks, or wattle-work. The greater number of 
them are thatched, tiles having been found not to resist the monsoon rain. 
Allotments of ground for building are granted by government op a twent 
one years’ lease, the principal provisions of which are, that the lessee shall 
pay an annual rent at the rateofa rupee an acre; that-he shall build a 
substantial bungalow, and erect suitable landmarks on the boundaries of 
his allotment ; that he shall not be permitted to cut down trees which are 
cloge to the public road ; and that he shall obey all regulations existing 
in the Mofussil, so far as they are not of a personal nature, but are inci- 
dental to the possession of immovable property, and so far also as they 
affect the health, safety, and convenience of the other inhabitants of the 
station. The average size of individual allotments granted during the last 
three years, is six acres. o 

The following is a statement of the numbers of visiters of all ages who 
have resorted to the station, each season, during the last three years.

It remains to add a brief outline of the Physical and Medical qualities 
of the climate. : 

‘The mean anoual temperature of the station is 66°2,’ which approxi- 
mates very closely to that of the Cape of Good Hope, and of New South 
Wales, and is nearly identical with the estimated mean temperature of 
the globe. The following summary embraces the principal particulars o! 
the climate, as deduced from ten years meteorological observations,

The influerce of the climate upon the healthy constitution, constitu- 
ting what may be termed its physivlogical action, is s.imulant and tame. 
In addition to the effects which usually result from a change from a warm 
to acool climate in all latitudes and to all elevations, an improvement of 
the appetite and of the digestive and of assimilative functions, and an in- 
crease of muscular and mental energy, there are experienced, in greater 
or less degree, at this station, a peculiar feeling of excitement, and a sense 
of dryness and constriction of the skin, which appear to be solely attri- 
butable to the effect of diminished atmospheric pressure, in exciting the 
circulating system, and in augmentation of cutaneous evaporation. It is 
the presence of this latter element in the constitution of inter-tropical 
mountain climates, which emplitically distinguishes them from all other 
climates whose temperature is the effect of latitude, and which will ever 
render them inferior in therapeutic etticacy. 

The climate of this station is inapplicable, if not positively injurious, in 
all acute inflammatory affections, and in the greater number of organic 
visceral diseases. On the other hand, it has been found beneficial fn un- 
complicated intermittent fevers ; in the greater number of functional dis- 
orders of the digestive organs; in general debility, cachexia, and impaired 
ponera! health (unaccompanied by local disease), whether the result of 
jong-continued exposure to a tropical climate, or of close application to 
official duty and the sedentary life which usually accompanies it, or of 
tedious convalescence from acute disease. In a few forms of diarrhcea, such 
as those which depend on simple relaxation of the exhalent vessels of the 
bowels, or which occur in persons of a cachectic or strumous diathesis ; in 
some of the alighter and more chronic hepatic and spleen affections, pro- 
vided they be unaccompanied by any evidence of morbid vascular excite- 
ment, general or local ; in some varieties of nervous and periodical head- 
aches—in chronic rheumatism, occurring in a debilitated or in a ca- 
chectic state of the system, and uneccompanied by any feverish tendency or 
by morbid irritability of the bowels. In various Scrofulous affections, and 
in the precursory or incipient atage of pulmonary phthisis, where there are 
the usual constitutional indications of the tubercular diathesis, and where 
the existence of tubercular deposition in the lungs is suspected rather 
than unequivocally announced ; in the greater number of the varying mo- 
ditications of disorder arising from, or co-existent with, functional uterine 
derangement, and in almost all the diseases incidental to infancy and 
childhood. 

The agency of this climate in the preservation of health and the pre- 
vention of disease is probably greater and more beneficial than its direct 
therapeutic efficacy, more particularly in relation to females and chil- 
dren. The practice, which is now so prevalent in the Bombay presidency 
of withdrawing children from the pernicivus influence of the excessive heat 
of the low country during the hot season, and of transferring them, during 
these months, to this temperate and equable climate, has the incalculable 
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beneficial effect of warding off many of the acute attacks incident to 
childhood, and more es;ecially to the period of dentition ; of supporting 
the energies of their constitution on a nearer level with the Eurepean 
standard during the first years of their growth, when such constitutional 
invigoration is of vital importance ; and of lessening the liability to future 
disease and future delicacy of constitution, to which ‘all children, born and 
reared for some years in this country, are more or tess liable. 


THE NEILGHERKIES. 
I—Extent, 

The Neilgherries, situated in the south of India, on the confines of 
Coimbatoor and Malabar, extend from 11° 10’ to 11° $2’ north latitude, 
and from 76° 59’ to 77° 31’ east longitude. Their greatest oblique extent 
from south west to north east is from 88 to 40 miles, and their extreme 
breadth 15. ‘Their superficial area may be computed equal to 700 square 
miles. Four stations are at present occupied, viz. Ootacamund, Kota- 
gberry, Dimhutty, and Coonoor. 


II.—Divisions and General appearance. 

The Neilgherries are composed of 8 separate ranges closely connected 
together, 

‘The range to the westward bears2 distinct names; that to the north- 
ward, commences at the Goodaloor Pass and is called the Neddimulla 
hills, and the southward is termed the Koondahs, 

The 2d or Central Range formed by a chain of hills rises to the summit 
of Dadobetta, the loftiest point (8760 feet) south of the Himalaya. 

The 3d range to the castward may be called the Kotagherry. All of 
these ranges are nearly of the same elevation but vary considerably in 
aspect, connection, and grouping. They are juined to the table-land of 
Mysore by an isthmus about 15 miles wide, and are completely isolated on 
every other side. Their nearest distance from the Malabar Coast is about 40 
miles, and froin the Coromandel sideabont 230. The scenery in general 
is exceedingly, beautiful and of the grandest and most romantic description 
in the world. 

Ootacamund is the priacipal station and is situated nearly in the centre 
of the table-land of Mysore about 10 miles from the southern edge of the 
range and 7 from the northern—immediately a¢ the base and on the wes- 
tern side of Dodabetta, and is open ouly towards the W. N. W.; the 
other three sides being completely sheltered by this mountain, Its ele- 
vation is 7 400 feet above the level cf the sea, and it is the best locality 
amongst the other stations, 

It has decidedly the most perfectly Exropean climate of any in these 
hills, and is Jess atfected by the changes of monsoons, rains, &c. than any 
other which arises from its forming the line of separation between the north 
east Madras mousvon, and the south west Malabar monseon, 


; TII.—Climate. 

Three cireumstances materialy affect the climate of the hills, viz. 

Ist. Their elevation above the level of the sea, 

2d. Their position near the line of demarcation of the two monsoons. 

dd. There isolated situation, 

The year is divided into two seasons. The cold season is similar to the 
spring of the North of Persia, or the autumn or the South of France, and 
may be said to set in from December, and terminate in March 3 whilst 
the monsoon season, resembling very nearly a mild autumn ia the South of 
England, occupies the remaining months. 
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With reference to the climate of Ootacamund in particular, the following 
may be considered a pretty fair estimate. 

January is uniformly fair, clear, and dry, the nights are very cold and 
attended with frost in the vallies. The same remarks will apply to February 
except that the frost is stronger, and in March it disappears, when the wea- 
ther becomes milder: there are also a few heavy showers. 

Towards the close of April the wind begins to vary from the North- 
East, and finally settles in the South-West ; the air is mild and balmy. 
May is the warmest month, but the heat is often relieved by the fall of 
rain in torrents intermingled with hail, ushering in the North West Mon- 
soon, which occurs in the early part of June, 10 or 15 days later than the 
Malabar Monsoon, and continues with greater or less constancy throughout 
July and August, when the weather both at Coonoor and Kotagherry, is 
to be preferred, being comparatively dry and fine. September and October 
are uncertain months, depending upon the state of the South West Mune 
soon, which, if begun early and exhausted, renders the weather fine, warm, 
and pleasant ; but if deficient in previous rain, a good deal of fog and driz- 
zle generally prevail. Towards the end of September, the wind again begins 
to ehift round to the north, when the weather becomes sensibly colder. 

‘Lhe mean annual temperature of the air of Ootacamund is 58° 68°; the 
greatest annual range $9°, the maximum being 77° and the minimum 88°, 
the mean annual range is 16° 84’, and the mean daily range 17° 1’. The 
greatest power of the sun's rays is equal to 21° 73° 

The quantity of rain that falls on an average of 4 years is 44.88 inches. 
There are heavy rains 19 days, drizzle with fair intervals 81, cloudy 28, and 
perfectly fair and dry 238. 

Kotagherry is situated 16 miles distant from Ootacamund on the eastern 
division, and is inferior in elevation, being 6571 feet above the level of 
the sea. The climate is much milder and the extreme and daily range 
less. The minimum is 43°, and the maximum 76°, a range of 5° less than 
the extreme of Ovtacamund. The air is moister and the nights less cold. 
In June, July and August, the weather is clear, bright and fair at this 
station, whilstat Ootacamund there is pretty constant fog, drizzle, or 
rain during tuis time. ‘This ditference arises from the former place being 
less subject to the influence of the South-West Monsoon. It is also reckon- 
eda more eligible residence during the monsoons for delicate people, 
whereas Ootacamund is decidedly preferred fur those in tolerably confirm- 
ed health. 

Less rain falls at this place, and itis generally dry here when it rains 
at Ootacamund, from being affected by a different monsocn. 

Dimhutty ia situated ona plateau between Kotagherry and the Orange 
Valley, the latter of which rises at the north east angle of Dodabetta, and 
isso named from the number of wild orange and lime trees found in it. 
The elevation of Dimhutty above the sea is 4500 feet, and its temperature 
is much higher than that of the two former stations. 

Coonoor, which is 10 miles distant from Ovtacamund, and the head 
quarters of the pioneer corps, issituated south of the range, close to the 
edge of the hills, and rises 58. 6 feet above the sea. Its mean temperature 
is probably 6° warmer than that of Ovtacamund, and from its proximity to 
the Ghaut it is subject at particular seasons to fogs: on the other hand 
it has the advantage of being on the direct road to Ootacamund, and is well 


adapted for eick travellers. 
IV.—Soil and Productions. 


Over the whole extent of the table land and on the summit of the hills, 
the soil is exceedingly rich and of considerable depth, caused by swamps 
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of various extent, but situation, exposure, command of water and other 
less obvious circumstances, confine the cultivation to the extremity of the 
hil's and tu the south aud east of the range. By time,. experiments, and 
advantsges of climate, almost every European fruit might be advantageous 
Jy cultivated, medicinal plants particularly. 

Production.—The different natural products are coarse barley, keeree- 
mow, poppies, garlick and onions.- The following have been introduced 
by European visitants, viz: wheat, oats, potatoes, cabbage, cauliflower, 
savoys, French beans, spinnage, peas, lettuces, beet-root, radishes, celery, 
turnips, carrots, &c, &c. sea-kale, asparagus, tomatas, plums, peaches, 
nectarines, apples, citrons, loquats. Oranges and limes grow wild. Brazil 
cherry, commonly known as the topara, gooseberry, capers, strawberry, 
raspberry, blackberries. The Orchis mascula, from the root of which the 
salpi misree is obtained, is in abundance, and several other plants resem- 
bling the genus Orchis, Lucerne. Tobacco is also found. 


V.—Rivers, &c. 

The Bowany rises in the Koondahs, and flowing through a deep fissure 
till the north west angle of this range, turns suddenly to the east where it 
is joined by a great number of tributary streams. 

‘The Pykarra separates the Neddimulla hills from the central table land, 
and descending the north of the hills joins the Moyaar and sweeping round 
the north and north west sides of the hills, flows into the Bowavy near 
Danaikencottah in Coimbatoor. 

The two other rivers are the Moyaar, and the Baypoor. 

Lake.—There is an expansive and delightful lake of 6 or 7 miles in 
circuit, having a public carriage road surroundiog it which affords most 
healthful and agreeable drives. 


VI.—Convenience of Situation. 
The following distances shew the convenience of these mountains from 
the principal points on the south side of India, and the dak expenses 
incident to a visit to them.

In marching or travelling by stages the expense is of course much 
less. 


VIL—Routes and Approaches. 

There are 3 points of the readiest access to the hills, viz: Madras on 
the east coast; Calicut, Cannanore and Tellicherry on the west: but the 
Calicut or Cannanore route is recommended to travellers from the Bengal 
Presidency, arriving at Madras of course in the first instance. 

Trichinopoly Route.—Regular bearers are to be had to Cuddalore from 
the Madras police, thence to Trichinopoly from the post office there ; 
from this to Matapollium where they are posted by the Collector of Coim- 
Dbatoor, and from Matapollium to Ootacamund, they are to be had from 
the Commissariat Officer on the hills. This is the most eligible though 
the longest road ;—it passes through many stations having medical and 
other assistance at hand,—is free from ,jungle or other obstructions, and 
may be travelled at all seasons without risk or delay. 
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Salem route.—The route via Salem is the shortest, but it passes through 
an uninteresting and unhealthy country. There are bungalows only at 
certain stations. It joins the former rad at Avanashy. 

The third road passes through Vellore, Bangalore, and Mysore, and 
then ascends by the Goondaloor pass to Nediwuttum and Ootacamund. 
Bearers are to be had as far as Arcot from the Madras police, and thence 
to Ootacamund from the principal offices. 

Banglore route—This road would be the most agreeable, but on ae- 
count of the jungle between Goondlapet and Goondaloor, which, however, 
may be avoided by descending the Tapoor pass from Bangalore, and 
joining the Salem road. But this route is only had recourse to by travellers 
from Bangalore, which is the fourth and new military road. 

Calicut route.—From Calieut the road descends southward to Ponany 
and thence striking inland passes through a beautiful country to Paul- 
ghatcherry, 78 miles. From this toCoimbatoor, 30 miles, it lies party 
through a jungle not unhealthy or dangerous in any way; from Coimbatoor 
to Matapollium, 27 miles, and thence the Coonoor ghat leads to Ootaca- 
round. 

Another road from Calicut isby asending the Baypoor river to Nellums 
boor, thence through a deep jungly valley (between the Neilgherries and 
the Tonbacherry hills) tothe Karkoor pass, and finally to Ootacamund. 
This route is highly objectionable from the extent and unhealthy nature 
of the above jungle. 

Cannanore or Tellicherry route.—Thi; road is recommended to euch 
travellers from Calcutta as have no dislike to a sea-voyage or expect to 
derive benefittrom it. From either of these places the road strikes direetly 
inland, and ascending the Peria pass, to Manautoddy, and passing through 
a wild and picturesque, though not unhealthy country, reaches Goodaloor, 
and thence finally enters Ootacamund. 


VILL.—Effects of Climate on Indian Diseases. 

From the elevated position of the hills, the curative and restorative 
powers of the climate on Indian diseases must be apparent to all. An im- 
portant consideration also connected with them, is the preventive 
powers of their climate, which has not yet met with the attention it de- 
serves, A transfer at once to the climate of the hills of those suffering from 
the various diseases and ailments hereunder instanced, is highly recom- 
mended, 

Fever (being unknown on the hills) when previously contracted. 

Dyspepsia, when not connected with serious derangement of the liver. 

Debility in every degree: 

Habitual constipation. 

Local and cutaneous affections of every description. 

All Pulmonary complaints. 

All female complaints, properly so called. 

Diarrhea. 

Dysentery. 

Hepatic diseases io their milder forms, 

Rheumatism, muscular or mercurial. 

Gout, though the cure is in every instance perhaps impossible, is greatly 
modified, 


1X.—Resources and Supplies. 

The bazar at Ootacamund is exeeedingly well supplied, and the prices 
are alittle higher than those of the low country. There are two excel- 
lent Parsee shops containing every thing in the way of liquors, Europe 
supplies, cheese, pickles, preserves, &c. &c, which are good and at reasons 
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able prices ; but those whoare particular in the choice of their port wine 
and beer are recommended to takea small stock with them. Salt provi- 
sions of very good quality, cured on the hills, are tobe had in considera- 
ble quantities in the bazar. Cattle and swine might be procured to any 
extent in the low country round the hills, and fruits and vegetables of every 
description have advantageously been cultivated. 


Houses.—In Kotagherry there is a deficiency of supplies owing to the 
want of a regular bazar, a market being held only once a week. There 
are only 12 or 13 houses besides the quarters at Dimhutty at the disposal 
of the public, whilst at Ootacamund there are upwards of 70 habitable 
houses. At Conoor there is no accommodation for travellers except the 
public bungalow, which is forbid to them for upwards of 8 days. 


Servants.—Good men servants of every description (except perhaps head 
servants and dressing boys) are available at Ootacamund. Female servants 
are seldom found and should be brought up. 


Furniture.—Beds, chairs, tables, carpets, may be easily had on the 

Hills. Crockery may be arranged for with the Parsee shop keepers. The 

ensentis} requisites to be taken are plate, bed and table-linen, and warm 
lothing. 


X.—Clearing the Jungle. 


The base of the hills is completely surrounded by dense jungle of vari- 
ous breadth rising in general from 2500 to 3500 feet on their declivities. Its 
breadth is in no place greater than 20 miles(between Mungalum and Gooda- 
loor) and at many others does not exceed six, as at Matapollium. The 
clearing of this jungle would be attended with many salutary effects, there- 
by removing one of the greates: obstructions to the free accessibility of the 
hills by the route from Madras through Vellore, Bangalore, and ‘Mysoor, 
and preventing the occurrence of fever, which, from the density and the 
nature of the soil in many parts, is almost inevitable; the effects of the 
amiasm being alike fatal to Europeans and Native. 


XI.—Building Ground. 


The surface of the table land is much undulated; but the portion of 
‘the central division adjoining the Koondahs and Neddimulla hills beiag 
broken into an immense number of little round hills, and the vallies afford 
ample ground for building upon. 


XII.—Building Materials. 


There are large beds of laterite probably a very useful material for 
purposesof building, and also a whitish earth used for whitewashing. 
Quartz in great purity, but partly decomposed, is found in abundance near 
the Koondah ghaut and below Billyeul. The sienite, composing the base of 

‘the rocks, from its durability would prove useful. No lime has Bitherto been 
discovered ; and the clay is well adapted for the manufacture of bricks, 
tiles, or pottery. 

The teak forest lately discovered in the Conoot ghaut is reserved for 
government : the Chumpanee possessed all the valuable qualities of the 
teak and is used for rafters, door-frames, &c. ; the Darchence may be had 
in beams of any size, but it isnot eo durable asthe teak ; Billoo is ano- 
ther very heavy and solid species, is easily worked, and less affected by 
“moisture than the two former, and is proof against insects. The barberry 
is well adapted for chairs, music-stands, and_other ornamental furniture. 
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XIII.— Water. 

There is a stream on the surface of the table land, which is quite clear 
and pure, and the water is as fit for use as if just taken from the spring. 
Each of the lateral vallies has its own brook of beautifully limped water. 
The water found on the hills is occasionally hard, and sometimes contains 
iron, but there is no scarcity of springs of beautifully soft water. 


XIV.—Inhabitants. 


. Excluding the European population, these may be divided into the Todas 
or Toruwars ; the Ewlars; the Curnmbars ; the Cohatars; and the Bud- 
daghers or Burghers, called by the natives Badacars or Vadacars, having 
come to the hills from the north quarter. 

The Todas or Toruwars may be considered the aborigines of the soil, 
they do not exceed 60U in number, and are divided into two grand families, 
one called Peikis or Tarallis, and the other Kutas or Tardas—the former 
are competent to hold all sacred offices, and the latter may be called the lay 
class—they intermarry, and the progeny is termed Mookhs (children or 
descendant.) They breed only the butfaloe, and manufactare butter 
and ghee; such of the latter as they do not require for their own use is 
bartered for grain and cloth with their neighvours, They are highly 
respected by all the other tribes. They call themselves (par excellence) 
men, and the burghers, labourers. 

The Erulara divide themselves into the Uraly and Curutali, who in. 
conjunction with the Curumbars are little removed from utter uncivilization . 
Their language isa mixture of the Tamil, the Carnataca, the Mulayalma, 
and the Toda. They may be classed as Hindoos, 


The Cohatars occupy the elevated parts of the hills, have no distinction 

of caste, and differ irom the other tribes ; they cultivate different kinds of 

“ millet, the poppy and barley, and are the only artizans of the hills, being 

goldsmiths, potters chaccileis. They are not Hindoos, but worship ideal 
gods not represented by any image. 


The Buddaghers or Burghers, properly called by the natives Badacars, 
or Vadacars, having come from the north of the hills, number about 
10,000 of both sexes and all ages, and are the most numerous. They are 
divided into eight classes, all Hindoos of the Siva sect, and may be said to 
consist of priests who wear the lingam and officiate for all other classes, 
of repudiated Brahmans who wear the sacerdotal string and retain some 
privileges in their worship, but are classed with the rest of the people who 
are the principal cultivators of the earth, and manufacture a coarse cloth. 
These are the least respected. The language of the Burghers is formed of a 
mixture of the Carnataca and the Toda. 


XV.—Hints to Invalids. 


Warm clothing is of vital importance on the hills, and evenin the low 
country, a light flannel banian (jacket or shirt) is of service ; every in- 
valid as lie values life should be provided with a good stock of flannel 
‘banians, flannel cummerbunds (belts made so as to have strings to be 
firmly tied round the middle and double over) drawers and worsted stock- 
ings, and a stuck of stout shoes and boots. Avoid exposure to the 
night air, and never be out after sunset, Early rising is neither ne- 
cessary nor prudent, the invalid should wait till the sun has attained suf- 
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ficient height to drive away the cold and moisture of the night; care 
should be takea to return home before 9 a. m. 80 as to avoid the power- 
ful effects of thesun. Diet must ofcourse be regulated by circumstan- 
ces. In general, however, adbere to light animal food, with bread or 
biscuit, and vegetables, pastry, cheese, &c. Port or sherry is preferable 
tothelighter wines; beer unnecessary. Invalids should diminish their 
usual quantity of those stimulants until acclimatized, and observe early 
hours for diet. Exercise should be taken so as to produce a gentle action 
on the skio, and not fatigue, but avoid exposure to the sun, Riding is 
tobe preferred to walking, it being less exciting. When acclimatized, 
exercise should be gradually increased, and when fairly recovered, as much 
daylight in the open air as strength will permit should be passed. Those 
who have suffered from fever should be cautious to avoid the jungle at the 
foot of the hills, and if unfortnmately detained there, a course of purga-. 
tives, followed by small doses of quinine, should be pursued. Cold feet 
(a general complaint wRh new comers especially females) are remedied 
by adopting lambswool or worsted stockings which should form the stock 
of people in good or indifferent health. 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS OW THE MAHABULESHWUR HILLS. 


Ist. The houses erected by Government for the accommodation of sick 
officers and their families at the convalescent station on the Mahabuleshwur 
Hills, are piseed under the control and superintendence of the Medical 
Officer of the station; to whom all applications for Quarters are to be 
addressed officially in writing. 


2d. Each applicant is directed to state distinctly the description of 
quarters he desires to occupy, the period for which he requires them, 
and whether he is proceeding on medical certificate. These applications 
willbe held, and complied with in the order of their dates: preference 
being given however, to the claims of officers on medical certificate, and 
their sick families. 

Srd. Officers not on medical certificate, will be permitted to occupy 
quarters in the Sanatarium, on condition of their being vacated when re- 
quired for the accommodation of sick officers, 


4th. Each applicant will incur the penalty of a month’s rent, who may 
decline on their being offered to him, to occupy such quarters as he ma 
have applied for, unless he shall have withdrawn his name from the Roll 
a month previous to the timeat which he had intimated his intention of 
occupying them. 

5th. No house can be hired fora shorter period than one month, and 
the tenant shall give a fortnight’s notice to the Superintendent, of his 
intention to vacate his quarters under forfeiture of half a month's rent. 

6th. No private transfer of quarters by the tenant is permitted, to the 
prejudice of the regular succession by the Superintendent's List: 

7th. Any tenant who does not occupy hishouse within a month after 
engaging it shall be considered as having forfeited all further claim to it, 
provided there is any other applicaut on the list. 

8th. The rate of the house rent is regulated to the extent of the ac- 
commodation and ranges from (25) twenty five to (90) ninety Rupees a 
month ; the quarters of the lowest rent consisting of two rooms with out- 
houses attached. 
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9th. The amount of Rent due by officers of the Army or Indian Navy, 
will be deducted from their monthly abstracts by the Public Officers from’ 
whom they draw Pay ; that due by other persons in the public Service 
is to be paid in cash to the Officer in charge of the Station, on the first 
of each month, ifdeducted by him from the amount of advances on ac- 
count of Pay made to them from the treasure chest under his charge ; and 
that due by persons not in the public Service, is to be paid in Cash in 
like manner, under or by his Bill payable in Bombay, in favour of the 
Officer in charge of the Buildings, who will transmit itto the General 
Pay Master for recovery. 

10th, The tenant will be held responsible for all damages or destruc- 
tion of quarters by fine or otherwise. 

llth. On the first of each month the Superintendent’s Native Agent 
will inspect all the houses, and report any damages that may have taken 

lace, and should these not be immediately repaired by the tenant, the 

overnment Contractor will be directed to repair them at the expence 
of the tenant, who will not be entitled in such case to object to the Con- 
tractors’s Bill, if countersigned by the Superintendent. All disputes be- 
tween tenants and the Contractor regarding petty damages occuring during 
their occupancy, are to be referred to the Superintendent to whose deci- 
sion both parties are to submit. a

86 PAYMENT OF BUROPEAN TROOPS. (pant iv. 


The pay of the Enropean Troops at the three Presidencies having been assimilated, and 
the Government of India having authorized the issue of the same in arrear agreeably to 
the practice observed ander the Bengal Presidency, the following rules are laid down for 
the gradual accomplishment _of that ubject. 

‘The pay of the Enropean comminsioned Officers of the Company's Service will be patd ia 
arrear in conformity with iustructions issued to Pay-masters under the decison of Govern- 
ment dated the sth February 1433, namely—All Officers entering or retaraing to the service 
from Europe, and all those promoted, will not be allowed to draw nett pay in advance. The 
period fixed for the commencement of this arrangement was the Ist February 1838, a refor- 
ence to the date of the Officers arrival in, or retura to this Conatry, or to that of the Gene- 
ral Order announcing his promotion, will enable the pay and awit departments to ascertain 
readily whether the pay of any Uffiver has or bax not been thrown into arrear. 

The pay of the European Soldicra of the Company's serrice arriving from Europe after 
the Ist May 1841, will be paid in arrear, and thatof the Non-Commissioned Officers and Sot 
diers previously in the service, (though actually paid in advance) will beconsidered as paid 
in arrear from the shove date, and issued in every respect in the same manner asthe pay of 
the Men drawing pay iu arrear, with thia exception, namely: That when such Men become 
casualties the pay overdrawn shall be deducted from the abstract as at present. 

Her Majesty's Troops. both Officers and Men of Regiments now onthis Establishment, and 
sil who may hereafter join those Regiments from Europe or elsewhere, will ceatinue to draw 
pay in advance as at present, but those belonging to Hegiments placed on this Establishment 
after the Ist May 1841, will draw pay in arrear. : 

The aggregate monthly amount of the pay and allowances of the Officers of the relieving 
Reximents will be preci-ely the same as that drawn by Company’s Officers of corresponding 
ranks.

No. 436—The Right Honorable the Governor in Council, with a view to a 
more complete assimilation of the rules ‘of three Presideucies regarding the 
Regimental Pay and Allowances of the European Commissioned Officers of the 
Honorable Company's Service, is pleased to direct, that from the Ist day of Oc- 
tober, next, they ehall be drawn at the rates laid down in the following Tables, 
in which the total receipts in each rank correspond exactly with those now exist- 
ing, the calculations having been made for a period of four years, in order to em- 
brace a leap year. 

In drawing arrears for broken periods for any mouth, they are to be calculated 
with reference tothe number of days in the month, and agreeably to the monthly 
rates now laid down. 

In abstracts for Garrison Pay and Allowances the different items composing 
the consolidated sam shewn in the Table A, need not be stated but for Officers 
not entitled to Territories, or for those eutitled to only Half Lentage, the total of 
each in Abstract must be reduced accordingly. 

The House Rent of Officers living in Public Quarters and not entitled to that 
Allowance, is nevertheless to be incluced in the total, but the amount must be 
deducted on the face of the Abstract, and paymasters will give credit for the 
same in their Cash Accounts under the proper head, Separate Abstracts fur ade 
ditional Half Batia when in the Fie'd, at a Full Batta station, or marching must 
as heretofore, invariably be made, and the amount drawn at the rate laid down in 
the 2d column in the Field, Table B; and Staff Ofticers who receive it in virtue 
of their Staff appointments, will draw it in their Staff Abstract. 

Officers individually detached from Garrision Station on Court Martial, or their 
temporary duties which entitled them to both House Rent and Tentage, will, as 
beretofore, charge the full amount of half Batta in their Field Abstract.

VICTORIA R—Whereas we have judyed it expedient to revise, 
amend, and consolidate the Rules, orders and Regulations which have from 
time to time been established for granting unattached pay and other rates 
of pay to General Oilicers, aud retired full pay and half pay to ollicers of 
our Army; Our will and pleasure is, that from and after the date hereof, 
this Our Warrant shall be considered the sole authority upon this subject. 

Unattached Pay and other Rutes of Pay to General Officers. 

1. The nunber of General Ollicers upon unattached pay of one pound 
five shillings a day, not being in command of regiments, is limited to an 
establishment of 120 General Officers. 

2. The vacancies which may from time to time occur in this limited 
establishment, will be tiicd up by General Otlicers recommended tous by 
the General Commanding -in- Chief. 

3. General Ollicers, being Colouels of regiments in the event of their 
regiments being reduced, u be placed, ia the first instance, as Supernue 
meraries in the said establisiments, but are to fill into the vacancies that 
may occur thereupon, 

4. All Ollicers promoted to be General Ovticers shall whether on full 
pay or half pay at the time of promotion, receive unattached pay at the rate 
of four hundred pounds per annum, orif Lieut. Colonels of Cavalry the net 
fuil pay of that rank, until elected to the establishment of unattached pay, 
at one pound five shillings a day, or appointed to be Colonels of regiments ; 
—provided such Oilicers shall have actually served upwards of six years with 
the rank of Ltegimental Major or Licut. Colunel, either witha regiment 
or in sume other Military capacity in the public service ; or having obtained 
the rank of Regimental Field Ojlicers had been ubiiged to go upoa half pay 
on account of reduction, or in consequence of ill health contracted in the 
Service, as established by the Reportof a Buard of Medical oflicers, or in 
consequence of wounds, received in action, befure he had served the six 
years above prescribed, 

5. The benetit of this pay shall not be extended to any General Officer 
who, when he last went upon half pay, had received the difference ; nor to 
any officer whv went upon half pay at his own request in time of war after 
having obtained the Brevet rank of Lieut Colonel ; nor to any oilicer who 
went upon half pay at his owa request in time of peace before le had served 
six years with the rank of Rezimental Field Officer. 

Otticers thus situated shail continue to receive the half pay only of which 
they were in the receipt at the time of their promotion to be General Officers, 

6. Ollicers removed from their commissions as Field O:licers, in regi- 
ments of Foot Guards, in consequence of being promoted to be General 
Otficers, shall receive unattached pay according to the following scale, viz.— 

Lieut.-Colonel. -GO0d. per annuin, 
Major,, SUL, ‘A 
Retired Full Pay. 

7. A limited establishment of retired full pay shall be formed and kept 
up according to the following scale :—

115. Captains whereof a number, not exceeding 45, may be Brevet 
Field Officers at 13s. 7¢. a day each and the remainder Captains at 11s, 7d. 
aday each. Captains on the Retired List, ata lower rate of pay, are nat 
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to be transferred to the new scale, excepted on special recommendation of 
the General Commanding in chief, 

8. The officers to be selected for this retired establishment sliall be re- 
commended to us by the General commanding in chief, aud they shall be 
appointed thereto according to their Regimental, and not according to their 
Brevet rank; but they shail not thereby obtain any additional rauk, nor can 
they be further promoted. 

9. Officers hereafter appuinted to veteran battalions shall not, on their 
retirement therefrom, acquire any claim to full retired pay, but upon re- 
duction shall be liable to be placed upon half pay uuder the same regula- 
tions as Olficers reduced from regiments of the Line. 

Half Pay. 

10, The haif pay of the Army is a remuneration for past Military ser- 
vices, and also an obligation on the part of the Oitizer to return to his 
Military duties whenever called upon, and any Odicers not obeying the 
callis liable to forte his half pay. 

11. No olflicers shall be entitled to be placed on the half pay establish- 
ment on reduction from full pay, unless he shall have actually done duty io 
some regi. ent or corps, or in sume other Military capacity in the public 
service, for a period of at least aix years, e cepting he shall have been com- 
pelled to retire upon haif pay, by wounds received in action; or by ill 
health contracted on duty in our colonies after three years’ servi e. 

12. An Olficer having served more than three and less than six years, 
will however if reduced, be placed upon half pay until recalled to active 
service. 

13, An Officer having served less than three years, will, if reduced, res 
ceive only a temporary allowance of half pay, according to the following 
scale :—

15. But an ollicer on temporary half pay sliall be eligible to be appoint- 
edtoa full pay commission ether by exchange or otherwise, provided his 
appointinest shall take place within tive years atter he has cea-ed to receive 
temporary half pay, in which case his torincr service slall be allowed to 
reckon. 

16. The exchange to full pay under the preceeding article may be made 
with a full pay oiticer entitied to haif pay. 

17. Lf an officer receiving the temporary allowance shall have purchased 
his commission, he may receive the regulation price thereof from the 
public through the Seeretary at War, and the sum thus advanced shall be 
refunded to the public by the sale of a first full: pay cominission provided 
that not more than ¢ne first commission out of two ve thus sold for refund- 
ing to the public the regulated price of the commission so advanced, 

18. Ifa Subaltern Otjicer having a claim to half pay is desirous of sell- 
ing or commuting his nait pay, the foliowiug Rule shall be observed :— 
Ir he purchased his commission, the regulateu price may be given (whether 
receiving half pay or temporary allowance) with the usual precaution of a 
inedical certificate as to his being in a good state of health. 

Ithe did not purchase his evmunissivn, he may receive the new price of 
that commission, if a Lieut. with seven years’ fulf-pay service in the Army, 
or with six, years’ if a cornet or Ensign; and the old price of the commis- 
sion if under those pericds, and above four years’ full-pay service. 
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If he did not purchasse his commission and should retire afier less than 
four years’, and more than three years’ service, at his own request, and 
not on account of ill health or wounds, he shall only receive half the price 
of the commission at the new rate. 

1$. But in the cases included in the two preceding Articles, no officer 
on half pay shall of right, have a claim to eell or conmute his half pay— 
the permission shall be governed by such a consideration of the individual 
ease as the General commanding-in-Chief and Secretary at War may 
think proper to recommend to us. 

20. No Garrison Commission or Appointment shall give an officer any 
claim to half pay on retirement. 

21. Au officer who applies to retire upon half pay on the ground of ill 
health, mngt, if stationed in or near London or Dublin, be examined by 
the principal officers of the Army Medical Departments in those cities and 
if stationed elsewhere by a board of Medical Ollivers, agreeably to the pro~ 
visions of the articles of War; the result of such examination to be for- 
warded to the Geneiui Commanding-in-Chief and Secretary at War. If 
such examination shall not take place the officer will be considered to have 
retired upon half pay for his own convenience. 

22. Every Quarter the residence of the half pay officer is to be stated ia 
bis Declaration, whether his half pay be received by an agent or by himself. 

23. If an officer of any of the undermentioned ranks shall have entered 
the Service since the termination of the war in 1815, and shall, after the 
date of his warrant, be permitt.d to exchange t: half pay, not on account 
of ill health, but for his private convenience, before he has served seven years 
on full pay, he shall be allowed only the old rate of half pay specified in 
the following schedule; ifthe retirement should be for the public conveni- 
euce by reduction or otherwise, or in consequence of ill health as_certitied 
by a Medical Board, the officer will be allowed the new rate of half pay.

Wit.ta™ I, Duke of Normandy, a descendant, of Canute, born 1027, paid a visit to Edward 
the Confessor, in England, 1051, betrothed his daughter to Harold 11,1058; made a claim of

Each candidate shall produce testimonials of good moral conduct, under the hand of the 
principal or superior authority of the college or public institution in which he may have been 
educated, or under the hand of the private instructor to whose carehe may have been confid- 
ed; and the said testimonials shall have reference to his conduct during the two years immedi- 
ately preceiling his presentation for admission. 

Each candidate shall be examined in the Four Gospels of the Greek Testament, and shall not 
ve deemed duly qualified for admission to Haileybury College, unless he be found to possess a 
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competent knowledge thereof; nor unless he be able to render into English some portion 
of the works of une of the following Greek authors :—Homer, Herodatus, Xenophon, Thucy- 
dides, Sophocles, and Euripides ; nor unless he can render into English some portion of the 
‘works of one of the following Latin authors: — Livy, Trence, Cicero, Tacitus, Virgil, and Hor. 
ace ; and this part of the examination will include questions in ancient history, geography, 
and philosophy. 

Fach candidate shall also be examined in modern history and geography; and in the 
elements of mathematical science, including the common rules of arithmetic, vulgar aod 
decimal fractions, and the first four books of Euclid. He shall also be examined in moral 
philosophy, and in the evidence of the Christian rligion 4s set fourth in the works of Paley. 

It is, however, to be understood, that superior attainments in one of the departments of 
literature or science, comprised in the foregoing plan of examination, shall. at the discretion. 
of the Examiners, be considered to compensate for comparative deficiency in other qualifi- 
cations; and also that the examination shall be so conducted as to give to each candidate 
reasonable time to prepare himself for the said examination. 

A student publicly expelled the college will not be admitted into the Company's civil or 
military service in India, or into the Com,,any’s Military Seminary, 

No person can be appointed a Writer in the Company's Service whose age is less than. 
eighteen, or more than twenty-three years, nor until he shall have resided four terms at least, 
in the college, and shall have obtained a certificate signed by the Principal of his having 
conformed himself to the statutes and regulations of the Cullege. 

Ona student's appointment to be a Writer after he has left the College, a legal instrument 
fs to be entered into by some onc person (to be approved by the Court of Directors) binding 
himself to pay the sum of £3900, as liquidated damages to the Company, for breach of a 
covenant to be entered into that the student’s nomination hath not been in any way bought, 
or sold, or exchanged for any thing convertible into a pecuniary benefit. 

The iank of students leaving the college is determined by the certificate of the Principal, 
which is granted with reference to the industry, proficiency, and general good behaviour 
of the students, 

Such rank to take effectonly inthe event of the students proceeding to India within six 
months after they are so ranked.

The denominations of Senior and Junior Merchant, Factor and 
Writer, under which the Civil Service have heretofore been classed having 
become quite inapplicable in consequence of the alteration in the constitution 
of the East India Company, are to cease from the date of the promulgation of 
the Warrant at the respect ive Presidencies, andin assigning relative rank te 
our Civil Service, they will thenceforward he divided into six classes accord- 
ing to their date and standing as defined in the Warrant.

This order consists at present, exclusive of foreign and honorary members, 
of 71% indiv duals, of whom 30 are Civil Grand Crosses and the remainder 
Naval and Military Officers, 

By statute, Jan 2, 1815, it is ordained, “ for the purpose of Commemorat- 
ing the auspicious termination of the long and arduous contest in which this 
Empire has been engaged,” that the Order shall be composed of three class- 
es, Viz:— 

Ist Cuiass.—To consist of Knights Grand Crosses, number not to exceed 
seventy-two, exclusive of the Sovereign and Princes of the blood Royal ; 
twelve of the number may be appointed from the Civil and Diplomatic Ser- 
vices This dignity not to be conferred upon any Officer (except the above 
twelve) who shall not have attained the Rank of Major General in the Army, 
or Rear Admiral in the Navy, and must have been previously appointed to 
the second classes. 

2np Ciass.—Knights Commanders, number not to exceed upon the first 
Institution, one hundred and eighty, exclusive of Foreign Officers holding 
British Commissions, of whom not exceeding ten may be admitted as Hono- 
rary Knight Commanders; in the event of actions of signal distinctions, or 
future wars, the number of this Class may be increased. To be entitled the 
distinctive appellation of Knighthood ; to have the su: e rights and privileges, 
as Knights Bachelors, but to take a precedence of them; to wear the badge 
and pendant by a red riband round the neck, the star embroidered on the left 
side. No person is now eligible to this class under the rank of Major General 
in the Army or Rear Admiral in the Navy. 

arp Cuaxs.-Companions of the Order not limited in number, they ure to 
take precedence of Esquires, but not entitled to the appe'lation, style, &e- 
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of Knights Bachelors. To wear the badge assigned to the 3d class, pen- 
dant bya narrow riband to the button hole. No Officer can be nominated 
unless he shall have received a medal or other bage of honor, or shall 
have been conceal mentioned in despatches in the Gazette as having 
distinguished himself n action. 

The new badge for the Military classes of the Order, is a Gold Maltese 
Cross of eight points, enamelled argent in the four angles alion passant, 
guardant, or—in the centre, the rose, thistle, ard shamrock, issui:g from 
@ sceptre between three imperial crowns, or, with acircle, gules,—thereon 
the motto of the Order surrounded by two branches of laurel, proper 
issuing from an escrol azure inscribed Ich Dien in letters of gold, worn by 
the Grand Crosses pendant from a red riband across the right shoulder. 
The collar is of gold, weighing thirty ounces of troy weight, and is com- 

osed of uine imperial crowns and eight roses, thistle and shamrock, issu- 
ang from asceptre. e amelled in their proper colours, tied or linked toge- 
ther with seventeen gold knots, enamelled white, having the badge of the 
order pendant thereto. ‘he Star of the Military Grand Crosses is formed 
of raysor flames of Silver, thereon a Gold Maltese Cross, and in the centre, 
with the motto branches of laurel, issuant as above described three im- 

rial crowns of gold, and is worn on the left side. 

ihe Civil Knights Grand Crosses retain the old badge and star of the 
order. 

No Knight can wear the collar before his installation. 

The Star of a Commander is in the form of a Cross patee of Silver 
having the name in the centre as,the Grant Crosses. but no Gold Maltese Cross 


thereon. 
Royal Hanoverian Guelphic Orver. 


This order was institued by the Prince Regent in the name of His Majesty 
Geo. III “ King of Great Britain, and Hanover,” in 1815. The badge is 
a gold Maltese Cross of eight points surmounted by a Crown, and bearing on 
its Centre the white Horse surrounded by the motto “ Nee Aspera Terrent ” 
Ribbon, sky blue, watered. On the death of William IV, the power of conler- 
Ting this distinction passed, agreeably to statute II, to the Crown of Houover 
but it still enrol 525 British Members, admitted before that event—of these 
67 are Civil, and 135 are also Members of the order of the Bath. The follow- 
ing are extracta from the Royal Ordinance of Lnetitution dated “ Canton 
House,” 12th Aug. 1815. 

I. This new order of Knighthood is to be considered as instituted from the 
12th August 1815, and to be styled the Guelphic Order, in Commemoration 
of several important events. II. For the more particular splendour of this 
Order the office of Grand Master is for ever to be vested in the Crown of 
Hanover. II]. The order is to consist of three Classes, Grand Crosses,Com- 
manders and Knights. IV. Only those of our servants and subjects are to be 
Teceived into the Order who have not only performed their services accord- 
ing to honor and duty, but who have particularly distinguished themselves or 
performed extraordinary services for their Country. V, ‘his order gives to 
those who obtain it, exclusive of the consideration for their services not only 
precedence before those of their rank who do no poseess it, but gives to those 
who are not noble, for their person all the rights of nobility, and the admis- 
sion to our Court attached thereto. 

1. Supplementary. In order to give this our order greater value and 
higher dignity we do hereby Command that such persons only shall be 
received therein who are of good descent, and birth, possessing arms and 
are of unimpeachable conduct &c. 

II, Itis our Royal will that the Blanc Coursier Herald shall obtain the 
Arms of the different Knights, and place the same as well on the Chapel 
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of our Palace at Hanover, as in the Ancient Hall of Knights, there, the Arms 
to be placed on a Copper plate within a Sky blue Circle bearing the motto 
“ Nee aspera Terrent” in letters of gold surrounded, if a Military person, by 
awreath of Laurel; if Civil, bya wreath of Oak. Under the Arms shall Le 
engraved the name and rank of the Knights, and also the date of their 
reception asa durable remembrance to posterity of their distinguished merit 
and services. 

IL], Grants to the grand Crosses, the right of using the Collar Circle, 
Motto, Wreath and Badge with their Armourial bearings, and to Commanders 
and Knights the sume insignia with the exception of the Collar.

3. Under the head of ordinary members shall be classed all who contribute to the funds 
of the Society, and all who are admitted in accordance with regulation 7. 

- 4. All medical men residing in India, who can produce certificates of a regular medical 
education, shall be cligible as ordinary members. 

5. Any medical officer of Her Majesty's or the Hon'ble Company's service, will be elected 
‘an ordinary member of the Society, on his expressing a wish to that effect by letter address- 
ed to the Secretary of the Society. 

6. Any qualified person not belonging to Her Mnjesty’s, or the Hon’ble Company's service 
proposed by sir ordinary members of the Society by letter addressed to the Secretary of the 
Society will be elected an ordinary member. k 

7. Assistant Surgeons on first entering the Bombay Medical Service will be considered 
ordinary members of the Society free of the payment of admission fee and annual subscrip- 
tion, and continue so for a period of two years; after which, should they not pay the re- 
ulated admission fee and annual subscription, they will be considered to have withdrawn 
from the Society. 


Payment. 

8. Ordinary members to pay a fee of five rupees on election, and to conribute fweloe ra- 
pees annually, payable in advance.

«“ Thelate Bishop of Calcutta ( pr. Turner) on his visit to Bombay, in January 1830, recom- 
mended the adoption of a plan for relieving the poor of the place, which at Madras and Cal- 
cutta had been pursued for years past with much gratifying success. It was to ascertain 
the actual condition ofthose who represented themselves as distressed and destitute by a 
personal investigation oftheir cases. This will be found on experiment the best means for 
putting astop to mendicity, for discourazing imposition on the public, and for affording to 
those who are really deserving assistance suituble to thelr necessities. An arrangement to 
this effect was accordingly ect on foot, and hus been in operation since the beginning of 
March 183 

“ The Island of Bombay, including Colaba ; has been portioned out into districts, each of 
which come under the charge ofa few gentlemen who compose a Committee ; and the busi- 
nese of the different district Committees is to examine personally every case which cither 
comes within their own notice, or is transmitted to them for javestigation. Even then the 
verbal representation ofthe applicant is not relied on, the testimony of his neighbours being 
required in its corroboration before ald is administered, The result of the inquiry is then, 
submitted to a general monthly Committee, composed again of as many of the District 
Members as find it convenient to meet, who deliberate and decide on the degree of relict 


permanent or temporary, to be rendered to the applicant,”

In_the Month of June 1830, meeting of the organizers of this institution were held, when 
the following regulations for the Asylum were finally agreed upon, 
Regulation of the Institution for providing an Asylum for the Destitute Natives in Bombay. 

1. The object of the instituition is, tu afford suiteble food, cluthing, and lodging, to the 
destitute poor. 

2. Protestant Christian instruction shall be regularly imparted to the inmates ofthe Asylum. 

3. No Native shall be received into the Institution, who is able to obtain support withoat 
begging. and if any of the inmates be found practising vagrancy, they shall be liable to 
expulsion at the discretion of the Committee. 

4. Aschool shall be formed for the Christian instruction of the panpers and children. 

S. Withthe view to promote habits of industry, some employment shall be provided for the 
inmates of the Asylum. 

6. The smallest subscriptions and donations will be thankfully received, and subscribers of 
fifteen Rupees and upwards per Annum, and donors of one hundred rupees, shall be members. 

7.. The affairs of the institution shall be conducted by a Committee, consisting of all the 
ministers who are members, together with not fewer then six lay members, who shallbe em. 
powered to add to their numbers. These to constitute a quorum; all Protestant missionaries 
being ex-officio members of the Committee. 

8. The Secretary shall be empowered toconvenea meeting of the Committee when circum- 
stances may require 

9. An annual report of the proceedings, together with a statement of the funds ofthe Insti- 
ution, shall be published.

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COMMERCIAL RETROSPECT. 


—— 


Annexed is a chart of the fluctuations of the prices of our principal sta~ 
ple, Cotton — the rates of Freight to Great Britain — and of Exchangé on 
London at Bombay during the last eight years, 18634 to 1841 inclusive, by 
means of which a more correct appreciation of the general state of trade 
will probably be formed than from the inspection of tabular statements of 
figures only. For the sake of simplicity, we have restricted the curves to 
ene quality only of Cotton —to the rate of Cotton Freight to Liverpool — 
and of Exchange on London at 6 months sight. The information thus con- 
veyed, although less complete than could be wished, will be found suffici- 
ently accurate, as the different qualities or classes of the same commodity 
being similarly operated upon by circumstances, the fluctuations of one 
are seldom widely different from those of the others, 

The most prominent features in the two upper tables are the generally re- 
golar oscillations, though in an inverse order, ‘of the Freight and ‘Cotton 
lines, When the price of Cotton is high, the rate of Freight is generally 
Yow, and vice versa—the extreme points of elevation and depression in 
‘each exhibiting those struggles between the Cotton dealers and shipowners 
which occasionally oceur—and where one or other is generally found to 
give way. It will also be noticed that about the months of February or 
March, in each year, there is an invariable rise in the price of Cotton. This, 
however, is more apparent than real, and is mainly to be ascribed to the new 
Cotton coming into market about that time: it represents in fact the value 
-of another commodity — the new as distinguished from the old Cotton, the 

q ity of which latter is very inferior, the stock then on hand being gene- 
rally: the refuse of former shipments. The highest priee of Cotton during 
the period under review was in 1835 — when some purchases were made as 
high as 223 rupees per candy, a price, under almost any probable cireum- 
stances, we are not likely soon to see again. This was caused principally 
‘by the defective monsoon of 1834, and consequent failure of the following 
year’s crop on thie side of India. The favorable state-of both the home and 
China markets at that time, and the necessity of providing cargoes for a 
large amount of unemployed shipping, contributed also materially to en- 
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hance the cost of the staple. Indeed some of the Bombay shipowners were 
necessitated to purchase Cotton for their vessels at Madras, which occasion- 
ed such a demand for bills on that Presidency, that in the short period of 
two months, the Exchange rose from par to five per cent premium — much 
more than a specie remittance now-a-days, but at that time about equal to 
it, in consequence of the inhospitable treatment of the Madras Government, 
which compelled the newly issued Bombay rupees, though precisely of the 
same intrinsic value as those current at Madras, and of a very superior form, 
to be secoined at their mint at a heavy expense to the Bombay merchant. 
The failure of the Bombay crops also gave a powerful stimulus to Bengal 
Cotton, the export of which to China was in that year trebled, The lowest 
price of the Bombay staple was at the end of 1839 and beginning of 1840, 
which was owing partly to the inferior quality of the Cotton then on hand, 
but chiefly to the very unfavorable state of the English produce and money 
markets at that time, and the little hope entertained of the speedy resump- 
tion of a satisfactory trade with China. : . : 

The fluctuations in the rates of Freight appear to be greater and more 
frequent than those of the prices of Cotton. It will be observed that they 
are almost invariably highest in the first half of the year— and rapidly de- 
cline during and after the monsoon. The whole of the Cotton being then 
housed, and warehouse rent on it already incurred, the dealers have not the 
game inducement to sell at that time, as they have immediately before the 
setting in of the rains. Meanwhile cargoes must be provided for ships — to 
obtain which a reduction in the rate of Freight must generally be submitted 
to. A temporary abundance or scarcity of tonnage also materially influ- 
ences the rates of Freight. Substituting 20 rupees per candy for the 
sterling rate of £3.10 per ton, and placing 40 rupecs per candy on the 
£7.10 parallel, the lines representing the rate of freight to China will be 
found nearly to coincide with those in the chart of English freights. 

For many years previous to 1834 the Exchange on London ranged be- 
tween Is 8}d and Is J0d per rupee — the latter being considered a compa- 
ratively high rate. The Indian trade had then sunk to such an ebb, and the 
average rate of profit derivable from shipments of produce to England had 
fallen so low, that for about fifteen ycars previous to 1834, with the ex- 
ception of a short period during the speculating year 1825, the current coin 
of the country, instead of being retained in it, was exported in lieu of pro- 
duce to purchase the manufactures of Eurcpe. No goods that could then 
be sent home were found to yield so favorable or so certain an out-turn 
as silver*, The consequence was that large remittances in specie used to 
be made by almost every ship from the three Presidencies—particularly Ben- 
gal and Bombay. ‘To such an extent, indeed, was this carried both by 
the Indian Governments and private merchants, that about the year 1832, 
according to Mr. Trevelyan, there was really no silver leftin Bengal to 
pay the land tax, and in several districts the collectors were informed by 


* Tho intrirsic value of the Company’s rupec in England, when the price of standard 
silver is five shillings per ounce is 1s 10.296d. Gold being the only invariable measure of 
value in England, the value of the rupee there depends upon the ratio of silver to gold 
— that is, on the price of standard silver, which gencrally ranges between 48 114d to 
5s Old per ounce. From the intrinsic value of the rupeo must be deducted the cost of 
transmission between India and England, amounting in freight, insurance, and other 
charges to about 2iper cent. The price of standard silver in London by the last ac- 
zounts is 4.11 7-8 per ounce, which establishes the intrinsic value of the rupee at Ia 

104d and the ritio of gold to silver as 1 to 153. 
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the Zemindars that they should be happy to pay the assessment in Copper 
orin produce, but that they had no silver to pay it in. A proposal was even 
made to the Bengal Government by some of its servants that measures 
shouid be taken to put a stop to the exportation of the precious metals from 
India, which was very wisely rejected. 

Since the beginning of 1834, there has been a gradual appreciation of the 
value of the rupee, which, except during the commercial crisis of 1837, has 
not been more than momentarily under two shillings, and transmissions of 
specie to England as a means of remittance have accordingly ceased. The 
high range of the Indian Exchange on England since the commence- 
ment of the period embraced in our chart — compared with the series of 
years immediately preceding, is to be ascribed to various causes, among 
which may be noted the abstraction of the Company’s commercial capital 
both from the India and China trades, which has been ina limited degree 
only been met by advances upon the security of hypothecated goods: the 
breaking up of the great commercial houses in Calcutta which had car- 
ried on large operations, with capital, or what is the same in effect with 
credit: the great increase in the exports of Indian produce to China—par- 
ticularly opium— which has created a demand for additional capital: and 
the more favorable prices in the home markets of Indian produce in 1834,- 
1835, and 1836 which was found to yield a better result than specie remit- 
tances. 

The most remarkable feature in our Chart of the Exchange occurs in 

1837, when, on the arrival about the beginning of July of the overland 
mail, with accounts of the commercial panic and failures in England, it 
immediately fell from 23 14d to 1s 94d per rupee. A month or two previ- 
ously it had attained the unnatural height of 2s 3d per rupee, at which a 
very. large amount of bills was negotiated. ‘I'his was partly occasioned by 
the commercial excitement and fallaciously apparent prosperity in England 
in the year 1836. An undue extension of credit in England and the Unit- 
ed States —in other words overtrading — had caused arise inthe prices 
of Cotton, Silk, Indigo, and other produce, while an exaggeration of de- 
mand for these articles held out a strong prospect of their continuing firm 
for some time—in order to take advantage of which, partics in India 
were anxious te ship off their Cotton and other produce with as little delay 
as possible. The quantity of paper throwninto the money market from this 
cause, simultaneously with avery large amount from China and Calcutta 
to provide funds for the purchase of Opium in Bombay ( for 1836 and the 
early part of 1837, was also a period of great excitement in the Opium 
trade, and the extremely high prices of the drug at Calcutta induced pru- 
dent speculators to prefer investing in Malwa Opium) which was also 
necessarily forced upon the market, at the same time, were the principal 
causes of the exchange being then run up to so high a figure. The 
upward tendency of the exchange at this periud also received a powerful im- 
pulse from the amotnt of American bills in the market, drawn cn the three 
insolvent firms in London. Notwithstanding the accounts of these fuilures 
had previously reached this, the bills were, to a certain extent, negotiable 
here from the endorsation of houses in China, in whom individual buyers 
had confidence, but were not generally saleable. 

Theyear 1837, however, was marked in England, as well as America, by 
monetary unhingement and disorganization — stoppages of payment, — sus- 
pension of specie payments by all the banks in America, — bankruptcies, dis- 
trust and sacritices — revulsion of credit, and fall of prices — the necessary 
consequences of the previous over-trading. When this severe mercantile 
pressure had impelled its tide-wave to this country, the depreciation in the 
value of our Indian staples in the English markets, and consequent slackness 
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of further shipments from this country, combined with the disinclination of 

arties here to cause possible embarassment to their correspondents at home 
fy drawing on them at such a crisis, produced this sudden revolution in the 
Exchange —a revolution experienced also in Bengal (as indeed in most other 
parts of the world) but with this aggrav:tion — that at Calcutta money was 
then scarce while here it was plentiful. The unfavorable accounts of the 
opium market in China, following so closely upon the insane prices paid for 
the drug at the Calcutta government sales in 1837 were also received about 
the same time, and produced such a severe reaction, that to save many of 
them from ruin, the Bengal government were constrained to refund 28 lakhs 
to the improvident purchasers at these enles. It isin this way that the remar- 
kably sudden fall of the Exchange in 1&37 is to be accounted for. 

About the beginning of 1838, when the commercial horizon become les# 
clouded, and people imagined they could see their way more clearly, the Ex- 
change began to rise until, atthe beginning of April in that year, it attained the 
elevation of two shilling :clow which it has never since falien.* ‘The compa- 
rative steadiness in the Exchange during the last two years may be attribnted 
in some measure to the Treasury in Leadenhall Street for bills on the Indian 
governments having continued open at low rates, and the facilities thereby 
afforded for re-exchange nperations whenever the state of the bill market in 
this country rendered euch an operation profitable. Buteven were this not 
available, the Exchange can never for any length of tine continue much above 
23 1d; it would speedi'v be counteracted by specie remittances from England, 
as was the case in 1839, when the Company, in consequence of the sums 
paid in being more than were required for their home charges, raised the ex- 
change beyond tie cost of transmitting bullion to India. In that year up- 
warde of forty lakhs in bullion and specie were imported from England into 
Calcutta and Bombay.

The following Act ts passed by the Hon'ble the President of the Council of 
Yndia, in Council on the 3rd January, 1833, with the assent of the Bight Jun’ble 
the Governor General of India which has becn read and recorded. 

Ordered, that the Act be promulgated for general information. 

Act No. 1, or 1838. 

1. ft is hereby enacted, that from the 1st February 183%, all Rezulations of 
the Bombay Code passed before the year 1827, and now in force, with exception, 
of Sections I, I, and III, Regulation VI., 1799, and of Clause 2, Section VII. 
Regulation IX., 1800, and of Section XIV., XVII, XX., XX] and XXV.,_Re- 
gulation L, of 1805, and of the whole of Regulations II, 1810 and VI. I814, 
shall be repealed. 

II. And it is hereby enacted, that Chapters I, If., IV., VI., VIII, and IX. 
sof Regulation XX., 1827 of the said Code, together with the Appendixes A. B. 
‘C. E.H.I. J. K. of that Regulation also Regulation, II, 1831, Regulation 
XIIL, 1831, Regulation L, 1832. Regulation IV., 183% and Regulation IV. 
1834 of the said Code, and all such parts of any Regulations of the said Code 
as prescribe the levy of Transit or Inland Customs Duties or as require the pay- 
ment of any Fee whatever, on account of any vessel which may enter any port 
in the Territorics subject to the Bombay Presidency and likewise the provisions 
of any kind contained in those or in any other Re-ulations for fixing the a- 
mount af Duty to be lovied eo: Geods imported or exported by sea at any place 
within the limits, of the Bombay Presidency, or the Drawback payable on the 
same, shall be repealed. And it is further enacted, that Act ad II. of 1836 
shall likewise be repealed, except in so far as it repeals any Regulation of the 
Bombay Code. 

IIL." Provided ahvays, that nothing contained in the two preceding Sections 
of this Act shall be construed to prevent the levy of any Town duty, or of any 
Municipal Tax, or of aay ‘Ill on any bridge, road, or causeway, for repair and 
aanintenanee of the same ; or of any Fee for the erection and maintenance of 
ight houses. 

4V. And it is hereby cnacted, that Duties of Customs shall be levied on 
Goods imported by sca into any place in the territories subordinate to the Go- 
wvernment of the Presidency of Bombay, after the said Ist of February next, ac- 
cording to the rates specitied in schedule A annexed to this Act, and with the 
iS seeptions specitied therein, and the said Schedule with the Notes attached 
thereto shall be taken to be a part of this Act. 

V. And it is hereby further enacted, that Dutics of Customs shall be levied 
upon Country Good: exported by Sea from any ports of the Bombay Presiden- 
cy after the said 1st February next, according to the rates specified, in Schedule 
Annexed to this Act, with the exceptions therein specified, and the said Sche- 
‘dule with the Notes attached thereto, shall also be taken tu be & part of this 
Act. 

VI. Provided, however, that the ships of any European Nations having fir- 
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man privileges in the port of Surat, shall not be subject to further Duties of 
import or export than may be prescribed by their firmans respectively, any thing 
in the Schedules or in this Act notwithstanding. 

VII. And it is hereby enacted, that Duties of Customs shall be levied on 
Goods passing by land into or out ot Foreign European settlements, situated on 
the line of Coast withinthe limits of the Presidency of Bombay, at the rates pre- 
scribed in the Schedules of this Act for Goods imported or exported on Foreign 
Bottoms at any British port in that Presidency. 

VILL. And it is hereby enrcted, that it shall be lawful for the Governor in 
Council of the Presidency of Bombay, to declare by notice to be published in 
the Gazette of the Presidency that the territory ofany Native Chieftain subject 
to the jurisdiction of the Courts and Civil Authorities of that Presidency such 
territory shall be liable either to the Duty fixed for British or for Forcign Bottoms 
as the said Governor in Conncil may thik fit. 

IX. And it is hereby enacted, that for the levy of Dutics of Customs as 
above provided on Goods sted by lamdlto, or imported by laid frem such 
Foi eign territories, Custom’s Chokees may be established at such places as may 
be determined by the said Governor in C . and every ofhver at every 
such Chokee shall have power to detain Goo:!s passing into or out of any such 
Foreign territory, and to examine and ascertain the quantities aud kinds there- 
of; and such Goods shall not be allowed to pass acrozs the frouticr line out of, 
or into the territory of the East India Company, until the owner or persou iu 
charge thereof shall produce and deliver a Certificate showing that the Customs

ed shall on receipt of moncy tendcred us Customs Duty, be bound to give to any 
Merchant, or other persons applying for the game a Certificate of payment, and to 
enter therein the specitication uf Goods with the valucs aud description thereof, 
according to the statement furnished by the person so applying, provided only 
that the proper Duty Jeviab'c thereupon, accord.ng to the descriptions and values 
stated, be covered by the payment made. 

X11. And itis hcreby enacted, thatno Certificate shall be received at any 
Chokee that shall bear date more than thirty dzys Lefore the date when the 
Good: arrive at the Chokce. Provided, however, that any person who has taken 
out a Certificate from any authorized receiver of Customs Duties, shall at any 
time within the suid period of thirty days,on sadiefying such receiver that 
such Certificate has not been used, and on delivering up the original, be entitled 
to receive a renewed Certificate, with a fresh date, without further payment 
of Duty. 

xii And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the said Gover- 
nor in Council to prescribe public notice in the Official Gazette for the Pre 
ssidency of Bombay by what routes Goods shall be allowed to pass into or out 
‘of any such Foreign territory, as is described in Sections VII. and V11i. of this 


urther Certificate for 
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Act ; and after such notice shall be given—Goods which may be brouzht to any 
Chokee established on other routes or pisses than those so prescribed, shall, if 
provided with a Certificate, be sent back, and if not provided witha Certiticate 
shall be detained, and shall be liable to confiscation by the Collector of Customs, 
unless the person incharge thereof shall be ableto satisfy the said Collector 
that his carrying them by that route was from ignorance or accident. 

XIV. And it is hereby enacted, that Goods which may be passed, or which 
an attempt may be made to pass, across any fronticr guarded by Chokees be- 
tween sunset and suurise, or in a clandestine manner shall be scized and confis- 
cated. 


XV. And itis hereby enacted, that any Chokee OMicer who shall premit 
Goods to pass accros the frontier when not covered by a sufficient Certifi- 
cate or who shall premit Goods to pass by any prohibited route, shall be 
liable, on conviction before the Collector of Customs, to imprisonment for 
aterm not exceding six months, and toa fine not exceeding five hundred Ru- 
pess, jcommutable if not paid, to imprisonment for a further period of six 
months. 

XVI. And it is hereby enacted, that if any Chokee Officer shall needlessly 
and vexatiously injure Goods under the pretence of examinations, or in the 
course of his examimtion, or who shall, wrongfully detain Goods for which 
there shall be produced a sufficient Certifieate, such Officer shall on convic- 
tion before the Collector of Customs, or before anv Magistrate, or joint 
Magistrate be liable to imprisonment for a term not excceding six months, 
and to fine not exceeding five hundred Rupees, commutable if not paid, to im- 
prisonment for a further period of six months. 

XVII. And it is hereby enacted, that all Goods, imported by Sea into any 
port of the presidency of Bombay, from any Foreizn European Settlement in 

ndia, or from any Native State, the inland trade of which has been de- 
elared by the Governor in Council of the Presidency of Bombay, under Sec- 
tion VIIL of the Regulation, to be subject to the Duties levied on Foreign 
Bottoms, shall be liable to the same Duties as are imposed by Schedule A. on 
imports of Foreign Bottoms. 

XVIIL. And it is hereby enacted, that no Goods whatsoever entered in 
either of the Schedules of this Act, as liable to the Duty, shall be exempted 
from the payment of such Duty or of any part thereof, exeept unter special 
order from the Governor in Council, of the Presideney of Bombay, 
Provided always, that it shalland may be lawfal for the Coll r of Casto-ns, 
or other Ojticcr in charge of a Custom House, to pass free of Duty any Bag 
gage in actual usc at his diseretion : and ifany person shall apply to have Goods 
passed as such Bagzage, the Collector, acting under the orders of the Govern- 
ment, shall determine whether they be Biysaze in actual use, or Goods sub- 
ject to duty under the provisions of this Act. 

XIX. Provided always, that when Goods are imported at any port of the 
Bombay Presidency from any other port in that Presidency 
under Cortificate that the export Duty specifie.L in Sche:lule B. has been duly 
paid thereon, or that there has been a re-export, and that the Import Duty 
specified in Schedule A. has been duly paid, the said Goods shall be admitted 
to free entry. 

XX. Provided also, that when Dutics of Customs shall have been paid on 
any Goods at any port in any part of the territories of the East India Company 
not subject to the Presidency at Bombay, and when such Goods shall subse— 
quently be imported at any port of the Presidency of Bombay credit shall be 
given at such last mentioned port of the sum that may be proved by the pro- 
duction of duc Certiticate to have becu so paid. 

XXL. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the Governor in 
Council of the Presidency of Bombay, from time to time, by the notice in the 
Official Gazette of that Presidency, to fix avaluc for any article or number of 
articles to av vaLorem Duty, and the value so fixed for such articles shall, till 
altered by a similar notice be taken to be the value of such articles for the purs 
pose of leving Duty on tho same. 
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XXII. And itis hereby enacted, that when Goods liable to Duty, for which 
a value has not been fixed by such a notice asis sbove directed, or for which 
a fixed Duty has not been declared by the Schedules annexed to this Act, are 
brought to any Custom House in the Presidency of Bombay, for the purpos 
of being passed for importation, the Duty leviable on such Goods shall be levi- 
ed ap VALOREM, that js to say according to the market value of such Goods at 
the place and time of importation as the case may be. 

XX111. And it is hereby enacted, that the market value for assessment of 
Duties on av vanorem Goods shall be declared by the owner, consignee exper- 
ter, or by the agent or factor for any of these respectively, upon the face of the 
application to be given in by him in writing for the passing of the Goods through 
the Custom House, and value so declared shall include the packages or mate- 
rials in which the Goods are contained, and the application shall truly set forth 
the name of the ship in which the Goods have Lecn imported or are to ke ex- 
ported, the nome of the Master of the said ship, the colcurs under which the 
said ship sails, the number, description marks, and contents of the packages and 
the Country in which the Goods were produced. 

XXIV. “Anditis hereby enacted, that every such declaration when duly 
signed, shall be submitted to the Offcer of Custems appointed to apprise 
Goods at the Custom House, and if it shall appear to him that the same is cor- 
rect, he thall countersign it as admitted ; but if any part or the whole of the 
Goods shall seem to him to be undervalued in such declaration, he shall report 
the same to the Collector of Customs who shall have power to take the Goods 
or any part thercof as purchased for the Government at the price so declared ; 
and whenever the Collector of Customs shall so take Goods for the Govern- 
ment, payment thereof shall be mavle to the consignee or importer, if the Goods 
be imported within fifteen days trom the date of the declaration, the amount of 
Import Duty leviable theron being firat deducted, and if the Goods be intended 
for exportation, the entire value as declared shall be paid without deduction on 
account of Customs Duty. 

XXV. And itis hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the Governor in 
Council of the Presideney of Bombay to declare by public notice in the Official 
Gazette of that Presidency what places within the same shall he ports for the 
Janding and shipment of merchandise, and any Goods that may be landed, or 
which an attempt may be made to land, at any other port than such as shail be 
so declared, shall be scized and contiseated. 

XXXVI. And itis hereby enacted, that when any vessel shall arrive in any 
port of the Presidency of Bombay, the Master shall deliver a true Manifest of 
the cargo on board, made out according to the form annexed to this Act, and 
marked (, to the first person duly empowered to reecive such Manifest that 
may come on board, and if no such person shall have come on board before the 
anchor of the said vessel is dropped, then the Manifest shell be forwarded from 
on beard by the first boat that leaves the vessel after dropping anchor, and if 
the port be up a river at a distance from the land first made, then it shall be 
Jawful for the said Governor in C: uncil, by an order published in the Ctfcial 
Gazette of the Presideney, to fixa place in any such river or port beyond which 
place it shall not be Jawful for any inward hound vessel, except such Country 
eraft as are described in Sextion LI., ard LII of this Act, to pass until the 
Master shall have forwarded in such manner as may be ordered by the said 
Governor in Council such a Manifest as is required by this Act. 

XXVIL. And it is hereby enacted, that if the Manifest so delivered by the Mas- 
ter shall not contain a full and true specification of all the Goods imported in the 
vessel, the said Master shall be liable to a fine of one thousand Rupees, and any 
Goods or Packages that may be found on board in excess of the Manifest so de- 
livered, or differing in quality orkind, or in marks and number, from the specifi- 
cation contained therein, shall be liable to be seized by any Customs Officer and 
contiscated, or to be charzed with such increased Duticsas many be determined 
by the Collector of Customs under the orders of Government. 

XXVIII. And it is hereby enacteil, that if any inward bound vessel shall re- 
tain outside, or below the place that many be fixed by the said Governer in 
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Council, for the first delivery of Manifest, the Master shall deliver a Manifest as 
herein before prescribed, to the first person duly empowered to recive such Ma- 
nifest that may come on board, and if any vessel entering a port for which there 
is a Custom House established, shall lie at anchor therein for the space of twenty 
four hours the Master whereof shall refuse to deliver the said manifest in the 
arsanner above prescribed,he slrall for such refusal be liable to fine not exceeding 
one thousand Rupees, and no Entry or Port Clearance shall be given for 
such vessel until the fine is paid. 

XXIX. And it is hereby enacted,that no vessel shall be allowed to break bulk 
until a Maniiest as required by the Act, and another copy thereof be presented 
at the time, of applying for entry mwards, if so required by the Collector of Cus- 
toms, shall have been received by the said Collector, nor until order shall have 
been given by the said Collector forthe discharge of the cargo: and that, the 

said Collector may further refase to give such order if he shall sce fit any until 
Port Clearances, Docketts or other papers, known to be granted at the place 
from which the vessel is stated to have come, shall likewise be delivere:{ to hins. 

XXX. And it is hereby enacted, that no Goods shall ke allewed to leave ary 
vessel or to be put on board thereof until entry of the vessels shall have been duly 

made in the Custom House of the port, and until order shall have been given for 
discharge of the cargo thereof as above provided and it shall be the duty of ever:* 
Custom Officer to seize as contraband any Goods which have been removed or put 
on board of any vessel in contravention of the above provision, or which any 
attempt shall have been made to remove from, or to put on board ofany ves-el in 
contravention of the above provision. And after entry of the vessel at the Cus- 
tom House in due form, such part of the cargo as may not be deelared for re-ex- 
portation in the same vessels shall be sent to be landed aud export cargo 
shall be laden on board according to the forms and rules that may be y-re- 
scribed for the Port by this Act, or by order of the Governor in Council of 
the Presidency of Bombay ard ifan attempt be made to Jand or put on board 
Goods or Merchandize in centravention of the forms a.d rules so prescriled, 
the Goods shall be liable to seizure and confiscation. 

XXXII. And it is hereby enacted, that if Goods entered in the Manifest of 
vessel shall not be found on board that vessel, or if the quantity found be 
short and the deficiency be net du'y accounted for, or if Goods sont out of the 
vessel he not landed at the Custom House, or at such other place as the Col- 
lector of Customs shall have prescribed. the Master shall be liable to a penal- 
ty not exceeding five hundred Rupees for every missing or deficient package 
of anknown value, and tor twice the amount of Duty chargeable on the goods 
deticient and unaccounted for, if the Duty can be ascertained. Provided, how- 
ever. that notuing herein contained shall be construed to prevent the Col- 
lector of Customs from permitting at his d ion the Master of any vessel 
to amen obvious errors, or to supply omissions from accident or inadver- 
tence by furnishing an amended or supplementary f anifest. 

XXXIL And itis hereby enacted, that there shall in every port of the 
Bombay Presidency be one or more places appointed for the landing and ship- 
ment of Goods, and Goods shall not be landed at any other plice without the 
special order in writing of the Collector of Customs for the port, and if any 
Goods be landed, or an attempt be made to land any Goods at any other than 
theeaid authorised p!aces without such order, they shall be scized and confis- 
cated. 

XXXII And it is hereby enacted, that if the Governor in Council shall 
see fit. for the sccnrity of Customs at any port, to maintain special establish- 
ments of Boats for the landing and shipping of merchandize, or to license aud 
re sister the cargo boats plying in any ports, then after due notification there- 
of, itshall not be lawful for any person to convey Goods to or from any ves- 
sel in such port, otherwise than in the boats'so authorised and prescribed, ex- 
cept under special permi* from the Collector of Customs at the port, and any 
Goods that may be found on board of other boats from those so authorized 
for the.port shall be liable to be seized by any Officer of Customs and shall 
be liable to confiscation. 
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XXXIV. And itis hereby cnacted, that when the Governor in Council of 
the Presidency of Bombay shall see fit to maintain at any port an establish- 
ment of officers to be sent on board of vessels to watch their unlading and 
lading, then, after due notification shall have been given that such establish- 
ment isso viaintained at any port, the Collector of Customs at that port shall 
have power at his discretion to send one or more Officers of such establish- 
ment to remain on board of any vessel in such port by night and by day, until 
tle vessel shall leave the port, or it shall be otherwise ordered by the Col- 
lector. 

XXXV. And it ishereby enacted, that any Master of such vessel at such 
port who shall refuse to receive such Officer with one servant on board, when 
such Officer shall be deputed as above provided, or shall not afford such an 
Otkcer and servant suitable shelter and sleeping accommodation while on 
board, and likewise furnish them with a due allowance of fresh water if neces— 
sary, and with the means of cooking on board, shall be liable to a fine not ex- 
eecding the sum of one hundred Rupees for each day during which such Offi- 
cer and Servant shall not be received and provided with rvitable shelter and 
accommodation. 

XXX And it is hereby enacted, that whenever a Collector of Customs 
ghall sve cause to direct that any vessel be searched, le shall issue his warrant 
or written order for such search addressed to any Officer under his authority, 
aud upon production of such order the Officer bearing it shall be competent to 
require any cabins, lockers or bulkheads to be opened in his presence, and if 
they be not opened upon his requisition to break the same open, aud any 
Goods that may be found concealed, and that shall not be duly accounted for 
to the satisfaction of the Collector of Customs shall be liable to confiscation, 
and any Master or person in charge of a vessel, who shall resist such Officer 
or refuse to allow the vessel to be searched when so ordered by the Collector 
of Customs, shall be liable upon conviction for every such offence, to a fine of 
one thousand Rupees. 

XXXVII. Andit is hereby enacted, that every master of a vessel who 
shall remove from such vessel or put on Loard there of any Goods, or cause or 
suffer any Goods to be removed from thence, or put on board there of between 
sunset and sunrise, or on any day when tke Custom House is_ closed for busi- 
ness, without leave in writing o! tained trom the Collector of Customs shall te 
puniehed witha tine not exccading five hundred Rupecs. 

XXAVHIIT. | And it is he y enacted, that no cargo boat Jaden with Goods 
intended for exportation by Sea shall make fast to, or lie alougside of any ves- 
selon beard of which there shall bea Custom Officer, stationed, unless there 
shall be on board the beat, or have been received by the said Custom Officer, 
a Custom House permit or order for the shipment of the Goods, and the Goods 
on hoard of any boat that may so be alongside orbe made fast to a vessel, if 
such Goods be not covered by a Custom House pass accompanying them, or 
previously reecived by the Custems Officer on board the said vessel, shall be 
liable to confiscation. 

XXXIX. And itis hereby enacted, that when Goods shall be sent from on 
board of any vessel having 2 Custoins Ofkcer on board for the purpose of being 
landed and passed for im ation, there shall be sent with each boat load or 
other separate dispatch a boat uote, specifying the number of packages, and the 
marke and numbers or other description thereof, and such boat note shall be 
signed by an officer of the vessel, and likewise by the Customs Officer on board, 
and if any imported Goods Le found in a boat proccedirg to land from such a 
yessel without a Loat note, or if being accompanied by a boat note they be found 
out of the proper track between the ship and the proper place of landing, the 
boat containing such Govds may be detained by any Officer of Customs duly 
authorized by the Collector and unless the cause of deviation be cxplained to the 
satisfaction of the Collector of Customs, the Goods shall be liable to confiscation. 

XL. And it is hereby enacted, that when Goods shall be brought to be passed 
through the Custom House, cither for importation or exportation by Sea, if the 
packages in which the same may be contained shall be found not to correspond 
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with the description of them given in the application for passing them through the 
Custom House, or if the contents thereof be found not to have been correctly 
described in regard to sort, quantity, or quality, or if any Goods not stated in 
the application be found concealed in or mixed up with the specified articles, all 
such packages with the whole of the Goods contained therein shall be lable to 
confiscation. 

XLI. And it is hereby enacted, that if any person after Goods have been land- 
ed, and before they have becn passed through the Custom House, removes or at- 
tempts to remove tiem with the intention cf defrauding the revenue, the Goods 
shall be liable to confiscation, unless, it shall be proved to the satisfaction of the 

Collector of Customs that the removal was not sanctioned by the owner or by 
auy person having an interest in or power over the Goods. 

LI, And it is hereby cnacted, that it shall be lawful for the Collector of 
Custon:s, whenever he shall see fit, to require that Goods brought by sca and 
stowed in bulk shall be weizhed or measured on board ship, before being sent 
to land, to levy Duty according to the result of such weighing or measurement, 

XLIU. Aud it is hereby enacted, on application by tie exporter of any Salt 
that has paid the Excise Duty fixed by Act No XXVIL of 1337, a Cerificate 
shall be granted by the Colivetor of ‘Customs st the place of export, unler 
authority of which Certificate the quantity of Salt specitied therein shall be 
danied at any other port of the said Presidency of Bombay, and shail be 
passed trom such port into the iuteriur without the levy of any further Duty 
either of Excise or of Customs. 

XLIV. And it is hereby enacted, that when a Customs O ficer shall be sent 
on board of any vessel to superintend the delivery of cargo, twenty days, 
exclusive of Sundays and Holidays, shall be allowed fur the discharge of the 

import cargo of vessels not excecding six hundred tons burthen, aud thirty 
days, exclusive of Sundays and Holidays, tor the diseharze of the import. car- 
go of vessels eding that burthen, aud the said periods shall be calculated 
from the day when the Customs Qilieer first went on board. And if the whole 
eargo be not discharged by the expiration of thy abovementioned periods, the 
Master shall be charged with the wages of such Odicer aud other expenses 
for any further period that such Ocicer may be detained on board. And if 
the owners, importers, or cousiguees do not bring their Goods to land within 
the period above fixed, it shall be the duty of dig Master so to do. 

XLV. Anditis hereby enacted, that when there shall be no Customs Officer 
sent aboard vessels discharging cargo, it shall be lawfal for the Collector of 
Customs to fix a period, nut being less than twenty days, for the discharge 
thereot and clearance of the vessel inwards; and if any Goods remain on board 
after the time so fixed, or after the time allowed in the last preeeding Section 
of this Act, the Collector may order the same to be Iauded and warehoused for 
the security of the Duties chargeable thereon, and of any freight and primage 
‘and other demands that may be due thereon, giving his reccipi to. the Master 
for the same. Provided always, that iu all eases it shall be lawful for the Col- 
lector or other Officer in charge of the Custom House, with the consent of 
the Master of the vessel, to cause any packages to be brought on shore and 
to be deposited in the Government Warchouses for the sccurity of the Dutics 
aud charges thereon, although twenty days may not have expired from entry 
of such vessel, and in case auy Goods brought to land from any vessel be not 
‘claimed and cleared from the Custom House within three months from the 
date of entry of the ship ia whieh sara Goods ware inportel, it suall be eom- 
petent to the Collector to sell the same on account of the Duties and other 
charges due thercon, and the balance remaining after deducting the said 
Duties and charges shall be held in deposit and paid to the owner on ap- 
plication. 

XLVI. And it is hereby enacted, that when a Customs Officer shall be sent 
on board of any vessel discharging cargo, a further period of fifteen days, 
Sundays and Holidays excluded, beyond the twenty days above specified shall 
be allowed for putting on board export cargo, if the vessel shall not exceed 
six hundred tons burthen, and twenty days if it exceed that burthen, when 
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the Janding and unlanding thereof shall be continuous, and the Master or 
Commander shall in such case not be charged with the wages and expenses 
of the Customs Officer on board until after the expiration of such additional 
period : and if a vessel having discharged its import cargo shall be laid up, the 
Customs officer on board, shall certify that no goods remains on board ex; 
neecssary stores and articles, for use, and when a vessel so laid up shall be 
entered at the Custom House for receipt of export cargo, a Customs Officer 
shall be sent cn board, and it’ the said last mentioned Officer shall certify that 
no Goods are on board expect as above excepted, twenty days exclusive of 
Sundays and Holidays as above shall be allowed from the date of sueh Cer- 
tificate for the loading outwards of a vessel not exceeding six hundred tons, 
and thirty days for vessels exceeding that burthen, after which periods re- 
spectively the Master shall be charged with the wages and expenses of the 
Customs Oiticer on board to the date of the vessel's sailing from the port. 

XLVII. And it is hereby enacted, that when upon application from the 
Master of auy vessel the Customs Officer shall be removed from or board 
thereof uuder the provisions to that effect contained in the last preceding 
Section of this Act. if the Master of such vessel shall before a Customs Othcer 
have again been placed in such vessel, put on board of such vessel, or cause 
or suffer to be put on board of such vessel, any Goods whatever, such Master 
shall be punished with a fine, not exceeding one thousand Rupves, and the 
Goods shall be liable to be relauded for examination at the expense of the 
shippers, upon requisition to that effect from the Collector of Customs. 

XLVIIL And it is hereby enacted, that upon any Goods liable to Duty that 
may be passed through the Custom House for shipment, the application for 
which shall be presented after Port Clearance shall have been taken out, 
double of the prescribed Duty shall in all cases be levied, and if the Goods be 
free, or have already paid hmport Duty or have been imported free under 
Certificate, five per cent upon the market value shall be levied thereon, or if the 
same be imported Goods entitled to Drawback. shall be forfeited, bat uo 
separate Duty shall be levicd on Drawback Goods. 

XLIX. And itis hereby enacted, that when a vessel having cleared out 
from any port shall put back from stress of weather, or it shall for any da- 
mage or from other cause be necessary, that the cargo ofa vessel that has 
eleared out shall be unshipped or relanded, a Customs Officer shall be sent 
to watch the vessel andtake charge of the cargo during such relanding or remov- 
al from on board, and the Goods on board such vessel shall not be allowed to be 
transhipped or re-cxported free of Duty, by reason of the previous settlement 
of Duty at the time of first export, mess the Goods shall be lodged in such 
place ag shall be allowed by the Collector of Customs, and shall remain while 
on land, or while ov board of any other vessel under special charye of the 
Officers of Customs until the time of re-export, and all charges attending suck 
eustody shall be Lorne by the exporter: Provided, however, that in all cases 
of return to port after Port Clearance, ou account of damage or for stress of 
weather it shall be Jawful for the owner, or for the Master to enter the vessel 
and land the cargo under the rules for the importation of Goods and the Export 
Duty shall in that case be refunded and the amount paid in Drawback be re- 
elaimed, and if Goods ou account of which Drawback has been paid be not found 
on board the vessel, the Master shall Le liable toa fine not exceeding the 
entire value thereof, unless hic account for them to the satisfaction of the 
Collector of Customs. 

L. And itis hcreby enacted, that when Goods shall be relanded before the 
landing of any vessel is complete, and_ before Port Clearance has been granted, 
the Duty levied upon such Goods shall be returned to the exporter, but no 
refund shall be made of Duty paid on the export of any Goods after Port 
Clearance shall have been granted, for the vessel on which the Goods 
were exported, unless the vessel shall have put back for stress of weather or 
for damage, and the Goods shall have been relanded under the rule contained 
jn the last preceding Section of this Act. : 

LI. And it ia hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the said 
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Governor in Council to establish rules for the anchoring of the Coasting and 
Country craft of the British territories, for the delivery of Manifests of the 
cargo of such vessels and for the landipg of Goods therefrom and shipping 
of Goods therein, and that whoever being in charze of any such craft shall 
Knowingly contravene any such rule, shall be liable to a fine not exceeding 
one hundred Rupees for each offence. 

LIL And it is hereby cnacted, that Pattamars, Dhonies, Botellas, and 
other small craft from tho Maldive or Lacadive islands, or from the Native 
Ports of Kattywar, Cutch, and Scinde, shall be treated in the ports of the 
Bombay Presidency like the Coasting eraft of the British territory, provid.- 
ed that they conform to such speeial regulation as to the place of an- 
choring and mode of landing and shipping Goods as may be made by 
the Governor in Council of Bombay for such vessels in the several ports 
of the Bombay Presidency. 

LULL And it is hereby enacted, that ro Drawback shall be allowed on 
Goods shipped on such Native craft as are described in the last preceding 
Section of this Act. 

LIV. And itis hereby enacted, that Goods exported in the same vessel 
if manifested for re-export, shall not be subject to import or export Duty, 
and if any Goods brought to any port in any vessel be transhipped in such 
port, they shall in all cases be subject to the same Duty as they had been 
landed and passed throuvh the Custom House fur re-exportation in the vessel 
into whieh they be transhipped. 

LV. And itis hereby enacted, that no transhipment shall be made of any 
Goods except under svecial order in writing from the Collector of Customs 
ot the port, and an O r of Customs shall in all cases be deputed to su- 
perintend the removal of the Goods trom vessel to vessel. 

LVL Andit is hereby enacted, that at every port subordinate to the 
Bombay Presidency, the port of Bombay excepted, an anchorage fee shall 
be levied once at each port according to the burthen on all Country craft, 
above the burthen of (10!) one hundred maunds at the rates herein- under *

LVIT. Ard itis hereby enacted, that in all eases in which under this Act, 
Goods are liable to contiscation, the Collector of Customs of the place where 
those Gcods may be, shall be competent to adjudge such confiscation. 

LVI. And it is kerety enacted, that if any person in charge of a vessel 
shall have become liable to any fine on account of any act or omission rela- 
ting to Customs, the Collector of Cystoms shall be competent, subject to the 
orders of the Governor in Council of the Presideney of Bombay, to refuse 
Port Clearance to such vessel until the fine shall be discharged. 

LIX. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for any Collee- 
tor of Customs, or other Unicer who may be authorized to adjudicate Cus. 
ns cases, if he shall decide that a scizure of Goods made under the autho- 
of this Act was vexatious and uunee ‘y. to adjudge damages to he 
tothe pruprictors by the Customs Ottcer who made such vexatious seizure, 
Desides ordering the ianediate release of the Goorls ; and if the proprie- 
tor accopt such damages no action shall thereafter lie inst the Officer 
of Customs in any Court of Justice on acount of sich « and if such 
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adjudicating Officers shal] decide that the scizure was warranted but shal! 
deem that the penalty of confiscation is unduly severe, it shall be lawful tur 
him to mitigate the sae to the extent of the levy of double Duty; and if the 
said Officer shall adjudge confiscation,it shall further be lawful for him to order 
that from the proceeds of the sale of the goods, a proportion not exceeding 
one-half shall be disributed in rewards amongst such Otticers as he shall deem 
entitled thereto, and such proportion as he may direct to each respectively. 

LX. Andit is hereby enacted, that all Officers of Customs shall as heretofore 
be amenable to the Civil Courts of the Presidency or Island of Bombay by 
action for damages on account of any executive acts done in their otticial ca- 
pacity at the suit ofthe parties injured by such acta) Provided however, 
that no suit shall lie against a Collector of Customs or other Officer for apy 
Judicial award ina matter of Customs, passed under the preceding Section of 
this Act. 

LXI. And it is hereby enacted, that whoever intentionally obstructs any Offi- 
eer in the exercise of any powers given by this Act to such Officer, shall be pu- 
nished with imprisonment for aterm not exceeding six months, or fine not ex- 
ceeding one thousand Rupees, or both. 

LXII. And itis hereby enacted, that whoever, being an Officer appointed 
under the authority of this act, shall accept, or obtain, or attempt to obtain 
from any person any property asa consideration for doing, or forbcaring to 
do any official act, shall be punished with imprisonment for a term not exceed- 
ing two years, or fine, or both. 

LXIIT And it is hereby enacted, that whoever being an Officer appointed 
under the authority of this Act, practises, or attempts to practise any fraud for 
the purpose of injuring the Customs revenue, or abcts or connives. at any 
such fraud, or at any attempt to practise any such fraud, shall be punished with 
imprisonment for a term not exceeding two years, or fine, or both. 

LXIV. And it ishereby enacted, that it shall be Jawful for the Governor in 
Council of Bombay, by an order in Council to transfer any of the power, giving 
to a Collector of Customs hy this Actany other functionary, and to make any 
rules consistent with law for the carrying of this Act into eifect, and to esta- 
pblish such Bunders and appoint such UOtticers as he shall think fit. and to fix 
rates of wharfage and ot rent to be paid for Goods deposited or suttered to lie 
in the godowns of the Custom House.

And if the Collector of Customs shall see reason to doubt whether the Goods 
liable toa different rate of Duty according to the place of their production 
come from the country from which they are declared to come by the importer, 
it shall be lawful for the Collector of Custoins to call on the importer to fur- 
nish evidence as to the place ot manufacture or production, and if such evidence 
shall not satisfy the snid Collector of the truth of the declaration, such Goods 
shall be charged with the high rate of Duty, subject always to an appeal 
to the Governor in Council at Bombay. 

And upon the re-export by Sea of Goods imported, excepting Opium and 
Salt and all Goods ofthe growth, production, or manufacture of the continent 
of India, provided the ex-port be made withia two years of the date of import 
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as per Custom House Register, and the goods be identified to the satisfaction 
of the Collector of Customs, there shall be retained one-eighth of the amoust 
of Duty levied, and the remainder shall be repaid as Drawback.

SALT act. 


Read again the Draft of Act for imposing a duty on Salt inthe Bombay Pre- 
Bidency, recorded in the proceedings of the Departinent, dated 30th ultimo, The 
assent ia writing of the Right Hon'ble the Governor General to this Act, being 
read and recorded. 

Ordered, that the Act be passed and promulgated as follows ; 
Act No, XXViI. or 1837. 

I. It is hereby enacted, that from the 15th day of December 1837, there shall 
be paid to the Government on every maund of 3.200 tolas of Salt that may be 
delivered from any Salt work in the ierriteries subject to the Government of the 
Presidency of Bumbay, a duty of eight anuas, execpt only in eases in which the 
Governor in council of Bombay may grant a remission of such duty. 

HW. Andit is hereby enacted, that trom the said day Salt shall not be manu- 
factured at any place within the said terriiories, unless the person conducting the 
manufacture shall have given notice in writing to the Collector of the district in 
which the place of manufacture mav be situated, of his intenticn to manutacturo 
Salt at the place ; and every such notice shall containa trae and accurate deserip- 
tion of the situation of the works, and of the na:ne by whieh they are known, aud 
if the person giving notice of mamiiacturing Salt atimore places than one, and of 
the distance at which those places are trom each other. 

WL And itis hereby enacted, that upon receiving such notice as is prescribed 
in the last preceding Section ot this Act, the Collector of the District, snall, by 
an order under his seal and signature, depute one. or more Officers, who shall 
be stationed for such time as the said Collector shall direct at every such place of 
manufacture . 

IV. Aud it is hereby enacted, that every Officer stationed at any Salt works 
in the manner described in the last preceding Section of this Act,shall be entitled 
to have free passage over all parts ot such works at all times, and to take, at any 
time, account of the quantity of Salt manufactured and stered at such worl n 
to put on any portion of such Salt which may be stored sueh a mark as may be pr 
scribed by the Collector of the District, aud to prevent the removal of such Salt 
until the duty there has been paid. 

V. And itis hereby enacted, that whenever the duty due under this Act on 
any portion of Salt has been paid to the Colleetor of the district within which such 

Collector shall deliver to the person who has paid such dutya receipt and 
order in the form marked A aunexed tothis Act whieh receipt and order shall 
specify the amount of duty paid, the quantity of Salt which the person who has 
paid that duty is entitled to remove, and the place whence aud the person to whom 
that quantity of Salt is to be delivered. 

VI. And itis hereby enacted, that on the production of such a receipt and 
order described in the last preceding Section of this Act to the Officers stationed 
at the Sult works whenee the Salt to which such reecipt and order relates is to be 
removed, that Officer shall fill up the blanks which are marked therein as intend- 
el to be tilled up by that Officer, and shall tear off andretain that part of the re- 
cvipt and order which is marked as intended to be torn off, and shall deliver the 
remaining part of the receipt and order to the person who removes the Salt 
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and the part of the receipt and order so delivered to the person removing 
the Salt shall be a pass authorizing the removal of that Salt. : 

VIE And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the Governor ia 
Council of Bombay to establish Chokies as near as conveniently may be, to works 
where salt is manufactured, and to autho any of the Onicers stationed a: 
such Chokie to stop and detain any salt which is removed otherwise than ia 
conformity with the foregoing rules, and to search any load which may pass 
any such Chokee and which may be suspected to contain Salt, and to take and 

cancel every pass under which Salt shall be suffered to pass, 

VIL. And it is hereby enacted, thatit shall be lawful forthe Collector of a 
district to direct that any*Salt works within that district of which notice shall 
not have been given in the manner described in Section IL. of this Act, shall be 
destroyed. 

IX. “And it is hereby enacted, thatit shall be lawful for the Collector of a dis- 
trict to direct the contiscation ofany Salt, which may have been removed from 
any works within that district otherwise, than in conformity with the foregoing 
rules, or whieh is found clandestinely stored for the purpose of evading the 
duty imposed by this act. 

x Anditis hereby enacted, that whoever shall manufacture Salt at any works 
whereof notice shall not have been given to the Collector of the district in the man- 
ner required by this Act, or shall remove or aid the removing of any Salt from any 
Salt works, otherwise than in conformity to the provisions of thisAct, or shall with 
a fraudulent intention countertcitany mark which a Collector ofa district may have 
ordered to be put on salt in Store, shall be punished with imprisonment for a 
term not execceding three months ; or fine not exceeding five hundred Rupees or 
both. 

XI. And it ishereby enacted, that whoever intentionally obstructs any offi- 
cer in the exercise of any powers given by this Act to such Officer shall be 
punished with imprisonment for a term not exceeding six months, or fine not 
exceeding one thousand Rupees or both. 

XID. Anditis hereby enacted, that whoever being an Officer appointed 
under the authority of this Act, shall aceept or obtain or attempt to obtain 
from any persons any property as a consideration for doing or forbearing to 
do any oficial act, shall be punished with imprisonment for a term not exceed- 
ing two years, or fine or both. : 

XIII. "And it is hereby enacted, that whoever being an officer, appointed 
under the authority of this Act, practises or attempts to practise any frand for 
the purpose of injuring the revenue, or abcts or eonnives at any such fraud, or 
at any attempt to practise any such fraud, shall be punished with imprison- 
ment for a term not exceeding two years, or fine or both. 

XIV. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the Governor in 
Council of Bombay, by an order in Council, to transfer the superintendence of 
the salt revenue of any district from the Collector of that district to any other 
functionary, and that whenever such a transfer shall take place all provisions 
of this act which apply to sucha Collector, shall be applicable to the func- 
tionary to whom the superintendence of the Salt revenue has been so trans- 


ferred.

The following Act is passed by the Hon'ble the President of the Council of 
India in Council on the 5th January 1838, with the assent of the Right Hon’ble 
the Governor General of India, which has been read and recorded. 

Ordered, that the Act be promulgated for general information. 

Act No. 11. oF 1828. 

I. Itishereby enacted, that from the Ist day of February 1838, Salt shall 
not be manufacturedat any place within the territorics subject to the authority 
of the Licutenant Governor of the North Western provinces, the district beyond 
the right bank of the Jumna river excepted unless the person conducting the 
manufacture shall before preparing works for the production of such Salt give 
notice in writing to the Collector of the district in which the place of manu- 
facture may be situated of his intention to manufacture Salt therein. 

If. And it is hereby enacted that upon receiving such notice as is prescrib- 
ed in the preceding Section the Collector of the district shall by an order under 
his seal and signature depute one or more officers who shall be stationed for 
such item as the said Collector shall think proper at every such place of ma- 
nufacture and shall have power to take account of the Salt: manufactured and 
utored and to preveut the removal of the Salt until the Government duty 
thereon shall have been paid. 

UL. Andit is hereby enacted, that every proprictor of Salt Works within 
the North Western provinces at which an ofticcr shall be stationed as above 
provided shall pay to the Collector the wages of one officer at the rate of 10 
Rupees per mensem for so long as such officer shall be retained for the super- 
vision of the Works; and if the Collector shall see fit to employ more than one 
ofticer to watch any set of Works or to employ one ofticer recciving larger 
allowances than 10 Rupees per month the wages of such extra olticers or the 
extra wages of such one otticcr, shall be defraycd by Government. 

AV. And it is hereby enacted, that if any Salt Works be found producing 
Salt, of which notice has not been given in the manner prescribed by the first 
Section of this Act such Works shall be destroyed aud any Salt stored there 
shall be seized and confiscated. ‘ 

V. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be the duty of every party under 
direct en agements with Goyermnent for the land Revenue cithcr as a pro- 
prictor or Varmer and of every proprictor of Lakhiraj Lands, upon whose Ze- 
mindarce Farm or Lakhiraj Estate there shall be any Works producing Salt, 
of which works notice has not been given in the manner prescribed by 
the first Section of this Act to give notice of the sie in writing to the nearest 
public officer of Police or Land Revenue within ten days from the date on 
which the Works were first prepared, and every such proprictor Farmer or 

proprictor of Lakhiraj estate who shail knowingly cinit to give such notice 
shall forfeit a sun not exceeding 500) Rupees tor every such S2lt Work. 

VIL And it is hereby enacted, that the Magistrate or Juint Magistrate of any 
City or District shall be competent to receive and determine all charges on 
account of things done in contravention of this Act. 

VIE, And it is hereby enacted, that wheever efiers any resistance to any 
officer appointed under the authority ef this Act in the exercise of the lawful 
ot such ofiicer ibe punished in Jike manner as if the resistance had 
‘ered to the ordinary pro the Collector.

OF GUNPOWDER. 


« Ist. All powder on private account is received at the Ordnance or Newn- 
ham’'s Wharf, and at no other place. 

2d. Applications fur receipt or delivery must be made at the office of the 
principal Commissary of Ordnance, 12 hours beforehand. 

3d. Magazine hours from niue o'clock in the morning till three inthe af- 
ternoon, every Wednesday and Friday. 

4th. No Powder can be admitted except in complete and unexceptionable 
packages, perfectly free from iron, and not covered. When any are tendered 
which the principal Commissary or his people may consider objectionable, he 
has order to substitute proper barrels which will be charged to the owners. 

5th. As the Magazine is infested with white ants it is recommended to such 
as may have powder to lodge, to provide themselves with teakwood barrels 
or boxes ; the Comppany cannot be at any charge on account of the day 
thus uccasioned, aud whenever it occurs, the Principal Commissary will sub- 
stitute teak in all cases where from decay or other causes, the packages may 
become objectionable.

Government Loan Regulations. 


FORT WIILLIAM. 
Pustic Department, 3]st Decemper, 1810. 

The following Reautation having been adopted by the Governor General 
in Council, under the authority and direction of the Honorable Court of Direc- 
tors, they are published for general information. 

2d. The Governor in Council has been pleased to authorize the Account- 
ant General and the sub-Treasurer for the time being, to act under the respon- 
sibility of the Honorable Company as agents (for the purposes hereinafter 
mentioned), of the public creditors of this Government, whether residing in 
Europe or elsewhere. 

32. The Officers abovementioned are authorized to receive charge of and 
to grant reccipts in duplicate, for any obligition or Loan acknowledgments 
of this Government, which the proprietor may wish to deposit with them. 
No Note is to be received in deposit which shall not appear to be made out 
in the name of, or be regularly indorsed to, the person depositing it. Per- 
sons desiring of depositing their Government Securiti¢s shall make their ap- 
plication to the Accountant General, and Sub-Treasurer in the form hereunto 
subjoined No. 1., and the reccipt of those Officers will be given in form No. 


4th. The officers abovementioned will receive the intercst on any Govern- 
ment paper which may be deposited with them—and will, according to the in- 
structions of the Proprietor, remit the amount, either, to England in Bills to be 
drawn on the Honorable Court of Directors if the same shall be payable in such 
Bills by the terms of the loan; or to the Presidencies of Fort St. George, or 
Bombay, by draft on the Public Treasurcrs of those Presidencies, by Drafts 
on the Collectors, or on the Residents at Delhi or Lucknow, according to the 
rates of exchange at which Government may draw at the time—or they will pay 
the amount at the Presidency to any person nominated by the Proprietor to re- 
ceive such payment. The instruction as to the manner in which the interest is to 
be paid, must be made out according to the forms hereunto subjoined. No. 3, 4, 
and 5, which are adopted to the several cases above specified. The proprictor 
will be at liberty to substitute one ot’ those modes of receiving the interest for 
the other, as often as he shall think fit; provided that the fresh instruction be 
delivered at the Treasury one month before the day on which the interest falls 
due, Persons having more Notes than one in deposit, may give separate in- 
struction regarding the interest on each Note, but the whole of the interest 
on each Note must be received in the same manner and at the same time.

ACT No. XVII. OF 1837. 


Passe» by tue Rivut Hox'’pre tie Goverxon Generar or Inpia in 
Councit, on Tue 24tn Juty 1837. 

I. It is hereby enacted, that Regulation XI of 1830 of the Bombay Code, 
shall be repealed. 

I. And itis hercby enacted, that the exclusive right of conveying letters 
by post for hire trom place to place within the Territories of the East India 
Company, shali be in the Governor Gencral of India in Council. 

Ill. Provided always, that it shall be competent to the said Governor Ge- 
neral of India in_ council aud to any authority thereunto empowered by the 
said Governor General in council, to grant to any persen or persons @ license 
permitting ruch person or persons to convey letters by post for hire from 
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place to place within the said Territorics, and that it shall be lawful for any 
persons having such aliccuse to convey letiers in conformity with the terms 
of such license.

XVII. Anditishereby enacted, that for every letter or packet delivered 
by a Commander of a Sip, in conformity with the direction of Sec. XV. of 
this Act, the Officer in charge at the Post Office shull pay to the said Comman- 
der the sum of One Anna.

And it is hereby enacted, that every letter or packet which is re- 
jected uscpened by the person to whom it is directed shall be returned by 
post to the seuder, ard tiat the seid sender shall be bound to pay the return 
Fortaze thereon ut Icss direct postage has already been paid thereon. 

XXII. And it is hercely enacted, that whenever any letter or packet the 
sender of which is uaknown, shill be rejected unopened by the person to 
whom itis directed, euch letter or packet shsll be opened by the officer in 
charge cf the Post Oftice from which such letter or packet was delivered to 
that person, 
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. XXIV. And it is hereby enacted, that if any person shall refuse to pay 
any postage which he is legally boundto pay for any letter or packet, it shall 
be lawfel for the Officer iu charge of the Post Office, from which such letter 
or packet was delivered, to withhold from the person so refusing till such pos— 
tage be paid, any letter directed to that person, upon which postage has not 
been paid by the sender. 

XXV. And itis hereby enacted, that all letters and packets which have 
remained three months unclaimed atany Post Ottice be transmitted to 
the General Post Ottice of the Presidency. 

XXVI. Andit is hereby enacted, that at intervals not exceeding three 
months, lists of all unclaimed letters and packets which are in the General 
Post Office of auy Presidency shall be published in the Official Gazette of that 
Presidency. 

XXVII. Andit is hereby enacted, that every letter and packet which may 
have remained eighteen wonths unclaimed in the General Post Ottice of 
any Presideucy, sual be opened by the Post Master General of that Presi- 
deucy, aud that « valuaule property which such letter or packet may con - 
tain shall be paid into the Government Treasury for the benefit of any party 
who may have a right thereto, and that when twelve months shall have 
elapsed after the opening of such unclaimed letrer or packet, it shall be law- 
ful tor the said Post Master General, if such letter or packet still continues, 
to destroy the same.

‘And that the letters and Packets sent by any of the persous aforesaid, shall 
be franked in such manuer as may be directed by the Governor General of 
India in C..uncil.

XXIX. Aud it is hereby enacted, that it shall be competent to the said 
Governor General of ludia in Council, by au order in Council, to grant to 
any persous or body of persons the privilege of sending or receiving letters 
packets either by letter, post or banghy, free of postage on such conditions 
aud under such rules as tne said Governor General in Council may direct. 

XXX. And it is hereby enacted, that if any Post Master General or Post 
Master shall suspect that any letter or packct lying for delivery at his Post 
Office contains any contraband article of any article on which duty is owing to 
Government, or that avy letter or packet ly ing for delivery at that Post Offica 
contains any writing iu contravention of the provisions of Sections 1X. and X. 


ofthis Act, it shall be lawful for such Officer to surmon the person to whom 
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the letter or packet is directed, to attend at that, Post Office by himself or

XXXV. And it is hereby enacted that whoever being in such employ as is 
described in Section XXXUML. shall fraduleutly put any wrong markon any 
letter or packet, or shall fraudulently alter or cause to disappear any maric 
which is on any letter or packet, shall be punished, on couviction before a 
Mazistrate, wita imprisonment with or without hard labour for ateraa not 
excucding two years, and shall also be liable to a tine. 

XXXVI. And itishereby enacted, that whoever being in such employ as 
js described in section AXXIL, aud being entrusted with the preparing or 
keeping of any document, shall witha traudulent intention, prepare that do- 
cumeut incorrecily, or alter that document, or secrete or destroy that docu- 
ment, shall be punished, on conviciion before a Mx sistrate, wit imprisonment 
with or without hard labor, fora teria not exeeediug two years, and shall also 
be liable toa tiue. 

XXXVI. And itis hereby enacted, that whoever being in such employ as 
is described in ion XXXJII. puts any letter or packet into the Wallets of 
the Post Orties, intundiu hereby to defraud the Government of the postage 
duty on such letter or packet, shall be punished on co.viction, beforea Ma- 
gistrate. with imprisomment with or without hard lavor fora term not exceed- 
ing two years, and shall also be liable to a tine. 

XXXVIIT. Andit is hereby declared that the tola weight mentioned in 
this Act istho toia of 18u grains troy being the standard weight of the Com- 
pany’s Rupee. 

And it is hereby enacted, that this Act, shall have effect from the 
Ist day of October, 1837, and that no postage duty shall be levied under the

2.4 and 5 of Schedule A of tho Act 
above cited, and the Post Masters General and Post Masters of the several 
Presidencies of India are required, from an‘ after the said Ist of October 1839, 
to levy Postages on Letters, Parecls,and Packages despatched on or after that 
date, ‘at the rates speitied in the ‘Tables respectively of the said Schedule C.

Fort Witriam—Generat DerartMent ; 30tTa Avaust 1837. 
Rules for the Manugement of the Post Ojfice Department, passed by the 
Governor General of India in Counci! on the 30th August, 1839, 

I. All existing Rules, General Orders and Proclamations for the guidance of 
the Post Uitice Department of the ditterent Presidencies and Settiements of 
India, as weil as ali Circular Orders of the Heads of the Department, saving 
such asrelate to dawk travelling and matters ot account, shall cease tu have 
effect from the Ist October next, and the following Rules and Orders shall be 
substituted for the same, to be inforced at all Post Otfive and sta- 
tions in any of the Presidencies, Scttlements, or Possessions of the Com- 
pany, and to take effect from the above meutioned date. 

EstaBLisHMENT OF GENERAL AND Provincia Post OFFICES, RECIEPT OF 

LETTERS, &¢. 
Il. There shall be a General Post Ottice at each of the Towns, of Calcutta, 
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Madras and Bombay, and Post Offices at such other places throughout 
India and in the Settlemeuts subordinate thereto, as the Governor General 
of India in Council shall trom time to time direct. The immediate charge of 
each General Post Ottice, and the coutrol of the several Provincial Post Offices 
subordinate thereto, shall be vested in Post Masters General, each of whom 
shall respectively exercise his functions within such limits as may be deter- 
mined by the said Governor General of India in council and the duties ot the 
provincial Post Offices shall be severally conducted by subordinate Officers 
to be styled “ Post Masters.” ‘Tne Post Master General at Madras and Bom- 
bay, and the Post Masers subordinate to them shall be appointed by the Go- 
vernor in Council of those Presidencies respectively, and shall exercise their 
functions in subordination to the said Governors in Council.

Letters, papers and Parcels shall be received wherever a Post Master 
or Post Ottive Writer is stationed, for dispatelh by Lanp to every part of India 
orto Ceylon, and by Sea to every part of the World with which there isa 
Post Office communication; the latter unless supsrscribed fur some partieular 
Ship, will be sent by the first. vessel that sails direct to the country to which 
the letter is addressed, the letter sha.) be turwardyd by such circuitous route 
as shall appear to the Post Master General or Pest Master to attord the means 
of most specdy and secure trausmission, 

V. Letters, Papers, or Parcels required to be transmitted to Foreign Coun- 
tries via Great Britain or Irciand, ust be addressed to the eare ot an Agent 
or other person inthe United Kiasdom, by whom the Foreign Postag- de- 
mandable at the London Gen or other Post Oiliee may te paid. That 
Postage eaunot be received in this country, and unless it be paid through an 
Agent as above described, the letters are liable to be returned to Indi

XI. Letters, papers or parccles shall be received at any General or provincial 
post Office for delivery at the Station itself within the ordinary range of delive- 
ry, aru shall be charged postage according to the rate of distance not exceed- 
ing 20 mile 

KIT. E thing received hy the post from seaward, not execeding 600 tolas

All Letters, Newspapers or other papers and Packets received for 
dispatch by post or Banghy Post, shall be weighed at the Post Office of Dispatch, 
and shall be stamped and marked single, double, &e. as the case may be, and 
shall have the postage to which they are severally liable marked on them; which 
stamp or mark shall regulate the postage to be levied from the party concerned, 
whether the letter, paper &c. be sent “ paid” or “ Bearing Postage.” In order 
to obviate delay, service and Free Letters shall never be re-weighed prior 
to delivery, nor Newspapers, except in case of suspicion. Banghy Parcels shall 
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in all cases be re-weihed on delivery. The re-weighing of p:ivate letters 
prior to delivery shall be at the discretion of the post master geueral or post 
Master, 

XV. Inthe event of any letters declared or required by Clauses VII. and 
VIII. preceding, or by Clause LIX. following to. be Post Paid, or papers or 
Parcels reaching any post Office on which it shall appear that the entire re- 
gulated Postage whether Inland or ship, has not been paid, such Letters, 
papers or Parcels shall not be detained or returned to the sender, but shall

XVI. Persons not belonging to the Department cannot be admitted into the 
interior, nor permitted to examine the Records of any post ottice, without the 
special permission of the post Master General, or post Master to whom appli- 
eations for information or redress must be made either in persya or in writing, 
by the party requiring the same.

XVII. At cach Gencral post Office, Banghy parcels will be reccived every 
day sunday excepted, for dispatch at the regalated postage from 1U a.m to4P. 
wu. Newspapers daily till4 pr. a. and Letters also every day till 6 r. at. after 
which hours respectively they will be received till 6j re. m4. on payinent of an 
extra half rupee each asa Fee for the trouble of resorting and repacking the 
Mails, whieh Fee shall be distributed at the discretion of the Post Master Ge- 
neral amongst the Post Office servants, on whom the additional labour may 
fall, to be paid by the sender whether the Letter, Paper or Parcel be forward- 
ed_ “Bearing Postage, or paid.” 

XVIIL At the Receiving Houses established at Calcutta, Madras and Bom- 
bay, or at any Reeviving Houses, which are or may be similarly established 
at other large stations, Letters, Papers and Packets not exceeding 12 tolas in 
weight will bereccived daily from 11 a. ™. to 4p. M. for trauster to the Ge- 
neral or Sudder Post office as the case may be. Noextra Postage shall be 
Hable thereon. 

XIX. At Provincial post O-Recs, Banghy Parcels and Newspapers will be 
received for dispatch, at tho ordinary rates of Postage, from 10 a. m. tilld P. 
ue. and Letters till 5 p. w. after which houra respectively they will be reccived 
till 53 rv. vt. on the sender paying an extra halfrupee cach, to be appropriated 
as provided in Clause XVII. 

X. Althouh all Post Offices will be open for receipt of Letters, Papers 
and Parcels as above, official references shall be made to Post Office Autho- 
rities only between the hours of 11 and 5, Sundays excepted 

XXL. At each General post Ofice there shall be two deliveries daily, the 
first delivery not to be later than 10 4 a. and the other at 4 pM, at which 
hours respectively the peons shall quit the Office with letters, &c. entrusted to 
them. All letters, paper: arcels received trom 8 p.m. till 9 a. ar. shall be 
sent out at the first deliver d all from 3a.M.to3pr.a.at the second de- 
livery, and Mails received after 3 pr. u. shall not be opened till the following 
morning except in case af public emergency or of letters, papers or parcels re- 
eeived from seaward. 

XXH. Atprovincial Offices, the delivery of Letters, papers and parcels 
must depend upon the hour of the arrival of the Mails at cach Station, after 
which they shall be delivered with all possible dispatch. 

XXIIL. The delivering peons are prohibited from delivering Letters, papers 
‘or parcels out of the usual course, and without immediate payment of the 
exact amount of postage; and they are not bound to give change, should they 
be subject to detention, they are not to deliver the Letters, papers or parcels, 
but to return them in the evening to the post Otfice, for future delivery. 

N.B. Under tho provision of Section ITF. Act XXL. 1835, Copper Coin is 
et a legal tender in payment of any demand except for fractions, of a Rupee. 
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XXIV. Whatever postage is marked on a Letter or parcel, must be paid at 
once on delivery. after which any complaint of overchirge will be duly attend 
to. In all complaints of overcharge or unnecessary delay in delivering Letters, 
papers, or parcels, the covers ot Envelopes, bearing the post Office Stamp, 
must be presented for inspection and as all post Oice peons wear a badge 
regularly numbered when auy complaints are preferred against auy individual, 
the number of the badge should be specified. 

XXY. From each General Post Ottice the Mails shall be dispatched daily 
at 3 p.m. and the Banghies as soon after as possible. 

XXXVI. At provincial post Ottices, the packets shall be made up at 5p. Mw. 
for all Mails to be dispatched iu the course of the night; but for Mails which 
usually passin the course of the day, the packets shall be made up half an hour 
before the expected arrival of such Mails, which are in no case to be subjected 
toany detention. Notice of ile hour at which each packet is closed, shall be 
hung up outside the Office, both in the Enzlish and in the languge of the District 
atter which hour, Letters, papers or parcels, received, shall not be forwarded 
till the following day. 

XXVII. The Post Master atany station or person in charge of the Office, 
sha.] have power to refuse Letters, papers or parcels bearing the appearance 
of having been opened and closed, or otherwise imporperly dealt with, unless 
the writer or sender there of shall attest with his full signature that they were 
sent in that state. 

XXVIIL In order to protect as faras possible the public Mails from the 
chance of robbery, Officers in charge of Post Offices shall not knowingly receive 
Money. Buliion,precious stones,or Jewels for dispatch,by Letter or Banghy post. 

XXILX. Letter once delivered into any post Odice cannot be recalled by the 
sender under any circumstances whatever. But Newspapers and parcels may 
be recalled, on the person ciaming th» return of the same, satisfying the post 
Master that he was the sender thereof, aint on his paying the postage, which 
would have been due on such paper or pareel if forwarded. 

XXX. “ Forward Letters” or parcels, i.e. those which follow the persons 
addressed from Station to Station, shall be considered as so many fresh dis- 
patches and shall be liable to postaze as such, from each station whence they 
are forwarded in succes-ion. But Newspapers, which follow persons in like 
manner, and Letters forwarded to Oilicers and person, marching with Corps 
and Detachment onduty, shall nut be deemed io be a fresh dispatch or bo 
chargeable with fresh postage beyond maximum rate as Jeviable thereon, unless 
the former shall have been opened. Letters and Is also forwarded to 
corps of Detachments on march by any cross or temporary Dawk shail nut bo 
charged separately for the increased distance 

XXXIL ‘The Servants at the several post Offices are not bound to givo 
chanve to parties sending or reeciving Jetters in any case. * 

XXXIL. Receipts wil vot be gr supers or parcels received 
at any post Office, for dispatch, unless they are presented ready written 
either in Books or in separate slips of paper, along with the Letters, paper or

All Letters and Packets whatever (save anid except: Newspapers, and Ship 
and steam Letters hereafter specially provided for), received at any Post Oitice 
in India for dispatch by Post, whether Free or Post Paid, or liable to Postaze. 
as the case may be, are to be marked with the appropriate Stamp bearing the 
name of such Office of dispatch, and when slide stamps are not provided, 
where the date of the month and years forms part of the stamp itsclf, the said

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date must be entered in writing across the middle of the face of the stamp. 
If the Letter or Packet received for dispatch be Post paid or Bearing Postage, 
the amount or Postage so paid or due must be entered in writing on the face 
of the stamp, after word “ Paid” or “ Bearing” os the case may be. 

2. All Letters and Packets whatever, reccived at any Post Office by Post 
for delivery at such Otticc, are in like manner to be stamped with the appro- 
priate Office stamp, and marked with the date of tbe month and year; but 
the amount of Postage, paid or due is not to be entered on stamp of delivery, 
as the stamp of dispatch regulates the levy ot Postage.

1. Itis hereby enacted, that from the First day of October next, Section 
VILL Act. XVIL. 1857, be repealed. 

11. And itis hereby enacted, that whem there is no Banghee Post estab. 
lished on any line of 20ad, letters and packets exceeding iu weizht 12 Tolas,and 
not exceeding 40 Tolas, sh-ll_be received by post Masters ft r transmission by 
the Letter Post under the Rules which follow, 

First. If the letter or packet received for despateh be of the description 
specified in heads Nos. 1,2 aud 3 of the Schedule A, annexed to Act XVII. of 
1847, the postage duty thereon shall be levied by rateable increase, as declared 
and provided iu the said heads of the ssid schedule, aud the Post Master shall

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forward cvery such letter or packet on the saine terms, the Postage charge 
being rateably increased, as is provided in the said Act for letters and packets 
not excecding 12 Yolas in weight.

Tolas, when so brought for despatch along a road where there is no regular 
Banghce Post established, be certified by attestation written on the cover, not 
to contain any of the things specitied as subject to rateable postage duty under 
heads Nos. 1,2 and 3 of the said Schedule, and further, if it be so certitied that 
such packets do not contain any writing in contravention of sections 1X. and X. 
Act XVII of 1837, every such packet shall in like manner be forwarded by 
the Letter Post being charged with duty as specified and prescribed in Table 
4, Schedule A. for Banghee Parcels. Provided, however, that it shall be in 
the power of the Post Master at the place of delivery to proceed for the dis- 
covery of any fraud or contravention of the law in respect of all packets so 
conveyed by the letter post at Banghee postage rates, in the manner prescrib- 
ed in Section XXX. Act XVII. 1837. Provided, also, that Government shall 
not be responsible for any loss or damage which may occur in respect of any 
thing entrusted to the Post Master for conveyance by virtue of this Act, and 
that no person employed by the Government in the Post Office Department 
shall be responsible for any such loss or damage unless such person has causcd 
such loss or damage maliciously or trauduletly. 

II. And itis hereby enacted, that if packets exceeding 40 Tolas in weight 
be Lrought for dispatch hy the letter post at Banghee rates, the same may be 
forwarded under the rules and restrictions preseribed in the preeceding 
Section of this Act: provided, however, that the transmission of such over- 
weight packets shall alwaysbe diseretional with the Post Master to whom 
they may be brought for despatch, to forward them at such time and in such 
manner as may be convenient. 

IV. And itis hereby enacted, that no packet brought for despatch by Ban- 
ghee Post shall be returned from any Post Office on the ground that the ban- 
ghee Post has not been laid for the whole distance to the place of delivery. 

V. And itis hereby enacted, that, except as hereinafter mentioned, if any 
person wilfully certify or cause to be certified by writing on any Jetter, cover, 
or packet delivered at any Post Office for conveyance by Post what is not 
true in respect of such letter or packet, or in respect of its contents for the 
purpose of defrauding the Post Office Revenue, every such person shall, on 
conviction, be subject to a fine of 50 Rs. for every such offence. 

VI. Anditis hereby enacted, that whvever shall send, or cause to be sent 
by the Government Post any packet under the Provisions of tbis Act of the 
description mentioned in Table 2 of schedule A, Act No. XVI1. A. D. 1837, 
which shall contain any writiug whatever other than writing which is neces~ 
sarily part of the documents which such packet is stated to contain by attes- 
tation on the cover of such packet, knowing that it contains auy writing not ne- 
cesearily part of the Cocumerts which such packet is stated to contain by at- 
testation on the cover, ehall be punished with a fine of 50 Rs. 

VII. And it is hereby enacted, that whoever shall send, or cause to be sent 
by the Government Post, under the Provisions of this Act, any Packet of the 
description mentioned in Table 3 of sehedule A, Act No. XVII. A. D. 1837, 
which shall contain any writing whatever except the direction on the cover, 
knowing that it contains any writing other than the direction on theo cover, 
shall be punished with a find of 50 Rs. 

VIII. And it is hereby enacted, that all fines incurred on account of letters 
or packets sent by the Letter Post or by the Banghee Post in contravention of 
the Provisions of sections 1X. and X. of Act XVII. of 1837, as well as all fines 
by this Act authorized to be imposed, shall be demanded from the parties lia- 
ble thereto by notice in writing from the Post Master General, or trom any 
Post Master, andif not paid upon such demand, the same shall, upon convic- 
tiom of the offender before any Magistrate for the place where the party 
charged may be residing, be levied together with the costs attending the in- 
formation and conviction, by distress and sale of the Goods and Chattels ofthe 
party or parties offending, by warrant under the hand ofsuch Magistrates. And if 
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upon the return of such warrant, it shall appear that no su nt distress can 
be had thereon, then it shall be lawtui for any such Magistrate by warrant 
undcr his hand and seal to cause such offender or offenders to be committed to 
prison, there to remain for the space of two calemler mouths, unless such fines 
and all reasonable charges attcuding the same shallie sooner paid and sa- 
tistied. 

IX. And itis hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the Post Master 
to retain any letter or packet in respect of which any party shall become _lia- 
ble to tine for a contravention of sections IX.and X. Act XVII. 1837, or of any 
of the Provisions of this Act, until the fine and all reasonable charges attending 
the same shall have been duly paid.

The Government of India having received from the Hon'ble the Court of 
Directors copy of a Letter addressed by the Sccretary to the Post Master Ge- 
reral in England, to the Honorable Court, dated 11th Scptember 1837, from 
which it appears thatan Act (1. Victoria, Cap. 76, ) had been passed by the 
British Parliament fer regulating the Postage to be levied on Letters transmit- 
ted between the United Kingdom and India by Her Majesty’s Mediterranean 
Packets, the President in Council decms it necessary to publish for general in- 
formation the rates of Postage established thereby in supercession of those 
established by Clause XXXIV. of Rules for the management of the Post Ottice 
Department, passed by the Right Hon'ble the Governor General of India in 
Council on the 30th Augnst 1437 

The following are‘Orderscontaincd in the Letter above referred to, to which 
the Post Master General and Post Masters in the different Presidencies of 
India are hereby required to give attention, 

“The Act Ist Victoria, Cap. 76 having authorized a Postage of 13. single, 2s. 
double, 3s. treble, aud 4s. for an ounce weight, and for every quarter of an 
ounce beyond that weight the Postage of a single Letter upon all Letters pas- 
sing between any port in the Rcd Sea, or Persian Gulph, and East Indies, 
which are not conveyed to or from the United Kingdom by Her Majesty's 
Mediterranean Packets,l am commanded by the Post Master Gencral to request 
you will move the Court of Directors, to give instructions to their Post Mas- 
ters in India to demand th’s rate upon all Letters which shall not be enclosed in 
the Mails despatched from Falnouth for the East Indies, which be made up in 
boxes marked “ East India Mail from the United Kingdom by Her Majesty's 
Mediterranean Packets,’ with exception of Letters put into the Post Offices 
of the United Kingdom, which shall be addressed to India via Marseilles, and 
upon which, as the Postage alluded to, would have already been paid in this 
country, no additional rate should be demanded, Letters of this description can 
be easily distinguished from tkeir having the Post Mari of the Townin the 
United Kingdom at which they were posted in addition to the address of “ via 
Marseilles.” With the exception of those two classes, nainely, Letters contain- 
ed in the Mail boxes and those addressed via Marseilles, all letters conveyed 
to the East Indies by packets, will be liable tothe charges in question, 
which can only be collected by the Company’s Post Masters from the persons 
to whom they are adcressed in India.” 

With respect tothe return correspondence, this rate must not be taken in 
India on cithor of thetwo classes of Letters before inentioned, whether they shall 
be simply addressed to the United Kingdom, or passinz through it to countries 
beyond, or whether directed to it via Marscilles, as the Postage can be col- 
lected in this country. On all other Letters, however, the rate must be de- 


—— 
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manded at the time the Letter is posted in India as the only means of securing 
the charge : the post Office have no method of collecting it in the countrics to 
which the Letters will be addressed.” 


Under the above Orders, Inland Postage only will be leviable in India on 
Letters arriving from, or received for transmission to the United Kingdom via 
any Port in the Red sea or Peraian Gulph. If Letters arrive from, or are 
addressed to any other place thanthe United Kingdom, so that the Postaze 
will not be leviable therein, the following rates will be levied in India, as the 
place of delivery or of receipt for transmission :

A scale according to weight has been substituted for the rule regarding single 
and double Letters for uniformity with the system generally in force in India,» 
and because the Post Masters have not the means of discriminating between 
single and double sheets : 3 Tolas also have been assumed as equivalent to an 
ounce. 

No Ship Postage under Schedule B Act No XVII. 1837, will be leviable in 
India on letters transmitted in the manner provided for in these rules, 
notwithstanding that they may have been conveyed or may be forwarded bet- 
ween India and the Red Sea or Persian Gulph in sailing Vessels. 

The orders received hitherto containing no provision in respect to News- 
papers, Pamphlets or other unsealed packets of printed papers transmitted via 
the Red Sea, or the Persian Gulph, these will be subjected in India to no 
charge beyondthat of Inland postage duty. ~

8.—It is imperative upon all Parents of children born from and after the 
Ist January 1839, to pay within one year after birth by regular monthly in- 
stalments, a Donation of Rupees 100 for each son, and 200 for each daugh- 
ter. The Parents or Guardians of Children born previous to the Ist Ja- 
nuary 1839 were allowed to secure for them the increased benefits by pay- 
ing the additional donation ; but the children of such Subscribers as may 
not have availed themselves of this opportunity, agreeably to the terms of 
the Circular No. 74, will not be entitled under any circumstances hereafter 
to receive the highest scale of benefits, 
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9. But although a period of one year is allowed for completing the 
above donation, notice of the intention of the parent to discharge it, must 
be given to the Secretary in Indiaor to the Agents in London, witbin the 
month subsequent to that, in which the child was born. In failure of such 
intimation and unless it shall have been proved to the satisfaction of the Di- 
rectors that the delay arose from unavoidable circumstances, no child shall 
be admitted to the benefits above specified, although the donation may have 
been paid on its account.* 


10.—Persons becoming Members of the Fund and having Children, for 
whom they may desire to pay the additional donation shall, on giving im- 
mediate information thereof, be required to pay the prescribed sums with 
compound interest at 8 per cent., calculated from one year after the date of 
each child or from the establishment of the original regulations on this sub- 
ject in September 1824 ; and in the event of their having lost any children 
by death between either of the above dates, and that of their becoming 
members, they shall also pay the additional donations with similar interest 
on their account. 


11.—Subscribers on being promoted shall pay the differenee of Subscrip- 
tion and Donation between their former and increased ranks, as married or 
unmarried subscribers, agreeably to the rates specified in the 4th and 5th 
articles of this section. 

12.—The Donations payable by unmarried Subscribers may be paid 
#ither at once, or by instalments not exceeding eighteen. Those by married 
Subscribers on promotion, or by. single members on marriage, by instal- 
ments not exceeding twenty-four. 

13.—An unmarried Subscriber shall, in case of contracting marriage, 
make the Secretary acquainted with the circumstance within six months 
after such marriage, and shall pay the difference between the Donation of 
a married and unmarried Subscriber, and monthly subscription as a 
married Subscriber, from the date of his marriage.

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14.— Widowers, on re-marriage, shall pay the difference of donation 
between married and widowers with or without offspring, notwithstanding 
that they may have discharged the amount required of them in virtue of a 
former marriage. 

15.—Widowers with offspring shall. on making known their wishes to 
contribute at the unmarried rates, be allowed to do so, provided at the same 
time they relinqaish all claim to the benefits of the Fund on behalf of their 
children. 

16.—Persons becoming Subscribers to the Military Fand on entering 
the Service shall, if married or widowers and having legitimate offspring, be 
Tequired to pay, in addition to the prescribed Donation and Subscription, 
an extra Donation equal to the amount of the Subscription of their rank, 
calculated from the date of birth of the eldest surviving child, or from the 
date of birth of the eldest of the children, to whom, incase of the father’s 
death, it is wished that the benefits of the Fund should be extended, 

17.—But if such information be not given, the Subscriber shall pay 
double the amount of the difference between his Donation as a married and 
unmarried Subscriber, with interest at 8 per cent, added half yearly ; and if 
he do not pay this amount, and his subscription as a married subscriber from 
the date of his marriage, bis widow and children shall forfeit all claims to 
the benefits derivable from the Fund ; but such benefits as are personal, 
sball continue to be available to him as an unmarried Subscriber. 

18,—Snubscribers who may be promoted or married during their resie 
dence in Europe are to pay to the Agents in London, the old rate of Europe 
Donation (vide page 4) within 6 months, and the balance within two years 
if residing in Europe, or if the party previously returns to India, within 
two years from the date of arrival. 
19.—Subscribers who may retire from the Service, or who may re- 
turn permanently to Europe, and who shall continue to pay a monthly 
subscription equal to one day’s pay of the rank which they had attained at 
the period of retiring, if uomarried, orto ‘one and a halfif married, shall 
continue entitled to the benefits of the Fund. 
20.—Snubscribers who may have been dismissed, and afterwards restored 
to the Service, shall bere-admitted to the benefits of the Fund on their 
recommencing their subscriptions from the date on which they shall again 
receive pay, and on paying back the amount of subscription which may 
have been returned, to them, in conformity to section III, article 27. 

21.—All Subscribers, above the rank of Subaltern, who may proceed to 
England on sick certificate, shall pay their subscription in the same manner 
as those who proceed on Furlough. 
22.—Subscribers who may be prevented ‘by any temporary cause from 
drawing pay, shall be exempted during such period, from the payment of 
monthly subscription, but upon the removal of such incapacity, the amount 
of arrears due to the l'und shall be made good either at once, or by in- 
stalments not exceeding eiz liteen. i 

23.-—Cornets and Ensigns shall be required to commence payment of 
their Donations from the month succeeding that of their arrival in the 
country, by 30 regular monthly instalments. 

24.—If a Subscriber falls in arrears with his Donation “or Subscription of 

instalments for six months, he shall pay double the amount of the arrears, 
unless he makes it appear to the satisfaction of the Directors that such 
arrear was occasioned by unavoidable circumstances. 

25.—In all cases when a Subscriber dies in arrears ‘to the Fundin con- 

sequence of his paying the sums due by him by instalments, agreeably to 
the regulations, whether on account of loans, or from any other cause, such 
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arrears must be paid up, or otherwise his widow and children will be de- 
prived of all claims to the benefits derivable from the Fund, But in the 
adjustment of such arrears, itshall be optional with the parties, to pay up 
the sum at once, or by a deduction from the benefits of one half, until the 
amount be liquidated ;no extra dedaction being made on account of minimum 
until the arrears are paid ap with interest. 


SECTION III. 
Benefits Derivable from the Fund. 

The benefits derivable from the Military Fund are either personal or 
transmittable by Subscribers, on their decease, to their widows and 
ehildren. 

1.—The widows, and legitimate children, of Subscribers, shall be entitled

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3.—The annuities to Boys shall cease on the completion of their eighteenth 
ear, at which time, the guardians of each of them shall receive from the 
‘und the sum of £225 to assist in his establishment in life. 

4.—On application being made, and on sufficient reasons being assigned, 
the above sum of £225 may be paid previous to the child’s (Boy or Girl) com- 
pleting its eighteenth year ; but in all cases, the payment of this sum shall 
extinguish all claim to a continuance of the annuity. 

5.—But the annuities of females, for whom additional donations have 
been paid, shall continue (on their giving up théir Claim to Portion) un- 
til their marriage or death; subject, however, on their attaining the age of 
18 years, to the deduction of any yearly income beyond half the amount 
of pension, which they may derive from any other source; and incase 
such other income shall amount to £90 per annum, the annuity granted by 
the Fund shall cease and terminate, 

6.—The benefit of the preceding article shall be extenued to such female 
children as at present receive annuities, provided that the increased donation 
be deducted from the amount payable by the Fund. 

7—On the same condition,a child born within ten months after the death 
of its father, shall be entitled to the increased annuity. 

8.—The Guardians of female annuitants shall declare, eix months previ- 
ous to their attaining the age of 18 years, whether they wish to receive the 
Jinal portion, or to continue as annuitants, and the receiving any annuity 
‘efter that age, forfeits all right to the payment of portion. 

9.—Widows, who are annuitants on the Fund, and who may hereafter 
marry, are allowed to retain one-half of the annuity formerly granted to 
them ; and if her second husband be a Subscriber, it shall be optional with 
the Widow on her again becoming a Widow, to claim the annuity pre- 
scribed for the rank of either the firat or second husband; but she is not to 
receive more than one full annuity. 

10.—Annuities shall be payable to widows or the guardians of children 
at their place of residence, if in India, or Great Britain and Ireland; and 
if resident io a foreign country, or at the Cape of Good Hope, to their cone 
stituted Agents in London or Bombay ; and if resident in any part of India, 
wot subordinate to this Presidency, to their constituted Agent at Bombay, 
at therate of 2s, 3d per Rupee; or by Bills a¢ sight on the Agents in England. 

11.—All Widows in India shall be entitled (for one passage only) to ree 
ceive the Passage money prescribed by the Regulations for the rank which 
the husband held at the time of his death. 

12 —All children admitted to the benefit of the Fund shall be entitled to 
receive the sum of Rupees 400, to defray the expence of their passage to 
England, if accompanied by their mother, or Rs. 525 if proceeding alone, 
without reference to their age or the rank of their father at the period of his 
decease. 

13.—A married Subscriber shall receive, in addition to the equipment 
allowance payavle to aa unmarried Subscriber, the sum of Rs 50 for his 
wife. and Rs 75. for each child, on application for the same to the Direc- 
tora through the Secretary. 

14.—A married Subaltern (or widower with offspring) at home, who 
may proceed from India on sick certificate, being married at the date of 
lus departure from India, shall, on making application to that effect, receive 
£15 per annum for his wife, and,£7-10 foreach of his children, it the number 
does not exceed two, in addition to his owa income allowance froin the Fund ; 
commencing from the date of arrival in England, and ceasing on embarka- 
tion for India. But the total sum payable or their account shall not exceed 
£30 per annum. 


15—-A married Captain (or widower having offapring) at home on sick 
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certificate. shall, on application receive the same allowance for his wife and 
children, as a Subaitern, subject however, to a deduction of any yearly income 
he may possess beyond his pay. 

16.—A married Subscriber shall be entitled to receive, on his personal 
security, a loan not exceeding 20 months net pay of his rank, for the purpose 
of sending his wife or children to England, provided that the said loan be re- 
paid by instalments within 20 months from the date of its advance, with in- 
teerst at 8 per cent. per annum. 

17-—A similar loan on*the same conditions, shall be granted to a married 
Subscriber in India for the purpose of bringing his family from England, 
provided that allloans furm early advanced to him shall have been duly dis- 
charged. 

18.—Any Subscriber under the rank of Ficld Officer proceeding on sick 
certifieate to the Cape uf Good Hope, Egypt, New South Wales, or to Sea, 
for any period not under one year shall be allowed a loan to the extent of 
Rupees 1, 000 on his personal secur: ty ; to be repaid with ioterest at 8 per 
cen: in 4 monthly instalinents from the date of the advauce (to be deduct- 
ed by the Paymaster ); and such Subscriber shail also be entitled 
to a loan of half the above amount, or 500 Rupees, on his return, to be ree 
paid with interest at 8 per cent. in 12 monthly instalments, from the date 
of his return to Bombay. 

19.—An advance on loan will be grantel to married men preceeding as 
above with their families, of one Half in addition to the above Loan, to be 
repaid in the same instalments. 

20.—One half of the advance prescribedin Art. 18, and on the same 
terms will be granted to a Subscriber who may send his family to the Cape 
of Good Hope, or New South Wales, although he should not proceed thither, 

21.—Articles 12, 18, 14, 16, latter part of 17 and 18, of Section IV of 
the former Regulations, were resciaded by the decision on the 5th proposi- 
tion of the 36 circular, * but asthis Resolution was not to have a retrospective 
effect, as all anouitants on the Fund previous to the 23rd September 1824. 
remain subject to the former Regulations, and consequently, such anoui- 
tants shall continue to furnish, every half year, affidavits specifying whe- 
ther they possess any property or not, and in the former case its actual amount 
drawn up in the appendix marked A. 

22,—In the same manner, the next of kin or guardian of children, annuit- 
ants on the fund prior to the 23d September 1824, shall furnish half yearly 
affidavit, in the form in the appeendix marked B. 

23.—But female annuitants, receiving the extended annuity shall still 
furnish after their eighteenth year half yearly-affidavits, specifying whether 
they have any and what income or property, besides chat derived from the 
Fund, and these affidavits shall be drawn up ia the form in the appendix 


marked C,

29:—Ifa Subscriber, whether married or unmarried, be dismissed the 
service, the Directors are authorised to refund to him the amount of sub- 
scription which he has contributed to the Fund deducting thereftom any 
sums which may have been previously advanced to him. 


SECTION IV. 
Causes of exclusion from the benefits of the fund. 

1. A Subscriber: prior to the orders of the Hon'ble Court, with traw- 
ing from the Fund, forfeits ipso fucto, all claims to the benefits deriva- 
ble from it, as also the amount of his donation and subscription, and 
all other sums which he may have paid up to the period of his secession. 

2.—The non payment of donation, subscription, or any other sums 
demanded from them in conformity to the Regulations shall exclude Sub- 
scrivers from all the benefits derivable from the Fund. 
3.—Also the non-compliance with any Regulation of the Military 
Fand, or the bringing wader litigation any decision which has been pass- 
ed in conformity to these Reguiations. 

4.—All income derived from the Bombay Military Fund is declared to 
be unalienable, and the fact of attempting the all ienation of such income 
in any manner, or under any preteneé, stall be dzemed in itselt'a furfei- 
ture of all future benetits from the Fund, 

5.—The widow of a Subscriber who shall have been lezally divorced 
or separated from her husband, or who shall at the time of his death, have 
quitied his protection, or shall be living in a sate of adultery, though not 
Jegally separated or divorced, shall not be entited to any benefits from the 
Fand, under any circumstances tever, 

6.—lIf afier the widow of a Suvseriber shall have beea aduitted to the 
benefits of the Fund, it shall at any time appear to the satisfaction of the 
Dircewors, thatshe is living ina state of iucuntiuence, or in a manner dis- 
creditable to the memory of her busvaad she shall forfeit all claims to the 
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benefits derivable from the Fund, and shall in future be deprived of her 


annuity. 
SECTION V. 
Eventual benefits of the fund. 


1.—-lodependent of the benefits which have been recited, the Bombay 
Military Fund is considered as holding out the prospect of eventual 
benefits under the following circumstances :-— 

2.— If at any future period it shall be found that the fands of the Ia- 
stitution afford a considerable surplus, after previding for the actual and 
probable spblications for relief under he preceding articles, it shall then, 
and not otherwise, be competent for the Directors of the institution, pro- 
vided the permission of the Hon'ble Court of Directors be obtained, to 
afford the aid of the Fund in the following cases :— 

First.—To Subscribers compelled by ;ill-bealth to abandon the country 
after ten years service, and before they are entitled to retire on full pay, 
the regulated passage money of their rank and an annuity which shall 
render their total income, from ,whatever source derived, equal to the full 
pay of their rank. 

Second.—To Officers who may have served twenty-two years in Iadia, 
and may be compelled by ill-healtlr to retire from the service, without 
having attained the rank of Major, the regulated paseage monay of their 
tank, and suck assistance from the Fund, as will render their whole income 
from whatever source equal to the pay of Major: and, as in the case of 
widows the possession of an income not exceeding ‘half the ‘pay of a Major 
of Infantry, shall not occasion abatement from the provision to be made 
from the Fund. 

Third.—In the event ofa still further surplus, it shall be competent 
forthe Directors of the Military Fund, at their discretion to assist Officers 
retring from the service on full pay in limited circumstances, with a sum 
equal to the regulated passage money of their rank provided always that 
the resignation of such Officer shall actually have been accepted previous- 
ly to hisembarkatiou. 

Fourth.—Should the Fund, however; at any period fall short of the de- 
mands upon it, so that the annual income will not defray the amount of 

the annuities and other claim, then it shall bein the power of the Directors 
to make a proportionate deduction from the anuuity of each anouitant 
and from the payments to other claimants above the rank of Subaltern, 
until the state of the Fund shall afford the means of complete payment ; 
when, if a surplus income exists, the arrears shall be made good from the 
amount of surplus, but not otherwise.

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2. Subscriptions in India are received by Paymasters monthly in advance. 
On furlough they are payable here as they fall due, or in arrears by 12 equal 
monthly instalments, commencing from the date of the subscriber’s returo.

4. A subscriber retiring from the service after completing his 17 years in 
India, shall not be called on to contribute farther to the fund until heac- 
cept an annuity, when he shall make up the prescribed minimum of his rank. 

5. All members shall continue to pay their regulated subscriptions and 
donations so long as they are in the service, without reference to the ag- 
gregate amount in principal and interest of their past payments. But any 
surplus that may eventually be found to have accumulated beyond their pro- 
per minima at the time of their taking annuities, shall be repaid to them. 


Section m1. 
CF ARREARS PAYABLE BY NEW MEMBERS. 


1. Medical Officers of older standing than August 1826, who may be 
admitted into the fund, in addition to all payments which they would have 
made if subscribers since the provisional institutional in August 1829, shall 
be charged with the arrears laid down in the rules* of that date for those of 
their standing ; together with compound interest at 8 per cent, per annum,

Section IV. 
OF THE MANAGEMENT. 


1, The management of the fund is vested in a committee of seven mem- 
bers, elected by the subscribers at large from among those stationed at the 
Presidency, of not less than three years’ standing in the service. 

2, Three of the members of this committee go out at the end of each 
year by rotation, but are eligible for immediate re-election: The removal 
of a member from the Pesidency to another station, or his departure on 
leave of absence for six months or more, is held to vacate his seat.

4. Thesecretary and accountant is elected by the committee from their 
own body, or the other subscribers, His salary is 500 rupees per annum. 

5. This officer carries on the detail and routine duties ; keeping under 
the direction of the committee, all necessary records, books and accounts of 
the fund which are open to inspection by any subscriber on application. The 
office establishment and expense are confined to what is strictly necessary, 
and subject at all times in this point to the check of the committee. 

6. Thecommittee meet once in two menths, or oftener if required, for 
the transaction of business , but uone can be entered on unless three meme 
bers aro present nor can any bills be drawn against the funds in the treasury 
without the signatures of the majority of the committee. .

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7. Inconducting the institution, the managers shall invariably be guid- 
ed by its established rules, deciding minor cases not specifically provided 
for in accordance with their tenor and spirit, but referring all matters of 
smportance, to the general interests to the decision of the subscribers at 
jarge. 

8. The committee shall exercise their discretion in circulating to the 
subscribers proposals submitted te them with that view, unless required to 
do so by ten or more subscribers, or unless the question be one of personal 
claim or grievance, when it shall be their duty to submit the matter with 
their observations to the general vote. But if this vote be adverse on any 
personal question thus urged to the opinion of the committee, the expense 
attending its circulation shall be borne by the individual. 

9. Questions submitted to the subscribers are decided by the votes re- 
ceived within six weeks after circulation. 

10. <A majority of two thirds of the votes so received is necessary for 
passing, altering or rescinding any regulation of the fund.

7. Any subscriber transgressing the foregoing rule by failing to retire 
from the service within the prescribed period, shall forfeit to the fund the 
sum of Rupees (3000) three thousand, or one year's annuity. 

8. The accepter of an annuity or equivalent shall furnish an affidavit of

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his age ; and all applications for paying of the atinuity, if not madé in pet- 
son, shall be supported by the certificate of a magistrate, that the annuitant 
was alive at the date to which he claims payment. 

9. The annuity commences from the date of the individual's retirement, 
and is payable to the day of his death.

OF THE MINIMUM. 

A subscriber who retires from the service on the pension of Surgeon, 
shall pay to the fund on accepting the ennuity such sum as, together with 
his previons contributions and compound interest, shall be equal to one third 
of the value of his annuity.

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CIVIL REGULATIONS. 


Amsteact ofthe Actor PagiiaMant, passed in the fifty-third year of 
the reign of his late Majesty Geo. III Cap: 255, relating to the periode 
of service necessary for the qualification of Civit Orricaes. 


The Court of Directors cannot, without the approbation of the Board of 
Control, nominate, either provisionally or otherwise, any person to succeed 
to a vacancy in the Civil and Military Services, excepting to the offices 
of members of council, generally officers on the staff, advocate or attor- 
ney general, attorney at Law, chaplain, writer, cadet, or assistant sur- 
geon, or to such offices es have usually been filled by persons not covenant- 
ed servants. 

The Court of Directors, with the approbation of the Board of Control 
may restore to the service, or to the office he formerly held in the service, 
any officer, Civil or Military, who has been removed ‘rom the service by 
the local authorities. 

No office, of which the emoluments exceed inthe whole £500 per 
annum shall be conferred upon any civil servant who shall not have 
been 3 years (including 2 years residence after the attainment of 17 years 
of age at the Company's College in England,) in the service of the said 
Company. 

No office, the emoluments, whereof shall exceed £500 sterling per sn- 
num shall be conferred on any civil servant who shall not have been actu- 
ally resident in India, inthe Company's service, for the space of four years 
in the whole, antecedent to the appointment to such office. 

No appointment, of which the emoluments exceed £3000 per annum 
shall be conferred on any servant who shall not have been actually resident 
in India, for seven years. 

No appointment of which the emoluments, exceeds £4000 per annum 
shall be conferred on any servant who shall not have been actually resident 
in India for ten years, 

A servant who shall have been actually resident in India more thah ten 
years may hold any office in the civil service of the Company, that of mem- 
ber of council included. :

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CXVIX ABSENTEE RULES, GENERAL DEPARTMENT. 
Rombay Castle, 2ist February, 1840. 

The following Absentee Regulations established by the Government of 
India, and approved by the Hon'ble the Court of Directors, are declared 
applicable to this Presidency, and are re-published for general informa- 
tion :— 

FORT WILLIAM. 
Financial Department, 29th January, 1810. 


The fullowing Rules for the grant of leave of absence and for regalating 
deductions from Salaries and Deputation Allowances having been ap- 
proved ani passed by the Hon'ble Court of Directors, are published for 
general information, and will take effect in all the Presidencies, Settle- 
ments and Stations under the Government of India from the date of the 
arrival of the Gazette containing them in respect to all leaves of absence 
granted after that date. The notes show the interpretation put by the 
Council of India upon the rules in their application to cases not specifi- 
cally mentioned, 


Rules for application for leave of absence and for fixing the local li- 

mits within which it may be granted. 
Section I. No leave of absence from any office or station can be grant- 
ed, but by the Government of the 


Note.—This rule must be consider- 
ed as superceding the rule under 
which Commissioners of the Land 
Revenue and other Officers have 
heretofore been allowed to grant 
leave of absence in Bengal. 


Presidency under which the em- 
ployment is held, and in the appli- 
cation of the party requiring such 
leave, saving in such cases as may 
hereafter be specially excepted. The 
application must be made publicly 


through the regular channel in the 
Department to which the applicant 
may belong. 

Sec. II. The official allowances of the holder of a civil office quitting 
his station without leave will entirely cease from the date of his quitting 
until his return, or in the event of his subsequently obtaining leave to the 
date of such leave being granted to him. 

Sec. ILI. No leave of absence shall have any retrospective effect except 
in cases of severe illuess, to be atteeted by a Medical certificate, confirming 
in every respect to the directions contained in Section V. 

Sec. 1V. Upon application duly made, the Government of each Presi- 
deney may grant leave of absence to any place or places in the Continent 
of India, whether within the Territoires subject to the Government of the 
East India Company, or not, to any Civil or Military Servant holdin, 
civil appointment, subject to all the conditions prescribed im the rules that 
may be applicable to his case. Upon similar application the Government 
of each Presidency may also grant leave to such persons subject to the like 
conditions, to proceed to the Island of St. Helena, the Colony of the Cape of 
Good Hope, or to any place situate between the 36th Degree of North Lati- 
tude and the 50th Degree of South Latitude, such place being likewise 
between the 30th and the 180th Degrees of Longitude East of Greenwich, 
excepting however any Islands in the Medeterranean or Levant, and except- 
jog all places withia the said Geographical limits which may form part of 
Europe. Provided also, that if at any time the Government of India, sball 
deem it expedient to exclude any place or places within the limits above 
described from the operation of these rules, such exclusion shall be officially 
communicated to the subordinate Governments, and all leave subsequently 
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granted shall be regulated accordingly. A servant passing the limits here- 

in prescribed willincur the immediate forfeiture of his office or employ- 

meat and of all official allowances whatever from the date of his quitting 
odia, 


Cuaptep II. 
Rules for Sick Leave. 


Sec. V. When an application for leave of absence is made on the ground 
of ill health, it must be accompanied by a certificate from the Medical Offi- 
cer by whom the applicant has been attended, distinctly stating from the 
personal observation, the nature of the disease, the symptoms by which 
it is nianifested, the period during which it has existed as far as the know- 
ledge of the Medical Officer extends, and the necessity fur temporary re- 
moval to some other place, either within the Territories subject to the Go- 
vernment of the Exet India Company or beyond them, but within the li- 
mits laid down in Section 1V., as the case may be, and such certificate 
must be submitted to the consideration of the Medical Board, and if satis- 
factory, shall be countersigned by one of its Members. An application for 
an extension of leave must, if the applicant be in India, be accompanied by 
a certificate from the Medical Officer by whom the applicant is attended, 
shewing sutlicient reason for the extension solicited, and such certificate 
like the former must be examined and countersigued by a Member of the 
Medical Board. If the appticant shall have proceeded beyond the Terri- 
tories under the Government of the East India Company, he must furnish 
a certificate to the required effect from a Surgeon or Physician at the place 
of his temporary residence by whom he has been attended, such attendance 
and the period of it to be stated, and the certiticate to be countersigned by 
the principal Medical Authority of the Colony or Country. When any of 
the required particulars are neglected leave will be refused. 

Sec. VI. Civil Servante absent from their stations under medical certi- 
ficate will be entitled to the salaries of their r spective offices, subject to the 
following deductions. If the salary exceed Rupees 2,000 per nien-em, one 
sixth for the first year, and for the secund year one-fourth. If the salary 
do not exceed Rupees 2,000 per mensem, one-eighth for the first year 
and one-sixth for the second. Butif the salary of office be not more than 
Rupees 5U0 per mensem no deductivn shall be made for the first year, and 
if it be only so much more than the prescribed deduetion of one cight would 
reduce the. allowance below Rupees 500 per mensem, only the excess be- 
yond Rupees 500 shall be deducted, For the second year the Ab-entee 
shall become. liable to the deduction of one-eighth, An absent Servaut

Superintending Surgeon of the Division, or of the nearest Division, which 
Officer, in these cases, will be responsible for the prescribed regularity of 
the certificate, instead of the Medical Board.

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Members of the Indian Civil Establishments, repairing to this country, 
under the absentee regulations, or on special leave of absence, viz. 

That Civil Servants coming to England under the absentee regulations 
or on special leave, shall immediately on their arrival, report themeelves 
with their addre-s, by letter to our Secretary, forwarding at the same time 
the certificates which they received in India. 

That in all cases of leave, Civil Servants be required to join the Esta- 
blishment to which they belong at the expiration of theterm for which 
leave may have been granted, unless they shall have obtained an extension 
of it from us six months before the expiration of the said leave, 

That extensivns of leave will not in future be granted by us except in 
cases of sickness certified to our satisfaction, or in cases in which it shall 
be proved that a further residence in Europe is indispensably necessary. 

That when under any such circumstances a Civil Servant shall have ob- 
tained an extension of leave to a given period, he must at the expira- 
tion thereof,apply for and obtain our permission either to return to his duty, 
or to reside a furthertime in Europe, failing in which ,he shall be liable 
to be struck off the List of Civil Servants. 

That the Act of the 23rd Geo. 3rd, Chap. 52, Sec. 70, as it respects 
Civil Servants applies only to cases of sickness, infirmity, or inevitable 
accident, and that no Civil Servant be hereafter considered eligible to 
return to the service after 5 years absence, under that enactment, who has 
failed to obtain from us, agreeably to the foregoing regulations, an ex- 
tension of leave under the circumstances referred to in the Act, 

2. We desire that the foregoing Regulations be published for general 
information, and that each Civil Servant returning to this country under 
the absentee regulations, or on special leave, be furnished with a copy 
for his guidance.

GARRISON OF BOMBAY. 


Tus Goverxor.—Commands all troops composing the garrison of Bombay, 
and the commander-in-chief eannot exercise any direct control over such 
troope—whether King’s or Company’s—so long as they continue attached to 
the garrison. The Town Major is his reprsentative in the fort, and all orders 
issued from his oftice, are to be obeyed. The permission to inspect the troops in 
the garrison, must be obtained by the C. in C. before he can do so. Requisi- 
tions for officers to be employed on Gencral courts martial committees, of 
survey, &c. to be made to the Tewn Major and ordered by the Governor. 
Officers temporarily placed at the disposal of the C. C. are to be considered 
as employed under the sanction of the Governor, and to be so stated in G. O. 

Commanpant or THE Gargison.—His dutics are restricted to the ordinary 
details of garrison duty. To assemble garrison and district courts martial, and 
approve their sentences. Todirect the assembling of courts of inquiry and 
committees connected with the discipline of troops. Cannot grant leave to any 
regimental ofticer beyond the period between muster and muster, without the 
sanction of the Governor. To enforce obedience from all concerned to the gar- 
risonregulations. Responsible for the discipline of the troops,and that the duties 
are correctly performed. Receives all the daily reports of the garrison guards 
from the proper officer. Those of importance he submits to the Governor. 
No increase or decrease is to be made in the public guards unless duly sanc- 
tioned by the Governor. The same authority Pequired for furnishing escorts or 
details. All cases of doubt as to the limit of his authority to be made known 
to the Governor. To wait on tho Governor, at government house, on his re- 
turn to the presideney, on the day of his arrival, with the present state of the 
garrison. 
Town Masor.—The following orders are issued through his office :—Re- 
garding the entertainment of such periodical establishments as are usual in 

partments authorised by the Regulations ; communications with the several 
departinents relative to any such increase or decrease of public establishments 
in the garrison, not specifically provided for by the Regulations, Orders and 
arrangements respecting the permanent staff of the garrison ;—such as directing 
officers appointed in general orders (on reporting their arrival) to assume 
charge &c. Application for leave of absence by the garrison staff to be for- 
warded through him for the purpose of being submitted to the Right Hon'ble 
the Governor. All correspondence from the different departments tor the in- 
formation of the Governor to be forwarded direct tothe Town Major from 
corps and detachmentsto the Commandant. 

Apsurant or THE Dar.—Not to quit his lines during his tour of duty. To 
receive all details for garrison duty on days of public paar mounting, from 
the Adjutants of corps. To report the adjournment of all general courts mar- 
tial to the Town "Riajor 

Avsutants or Corps.—Are cither to attend in person for orders at the Town 
Major’s oftice, at 12 o’clock daily, or to direct their Serjeant Majors to do £0. 

DVERTISEMENTS OR OTHER Parers—Not permitted to be stuck up on the 
Fort Gates &c. without the countersignature ot the Town Major or Fort Adja- 
tant being affixed, except orders and Proclamations by the Supreme Court—all 
persons infringing this rule to be committed to the main guard. 

Auarus, Fire, &c.— When neccasary to assemble the garrison, 3 guns will be 
fired from Fort George; the guards will shut the barrier gates of the covert 
way and remain under arms. In case ofalarm of fire the field officer or Cap- 
tain of tho day to repair to the main guard. Tho earliest notice to be given 
tothe Town Major or Fort Adjutant by either of those officers who are to 
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furnish a report of every circumstance relating to it. All the engines* to be 
taken out upon an alarm offire. The drums will immediately beat to arms, 
and the troops proceed to their parades. Ifin the Fort all the troops in gar- 
rison or eantonments will immediately assemble. European corps on their 
private parades and native crops on the general guard parades on the Espla- 
nade, if the fire be outside, then on their private parades, 20 men to every 100 
to parade with arms, the remainder in fatigue dress. Whenever a fire oc- 
turs, every corps will immediately detach to the spot details equal to two 
thirds of their strength with a proportion of commissioned officers. All persons 
residing in the fort are enjoined to give the earlicst intimation to the officer of 
the main guard of any fire that may have made its appearance. 

Artittery.—The commandant of the artillery has the exclusive charge of 
the guns on the fortifications and on the bastions, &c. He is held responsible 
for the conduct of the dept. committed to his care, and for this purpose he is 
subject to the orders of the Governor alone. 

Barr. on Brank Practice.—Not to take place without leave previously ob- 
tained from the commandant: no shooting allowed within the fort. 

Barracks axp Barrack Mastens.—With the Governor rests solely the al- 
lotment and distribution of public quarters in the Garrison and Colaba. All 
communications respecting them to be made by letter and transmitted through 
the regular channels, _All private representations to the Barrack Master pro- 
hibited. Commanding officers to forward applications (if just) to the Town 
Major for decision and such directions as may be deemed necessary will be 
givento the Barrack Master, Officersnot serving with troops will address 
the Town Major, if desirous of occupying public quarters. When put in poss- 
ession of quarters, the officer shall sign aninventory of all articles appertaining 
to them, and he will be held responsible for them. Should they sustain any 
damage (reasonable wear and tear excepted) the Barrack Master to make out 
a bill, and the amount to be recovered from the officer in the usual way. This 
also applies to corps when deficiencies occur. Officers delivering over their 
quarters to the Barrack Master agreeably to the inventory, wi receive ac- 
knowledgement of their having done so. All cases of dispute in respect tothe 
damage done to be referred to the Town Major, who willif necessary, assemble 
acommittee. No person is on any account to remove from their allotted quarters 
to others without the permission of the Governor signified through the Town 
Major. All verandahs and passages to be kept clear of incumbrance. 
Officers about to vacate their quarters (not delivered to them regimentally) 
to give notice thereof to the Barrack Master, otherwise they will be held res- 
ponsible for any deficiencies which may appear. The Barrack Master to 
deliver over in person, to the Quarter Master of corps, the barrack utensils, 
&e. and take a receipt for the same. All troops on quitting their barracks, 
are to leave them in astate of cleanliness. The Barrack Master to grant a 
reciept for the stores &c. delivered over. Quarter Master newly appointed to 
examine the state and condition of every thing in charge of their predecessors 
and sign an inventory. Failing todo this they will be eld responsible for all 
deficiencies. All committee reports upon barracks, utensils, &c. to be trans‘nit- 
ted to the Military Board (now established) through the Town Major. Quar- 
terly inspections of all quarters to be made. The state of the several buildings, 
with their fixtures and fastenings to be strictly examined. Tke Town Major 
authorised to order all stores, &c. damaged or deficient, through fair wear and 
te® to be replaced. 

Bur.vwes—No works or repairs to military buildings are executed witheut 
the sanction of the Governor ; when sanction is communicated by the Town 
Major,estimates of the expense to be submitted for the consideration of govern- 
ment. Town Major empowered to direct such repairs to buildings, drains &c. 
in the garrison, as may be urgently required. Pi 

Garnison Counts Martiat.—To be assembled under the authority vested in 
the commandant by the Governor, Members of goneral courts martial, courts of 
igi eaters SS A

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inquiry, committees of survey &c. belonging to troopsin the garrison, to do 
duty during the adjournment: Sentences of garrison courts martial to be carried 
into execution by order of the authority confirming the sentence. Where 
natives are called upon to give testimony, a Brahman or Moola is to be employ- 
ed, or both if required at the rate of 8 annas each. perdiem. Charge to be 
supported by the necessary certificate from the president and superintending 
officer. When garrison courts martial are ordered theFort Adjutant to acquaint 
the prisoner therewith and warn requisite witnesses. 

Committres, Courts or Inquiry, &c.—To be detailed (if concerned with 
the garrison) in garrison orders and they are to specify to what dept. the pro- 
ecedings, when closed are to be forwarded. Reports of adjournment to be for- 
warded to the Town Major's offive, and the cause particularly explained. When 
the proceedings are closed, the president to {follow the same course, either 
presonally or in_ writing. 

Drserters.—Commanding officers of corps, &c. to transmit to the Town Ma- 
jor, “ descriptive rolls” of men when missing without leave from the garrison. 
The Garrison Surgeon also to report the absence of any patient from hospital. 
Esparkation anv DisgMBARKATION oF TRoops.—On the arrival of troops from 
England or elsewere, a return of them from the officer in charge to be sent to the 
Town Major, and the same to be forwarded to the Chief Secy. to government. 
The quarter master general embarks and disembarks all the H. C’s. troops—Re- 
cruits, invalids and time exprired men except in respect of whom orders are is- 
sued by the town major. Invalids and time expired men from H. M's. service 
receive their orders from the Queen’s staff officers. Recruits are victualled gra- 
tuitously by the commissariat for 3 days after their arrival. The established pro- 
portion of slop clothing is furnished !-y the clothing agent. All orders concern- 
ing recruits while in garrison are issued from the town major’s office. If sick on 
arrival to be sent to the general hospital. 

Fienp Orricer, on Captain or tHE Day.—To march off the garrison gaurds 
from the general parade ; go the grand rounds and transmit a morning report 
before the hour of 9. A general report, together with the reports of the se- 
veral guards, to be sent to the ofticer commanding the troops. To perform 
the grand rounds under instruction from the Commandant. To insert in his re- 

ort the instructions given to the officer of th: main guard respecting the 
Pours of the visiting rounds. To visit the whole of the guards between 5 and 

6 in the evening and to give all necessary orders. A sepoy from the corps in 
garrison to be furnished asan orderly. His accommodation is at the Appollo 
gate. Notto be absent from the fort after 8 o'clock p. m. until relieved. At 
any other time when he may abscut himself he must leave orders where he will 
be found. To report to the Town Major the names of persons causing dis- 
turbance or false alarms in the fort, whom he is to confine. To insert in his re- 
port the name of any person confined in the main guard and to furnish the 
prisoner with a copy of his crime. To examine all guard reports. 

Fo.towers —Nativesin the pay of the H.C. not attached to corps commiting 
offences, to be sent tothe Town Major’s office to be punished at that officers 
direction, or for the purpose of being brought _to trail, If accused of crimes pu- 
nishable by the civil power, to be sent to the Police office in the fort. 

Gaunison anv Fort Gates.—Ofticers incharge to examine everv package 
ifthey suspect it to contain arms or ammunition, Fire arms &c not to be brought 
in or carried out of the fort, without a pass fromthe Commissary of Stores, 
Town Major or Fort Adjutant. The following articles are not allowed through 
any of the gates without a special pass signed by the Governor, Town Major 
Fort Adjutantor Magistrates of Police ;—llay, straw, pitch all tar, rosin’s 
dammer, turpentine, varnish, painting ils, gunpowder, bamboos, bam- 
boo mats, tattas, cadjans, copperas and dried cocoanuts, Arrack, toddy and all 
country lipuors, are prohilited being brought into the Fort, without passes. Sen- 
tincls not to interfere or prevent liquor going out of the Fort. Officer com- 
maniding gate guards not to trust the examination of passes to the nor-com 
missivued otficer. No open umbrellas summerhcads to pass though thetgate- 
ways. Inreterence to standing orders of the Garrison Sec. XIX. Art. 7, 
the Commander of the Guarison gate guards, are requested to be very careful 

in seeing that the sentinels on the entrance to the Fort, do not exceed their 
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duty in causing umbrellas to be closed, by persons passing into or out of tho 
Fort. As may persons who pass the Gates cannot be acquainted with the order 
in question, the sentinels are to desire the Summerheads to be closed, but on 
no account are they to break or destroy them,or to use their musket, or bayonet 
in enforcing this order, No armed nativsto be allowed to enter the fort nor 
areany person to sell things under or near the bridges. Ifthe gates are 
kept open after the prescribe! hours, the same to bestatad in the report with 
the reason. Cots &¢ prohibited from being placed under the archwaysof the 
several gates 

Caurca Gatr.—The church gate is open all day and night. No Euro- 
pean non-commissioned o.ticer or soldier permitted to pass out of this gate 
without a written pass. No cooly or other porter with loads of baggage to 
enter in or go out by it. Hamalls or coolics bringing water into the Fort are 
permitted to do so until 9o’clock in the morning. Natives on horseback not 
to pass unless riding at a moderate pace. No hackery or carriage without 
springs to enter in or go out by it; also carts of burden, except bullock carts 
laden with meat for the use of II. M's. or the II. C’s. Navy, No !ed horse 
to pass. 

Se ouio Gate.—Opened at gun fire and closed at 10 o'clock at night ; at 12 
it is locked ? but to be epened at any hour to Ladies and Gentlemen's carriages 
&ce. No Soldier to goout without a pass. No filth tobe carried out at this 
gate. The navelstorekceper to have access at all hours to the store-rooms 
Horses, whether mounted or led allowed to pass in or out. 

Bazaz Gate —Open all day and night, Halalcores with their carts to pass 
through this gate only. . Covered hackeries with women are not to be inspected 
orin any way molested. Dress: d provisions, fish or mutton, for private use, to 
pass unexamined. Beef not allowed to pass through. Patrols go round every 
3 hours during the day, as far as the Church gate, to apprehend persons wash- 
ing in the town dith, who are delivered over to the Po ice; also to apprehend 
allidle natives found on the works ; toprevent clothes from being exposed or 
dried onthe palisade or buildings ; building materials from being deposited, 
except those employed under the engineer. 

Castie Gate —Gate and wicket locked every evening at sun-set and not 
opened again until day-break in the morning, unless something extraordinary 
renders it necessary A report in that case to be made immediately to the Town 
Major and Captain of the day. No description of stores allowed to be taken out 
without a pass. No stranger or foreigners premitted to go in without premissi- 
on. The menon guard not permitted to go outside the castle gate or on the 
ramparts. all persons,within are positively forvid smocking under pain of the 
severest punishment. No fire allowed to pass; nor any light except in a lan- 
thorn. All persons permitted to go into the Laboratory arc to take off their 
side arms ald spurs, and are to have no iron on the soles of their boots or shucs, 
The money room in the castle never tobe opened but in the presence of the Sub- 
treasurer, or his assistant. All treasure coming in or going out of the castle, to 
have a pass signed by one of them: The colours are hoisted on the following 
days at sunrise, viz ; New years’day, Queen’s birth day, and Sundays. Also when 
vessels come in or go out of the harbour. The colours when once hoisted on regular 
occasions remain up till sunset. All signals to be hoisted as high as possible. 
Sentries not to allow any stores under their charge to be removed unless by 
person’s duly authorised to do so. 

Leave or ansence.—All othcers belonging to the garrison requiring leave of 
absence beyond the period of muster, must in the first instance apply to their 
immediate commanding officer, who will should he sce no objection, forward 
the application through the prescribed channel to the Town Major, for submis- 
sion to the Right Hon'ble the Governor, All applications for sick leave to be 
accompanied by a regular medical certificate. The probable time they require 
leave for to be stated. The sanction of the Governor must be obtained previous 
to an application being made to the Commander in-chiet, for leave of absence to 
Europe or elsewhere. The pay, &e, of all otficers overstaying their leave of 
absence, withheld, until the same is satisfactorily explained. Otticers promoted 
while on leave must again apply and obtaina renewal of it, ‘i 
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Lients, &c.—Lanterns may be used in the fort but neither mushalls nor 
torches, Fireworks of every desvription prohibited frém being let off or fired 


in the Garrison. 

Muacazines.—No person to pass by them when smoking. 

‘Angivars axp Departurers.—All officers arriving at the Presidency, under 
whatever circumstances, to report their arrival or departure, either personally 
or in writing at the Town Major's office; stating also the place of their resi- 

ence. 

Treasure, &c—Not to be passed into or out ofthe Fort without an order 
signed by the Town Major or Fort Adjutant, All articles, not 5 ially 

prohibited by the standing orders, to pass without impediment or delay.
